ART AND GENOCIDE 


Your review of the terrific show at the Photographic Re- 
source Center [“Pictures from the Killing Fields,” Arts, Oc- 


- tober 3] forgot to mention the name of the photographer. 


This amazing body of work, which includes several master- 
pieces of portrait photography, was made by Cambodian 
photographer Nhem Ein when he was 16, 17, and 18. The 
Khmer Rouge had sent Nhem Ein to China to train as a 
photographer when he was 14. When he came back he was 
assigned to Tuol Sleng, the notorious Khmer Rouge prison. 

Chris Riley and Douglas Niven found the negatives, res- 
cued them, and made sure they were printed. Riley and Niv- 
en’s role was similar to that played by Berenice Abbott when 
she saved Eugene Atget’s priceless images of Paris. But 
Nhem Ein is the artist who made the images. 

It isn’t just the Phoenix that overlooked Nhem Ein. The book 
The Killing Fields, published by Twin Palms in Santa Fe, and 
the show at the Museum of Modern Art make no mention of 
him. Even the Photographic Resource Center, which has hand- 
outs about Nhem Ein and clearly identifies him as the photog- 
rapher, doesn’t bill the exhibit as Ein’s one-person show. 

Perhaps the lack of recognition is because Nhem Ein 
worked for the Khmer Rouge? Perhaps it is because all of 
Nhem Ein’s subjects died right after he photographed them, 
and people assume no art was involved in making the pic- 
tures? Perhaps Nhem Ein doesn’t consider himself an artist, 
and doesn’t insist on being treated as a person who has 
made great images? Perhaps Nhem Ein has only recently 
been identified as the photographer?

Musical chairs 


With Boston Herald columnist 
Leonard Greene departing for Long 
Island’s Newsday this week, the tabloid’s 
lineup of pundits is, for the moment, as 
white as a 1950s city room. That’s a 
serious problem for any paper, but 
especially for an urban daily with a large 
black readership. 

Managing editor 
for news Andrew 
Gully says the 
Herald plans to 
conduct a thorough 
search for a suitable 
replacement. “We’re 
open to suggestions, 
and we’re waiting to 
see who comes 
through the door,” 
he says. 

But perhaps the 
most intriguing 
candidate is already 
ensconced at One 
Herald Square: 
Robin Washington, 
whose current job, 
as a copyeditor for 
the sports section, 
belies his wide- 
ranging 

background. An 
award-winning 
documentary 
filmmaker and a former managing 
editor of the Bay State Banner, 
Washington is an eclectic, original 
thinker who'd be a welcome addition to 
the city’s opinion pages. Washington 
says he wants the job, and Gully 
confirms that Washington is a 
candidate. 

A Chicago native with an African- 
American father and a Jewish mother, 
Washington produced the Emmy 
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Award-winning Vermont: The Whitest 
State in the Union and, later, You Don’t 
Have to Ride Jim Crow, about a little- 
known “freedom ride” that took place in 
the South in 1947, just before the dawn 
of the civil rights era. 

Two years ago, when many 





commentators were denouncing the 
Million Man March as anti-Semitic 
because of the involvement of Louis 
Farrakhan, Washington wrote a moving 
op-ed for the Banner comparing the 
March to Yom Kippur, the Jewish day of 
atonement. The piece was later reprinted 
by the Boston Globe and the Los Angeles 
Times. An executive board member of 
the National Association of Black 
Journalists, Washington is hoping to 


A poets’ living room 


In the small auditorium at 
Cambridge’s Blacksmith House, with 
its track lighting and linen screens, the 
‘70s don’t seem such a long way off. 
Indeed, in this very spot, back in 
1973, the poet Gail Mazur founded 
the Blacksmith House Poetry Series, 
which helped launch the careers of 
young poets like Frank Bidart, 
Robert Pinsky, and Lloyd Schwartz. 

Tonight we are here to celebrate the 
opening of the Blacksmith’s 25th 
season. Pinsky (currently Poet 
Laureate) is in the audience, as is 
Schwartz (a Pulitzer Prize—winning 
critic); Bidart is reading from his 
National Book Award—nominated 
poetry collection, Desire. The 
audience brims with local literati. 

Blacksmith readings weren't always 
like this. “It was a funky place in the 
beginning,” Schwartz recalls. For 
starters, the podium faced the 
bathroom — “You could look to the 
left, you could look to the right, but 

you couldn't look in front of you.” It

was an atmosphere that Schwartz 
describes as “intimate.” 

Though the Series has become 
more formalized (Schwartz recalls 
Seamus Heaney being turned away 
from a Philip Levine reading because 
of fire regulations), Bidart insists that 
the Blacksmith (even sans toilet view) 
has lost none of its down-hominess. 
“There’s a terrific informality,” he 
says. “People get to know each other 
hanging out at these readings. It’s my 
poetry home.” 

Ask almost any local poet about the 
Blacksmith, and you are likely to get a 
dewy-eyed response. Back in 1973, 
the Blacksmith was Boston’s first such 
“poetry home.” Other series have 
since come and gone, but the 
Blacksmith has just kept going. 

Mazur says the Blacksmith’s 
longevity is due in part to the fact that 
there has always been someone nuts 
enough to run it — namely, herself. 

Will she ever quit? 

“I used to think I never would,” she 


persuade more black reporters to come 
to the Herald. “I’m serious about 
desegregating this place,” he says.

‘Let’s not fall flat 
on our faces’ 


It seems the populist fury of 
Massachusetts’s leading antitax group has 
been eclipsed for the moment by what a top 
activist calls “impending panic.” 

In recent weeks, Citizens for Limited 
Taxation and Government (CLT&G), home to 
the tireless conservative activist Barbara 
Anderson, has been trolling the state’s shopping 
malls for signatures to put a $1.2-billion-per- 
year tax cut on the ballot in next year’s state 
election. The proposal, sure to be a central issue 
in the 1998 governor’s race, would roll back the 
state income tax to 5 percent, from its current 
5.95 percent.

“Do you sense an impending panic in my 
prose?” he wrote. 

For an initiative to go on the state ballot in 
the 1998 election, its backers must collect 
64,928 signatures from registered voters by 
November 19. (That sends the proposal to the 
legislature, which must vote to put the 
proposal on the ballot; otherwise, an 
additional 10,821-signatures are required to 
do so.) 

But so far, according to the e-mail, CLT&G 
has collected just 11,812 signatures. Now the 
group is urgently trying to rally its troops. 

“C'mon folks — let’s not fall flat on our 
faces for the first time ever,” Ford implored. 

Three days later, Ford sent out another 
anxious e-mail — which, like the first, was not 
posted with other recent updates on the 
group’s Web site: “We must collect another 
29,023 signatures in the malls during our final 
weekend, November 8-9, to catch up and 
break even with the last petition drive — more 
than twice the amount we’ve collected so far at 
the malls. . . . Anyone else out there getting 
nervous too?” 

He might ask the Republican gubernatorial 
candidates: Acting Governor Paul Cellucci and 
Treasurer Joe Malone have been hoping to 
build their 98 campaigns around the tax cut. 
But they might want to rethink their strategies if 
the public isn’t even moved to put the issue on 


the ballot in the first place.

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Arts candidate 
hosts only debate in town 


When the October 2 Cambridge Chronicle labeled the current 
city council race a “dud,” no one was more pissed off than 
offbeat council challenger Ilan MacKinnon. The 34-year-old 
actor/street performer—candidate — who has vowed to donate 
half his $41,000 council salary to arts funding — has been 
infuriated by claims of low voter interest and predictions that all 
nine council incumbents will sail easily to reelection in the 
November 4 election. 

So MacKinnon decided to fight back. Along with his campaign 
manager, Al Nidle, he organized the first city council debate this 
season, held Saturday (and, in a nice MacKinnonesque touch, 
outside) at Carberry’s Bakery, in Central Square. Previous 
council events had been forums, where participants had done 
little other than rattle off lame campaign speeches, but Saturday’s 
debate allowed candidates to question each other and mix it up. 
MacKinnon’s camp even enlisted Cambridge native and 
nationally-known political humorist Jimmy Tingle to warm up 
the crowd of 50-plus, and got Massachusetts League of Women 
Voters president Nancy Carapezza to moderate the debate. 

Despite the absence of notable incumbents mayor Sheila 
Russell and old-school favorite Frank Duehay, Saturday’s debate 
attracted a well-stocked panel of participants, including 
incumbents Kathy Born, Henrietta Davis, Anthony Galluccio, 
Ken Reeves, and Katharine Triantafillou, and such challengers 
as roller-skating clean-water fanatic Robert Frymire, 
environmentalist and Harvard prof Roger Winters, rent control 
activist Bill Cunningham, Reverend Doug Whitlow, and, of 
course, MacKinnon himself. 

Unfortunately, the debate didn’t live up to its promise. Apart 
from some low-watt intracandidate bickering — Whitlow 
chastising the incumbents for not publicly opposing the death 
penalty in the wake of 10-year-old Jeffrey Curley’s murder, 
Triantafillou and Reeves sparring about public safety — the only 
loud noises at this debate came from the occasional fire truck 
blasting its sirens down Prospect Street. 

Still, MacKinnon earned some well-deserved praise not only 
for hosting the event, but also for insisting that Cambridge’s city 


council race be treated like . . . a race.

IS HEALTH is bad. He can 

barely see. His staffers have 
fled. He finished third in the 
preliminary — even after his 
protégé, Stephen Murphy — the 
worst he’s done in 14 years. The 
papers have written him off. His 
City Hall colleagues barely 
tolerate him. Folks are saying 
Dapper O'Neil is washed up. 

He’s not buying it, of course. 

“The Globe is saving me for 
the obituary page, but I know 
one thing,” he says. “I'll outlive 
half the bastards!” 

More important, his many 
fans aren’t buying it either. The 
thing about O’Neil, the ornery, 
conservative, sexist, 26-year 
veteran at-large councilor, is 
that no matter how bad his 
public image gets, people still 
seem to love him. It’s more than 
a Teflon effect: it’s as if his 
constituents like him better for 
his rough edges. 

On this Friday night, O’Neil 
makes his way to Packy 
Connor’s, a bar that is a 
Roxbury institution. And even 
though O’Neil is famous for his 
cultural insensitivity, the black 
customers are all over him. In 
20 minutes, he works his way 
around the huge, noisy, low- 
ceilinged room, collecting hugs 
and wisecracks and Thanks for 
what you did at the zoning 
boards. 

“They love the Dap,” he says 
outside the bar. 

“That’s because you do more 
for them than their own,” Packy 
Connor says. If the Packy’s folks 
put their votes where their 
mouths are — and they didn’t in 
the preliminary, so there’s no 
guarantee that they will in the 
final — O’Neil will be set. 

That same night, O'Neil, 
smelling of cologne and feeling 
frisky, arrives at a Sons of Italy 
dinner in Roslindale. A sixtyish 
man with graying hair gives him 
a hug at the door. 

“I hear you’re with Peggy 
Davis-Mullen,” is the first thing 


O’Neil says to him. 

“Lam, and that’s okay. I’m 
with you, too,” says the man. 

“I heard you weren’t.” 

“Where'd you hear that?” 

“| heard it from Murphy.” 

“How'd Murphy get it?” asks 
the man, miffed now. “I’m with 
him too!” 

“But I love ya,” says O’Neil, 
giving the man a couple of soft 
slaps on his fleshy cheek. “I love 
ya.” 

Dapper’s got a lot of love to 
give. He works the tables, 
kissing and propositioning all 
the ladies, who don’t seem to 
mind at all. “That’s sexual 
harassment,” says one old 
woman to another after O’ Neil 
has finished with them. They 
both collapse into girlish giggles. 

Of course, what works at the 
Sons of Italy doesn’t go down 
quite as well at City Hall. 
O’Neil’s two staffers, both 
women, quit because he cut 
their salaries to hire a driver, 
and because he yelled at them a 
lot. And the four women on the 
council are infuriated by his 
insistence on calling them 
“girls.” 

Don’t get O’Neil started on 
those secretaries. He is the 
victim in all of this, he says, not 
them. “I told them, ‘You’re not 
gonna get away with this,’ ” he 
says. “And when it comes out, 
you won't believe what they did, 
especially with my campaign 
finances.” 

And as for the women on the 
council, well, O’Neil is no fan of 
them, either. “The four girls — 
as far as I’m concerned, they’re 
meant for each other,” he says. 

Tonight, at the Sons of Italy, 
one of those “girls” is on 
O’Neil’s turf. Peggy Davis- 
Mullen and aide Martin Keogh 
make their way around the 
tables, placing blue-and-yellow 
PEGGY DAVIS-MULLEN bumper 
stickers in front of each person, 
chatting briefly, trying to win 
votes. At-large candidate Paul 


Gannon is here too, for the same 
reason. 

It’s hard to compete with 
O’Neil, though. Especially when 
he’s holding a microphone. 

“This song is for Peggy Davis- 
Mullen,” O’Neil says. Davis- 
Mullen looks up and forces a 
smile. As soon as O'Neil gives 
accordionist Johnny Rampino 
his cue and starts singing, she 
goes back to meeting people, 
trying to ignore him.

“Oh, you music lovers are 
great,” O'Neil says when the 
applause dies down. “I want you 
to say hello to Peggy Davis-

am!” 

O’Neil walks over to a pretty 
young woman. “Are you 
married?” he asks her. She isn’t. 
“I’m not either,” he says. “Are 
you available?” 

He sings “All of Me” close to 
her face, embarrassing and 
charming her. His attentions are 
relentless. 

“Hey,” says Johnny Rampino. 
“Tell him he’s singin’ to the 
wrong girl!” Rampino had urged 
O’Neil to serenade someone 
else, a mentally disabled woman 
at another table. No one tells 
O’Neil, so he sings the wrong 
girl another song. 

“See that woman I kept going 
over to all the time?” says 
Dapper later, in the car. “She’s 
retarded. Johnny said go over 
there.” 

His driver is surprised. 
Appearances can be so 
deceiving. 

“Yeah,” says Dapper. “You 
couldn’t tell.” @

bulging black garbage bags toward the 
Pine Street Inn, on the next block. 
“Fuckin’ guy pulled my hair the whole 
time,” barks Charlotte, spitting and 
coughing between words. She’s 33 and 
not much to look at. Her face is haggard,

emerges from a trash-strewn alley be- 

hind the whitewashed Summerfields 
Self-Storage building, on the edge of 
Chinatown. A breeze carries the stench of 
urine, and there is an eerie silence broken 


only by the occasional car buzzing along 
the expressway overhead. The surround- 
ing streets are deserted except for a 

homeless man pushing a shopping cart of | black body suit. 


Charlotte has been working the 
streets since she was 16, when her 
mother’s boyfriend suggested pimping 
her to make some drug money. “When 
I was 19 I tried to get out, but they got 
me hooked on smack to keep me 
working,” she says matter-of-factly. 

This — a pathetic woman emerg- 
ing from an alleyway after servicing 
some sweaty middle-aged man — is 
precisely the sort of scene people 
conjure up when they argue for 
stricter laws against prostitution. It’s 
the kind of situation they want to 
pretend doesn’t even exist. 

“I wish they’d just fall through the 
cracks they crawled out of,” a South 
End resident told me as we watched 
a slightly overweight, middle-aged 
prostitute climb into the passenger 
side of a gray van one afternoon. 

And that is exactly how most of American society 
views these women. In cities big and small, across the 
country, police and politicians wage a low-grade war 
on prostitutes. There are neighborhood watches, 
street sweeps, and even undercover sting operations. 
Inevitably, though, most of the women end up back on 
the street — undeterred and unhelped. If one part of 
town gets too hot, they simply move to another. 

Here in Boston, the story is much the same as it is 
elsewhere. The Boston Police Department has just 
launched its sixth encore of Operation Squeeze. The 
procedure is simple: groups of police officers, male

and female, assume the roles of prostitutes and johns 
in areas where prostitution is rampant. Once the un- 
dercover streetwalker is solicited, backup officers 
move in and make the arrest. Police release the names 
and residences of the arrested johns to the press, 
which sometimes publishes them. Punishment ranges 
from fines and mandatory AIDS education to hours of 
community service, including sweeping and cleaning 
the very streets those men cruised in search of sex. 
But there are reasons why prostitution is the oldest 
profession. There will always be men who will pay for 
sex; there will always be women who are willing to 


with deeply sunken hazel eyes; her hair 
shows signs of too much bleach; her 
breasts, braless, sag beneath a skintight 


have sex for money. Despite genuine 
commitment on the part of law en- 
forcement agencies, women like Char- 
lotte will continue to walk the streets. 

Indeed, the criminalization of prosti- 
tution — the fines, the street sweeps, 
the sting operations — has made the 
problem worse for all concerned. By 
making the act of prostitution — a 
consensual exchange of sex for money 
— illegal, society has enabled an ugly 
and dangerous black market that dis- 
rupts neighborhoods, allows women to 
be abused, spreads disease, and breeds 
an entire class of criminals — pimps 
— who flourish off proceeds that could 
be used to help the women. 

Many people have moral objections 
to legalizing prostitution. (See “Prosti- 
tution Theory 101,” page 12.) “I don’t 
pretend to know a lot about how legal 


prostitution works in other states,” says Ralph Martin, 


district attorney for Suffolk County. “But I do have a 
visceral reaction that it exploits women, and I don’t 
see it as a healthy option for Massachusetts.” 

But the more time you spend on the street, the more 
one thing becomes clear: if society really wants to end 
the spread of disease and the violence, the only solution 
is to give prostitutes clean, safe places to work, well 
away from residential neighborhoods. Make prostitution 
a strictly regulated, but completely legal, proposition. 


Prohibition 

At the beginning of this century, moral concerns 
were the driving force behind the temperance move- 
ment. Alcohol was seen as an evil substance, a de-

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Prostitution Theory 101

EW THINGS HAVE divided feminists as much as 

the sex industry. Theorists who agree on a vast 
swath of issues — economic equality, affirmative action, 
even sexual liberation — often find themselves bitterly 
opposed over pornography and prostitution. 

Most 19th-century feminists opposed prostitution and 
considered prostitutes to be victims of male exploitation. 
But just as the suffragette and temperance movements 
were bound together at the turn of the century, so too 
were feminist and contemporary moral objections to 
prostitution. Women, the argument went, were reposito- 
ries of moral virtue, and prostitution tainted their purity: 
the sale of sex was, like alcohol, both cause and symp- 
tom of the decadence into which society had sunk. 

By the 1960s and 70s, when Betty Friedan and Ger- 
maine Greer asserted that sexual liberation was integral 
to women’s liberation, feminists were reluctant to op- 
pose prostitution on moral grounds. Traditional morali- 
ty, Greer argued, had helped to repress women sexually, 
had made their needs sec- 
ondary to men’s. That sexual 
subordination compounded 
women’s economic and polit- 
ical subordination. 

Today, some feminists see 
hooking as a form of sexual 
slavery; others, as a route to 
sexual self-determination. 

And in between are those 
who see prostitution as a 
form of work that, like it or 
not, is here to stay. 

Radical feminists such as 
lawyer Catharine MacKinnon 
and antipornography theorist 
Andrea Dworkin oppose sex 
work in any form. They ar- 
gue that it exploits women 
and reinforces their status as 
sexual objects, undoing many 
of the gains women have miade over the past century. 

Others detect in this attitude a strain of neo-Victori- 
anism, a condescending belief that prostitutes-don’t 
know what they’re doing and need somebody with more 
education to protect them. Some women, these dis- 
senters point out, actually choose the profession. 

Feminists who question the antiprostitution radicals 
also point out that Dworkin and MacKinnon sometimes 
sound eerily like their nemeses on the religious right. 
Phyllis Schlafly, a rabid family-values crusader, has even 
cited Dworkin in her antipornography promotional ma- 
terials. This kind of thing has not improved the radicals’ 
image among feminists. 

At the other extreme from Dworkin and MacKinnon 
are sex-radical feminists like Susie Bright and Pat Cali- 
fia. They argue that sex work can be a good thing: a 
bold form of liberation for women, a way for some to 
take control of their lives. The problem there, though, is 
that the life of a prostitute is often more Leaving Las Ve- 
gas than Pretty Woman (see “Pop Tarts,” Arts, page 8). 

Many feminists fall somewhere in between the rad- 
fem and sex-radical poles. Wendy Chapkis, professor of 
sociology and women’s studies at the University of 
Southern Maine and the author of the Live Sex Acts: 
Women Performing Erotic Labor (Routledge, 1997), is 
one of them. For nine years, Chapkis studied prostitu- 
tion in California and the Netherlands, as well as in 
Britain and Finland, and conducted interviews with 50 
sex workers. Chapkis says she sees the profession as it 
is: many of her interviews confirmed much of the ugli- 
ness that radical feminists abhor, as well as the empow- 
erment that sex radicals perceive. 

“I don’t think prostitution is the ultimate in women’s 
liberation,” she says. “But I think it’s better understood 
as work than as inevitably a form of sexual violence.” 
What prostitutes need, she argues, is not a bunch of 
goody-goodies looking down on them, but decent work- 
ing conditions. 

Chapkis believes prostitution should be decriminal- 
ized. Just because it can be lousy work doesn’t mean it 
should be stamped out, she argues. After all, she says, 
“there are lots of jobs in which women are underpaid, 


underappreciated, and exploited.” Criminalizing the pro- 


fession just exacerbates prostitutes’ problems by isolat- 
ing them from the law and leaving them vulnerable to 
abusive pimps and johns. “In a profession where women 
traditionally are not treated well, aren’t empowered, and 
should be able to go to the police for protection and as- 
sistance,” she says, “we make the police an extra obsta- 
cle, another threat.” 

In the Netherlands, by contrast, where prostitution is 
decriminalized, police and prostitutes are on the same 
side: hookers speak at police academies to educate the 


officers about their work, and Chapkis says the commu- 
nication pays off in safer working conditions for the 
women. 

But what of the radical feminists’ claim that prostitu- 
tion is too patriarchal to be tolerated? Chapkis points 
out that many things in modern life began as patriarchal 
institutions — marriage, for example. Problems within 
marriage, she says, can be addressed without resorting 
to abolition: these days, marital property is distributed 
more fairly, and abused wives have places to go for help. 
Even Catharine MacKinnon has found a way to recon- 
cile herself to the idea of getting married. Why can’t 
prostitution be similarly transformed? 

Still, Chapkis isn’t so naive as to see prostitution as 
benign. There are no easy generalizations about sex 
workers’ lives, she says: “I interviewed street prostitutes 
who feel powerful and in control and are making a lot of 
money, and I met many high-class call girls who hate 
their jobs.” 
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Either way, Chapkis is certain that the only option is 
decriminalization, which would prevent prostitutes from 
getting arrested. “I’m as concerned as any of the aboli- 
tionists to deal with the problems of prostitution — vio- 
lence, drug use, poverty,” she says. “But you can’t solve 
those problems by further criminalizing prostitution, 
driving it further underground. [That makes] it more 
difficult for women to access what help there is.” 

Which is where a lot of prostitutes’ organizations 
stand, too. Tracy Quan, director of the Prostitutes’ Or- 
ganization of New York (PONY), a’support group of 
more than 300 sex workers, has been in the movement 
to decriminalize prostitution since 1975. “Prostitutes are 
just a part of the whole mix of society, whether people 
like it or not,” she says. “Prostitution must be treated 
like an industry.” 

But many workers are careful to distinguish between 
decriminalization and legalization, which would create 
new laws and regulations governing the industry. That, 
many sex workers and advocates believe, would only 
place additional demands on women whose lives are dif- 
ficult enough already. 

Carmen, a 28-year-old who has been a sex worker 
for four years, questions the benefits of legalization, 
as demonstrated in Nevada. “Under the current sys- 
tem,” she says, “if you are arrested and incarcerated, 
you are put behind bars. Legalization would be the 
same thing. You’re being put behind barbed wire, and 
it is dictated to you where you can go, when you can 
go there, and who you can talk to. That’s certainly 
not enticing to me.” 

Norma Jean Almodovar of COYOTE (Call Off Your 
Old Tired Ethics), a national advocacy and assistance 
organization for sex industry workers, explains that 
“those of us who are out-and-out whores want our [fel- 
low workers] to be free.” Quan adds that although some 


prostitutes find that legal brothels such as those in Neva- 


da work for them, others choose illegal action because 
they want to be in control. 

“Nevada doesn’t encourage hookers to become 
madams,” Quan says. “And, to us, it is very much an in- 
dustry just like any other money-making career. We 
want to know there is a level of hierarchy where upward 
mobility is possible.” 

And many prostitutes are as cynical about the govern- 
ment and the cops as they are about pimps and johns. 
“There have been numerous examples of how law en- 
forcement officials have used laws as a form of extor- 
tion,” says Almodovar. “ “Blow me for your license’ is 
not the answer.” me 
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stroyer of lives and families. In 1919, the 
manufacture and sale of alcohol became il- 
legal under the 18th Amendment. 

But the solution soon became worse 
than the problem. A massive black market 
opened up to meet the demand for alco- 
hol. The brisk trade fueled the spread of 
organized crime, and with this develop- 
ment came police corruption, smuggling, 
and an increase in street violence as turf 
wars escalated. Meanwhile, people contin- 
ued to drink. Finally, in 1933, Prohibition 
was repealed. . 

The situation with prostitution is similar. 
Because prostitution is illegal in America, 
there is a huge black market to meet the 
demand, along with the attendant corrup- 
tion, crime, violence, and disease. 

“Gina” knows what the black market can 
do. The 33-year-old single mother of two 
sits in her modest one-bedroom apartment 
in Roslindale. Her jaw seems slightly off, 
jutting just a little too far to the right. Her 
left eyeball wavers — almost as if it isn’t 
properly attached — and rolls uncontrol- 
lably in its socket. These disfigurements 
represent eight years on the streets of Bos- 
ton with abusive pimps, violent johns, and 
nowhere to turn. 

Gina pulls down the collar of her green- 
and-white striped polo shirt to reveal nu- 
merous small, round marks from what ap- 


’ ing began in 1986, there has not been one 
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pear to be cigarettes. “I have been beaten 
with shovels, kicked in the head, set on fire, 
raped, and then raped again with things 
like car jacks, crowbars, and even beer bot- 
tles,” she says. 

“How moral is it to allow disenfran- 
chised citizens to be beaten, abused, dis- 
eased, and uncared for?” asks James Gef- 
fert, a Wisconsin economist who recently 
conducted a study on public health and 
prostitution. “Legalizing prostitution 
means facing the reality that morality-based 
laws don’t work.” 

Legalization is an idea that has been tried 
in the real world. In Nevada, 13 of 16 
counties have permitted prostitution since 
1986. The government oversees privately- 
run brothels, but they must be far away ° 
from residential areas, and streetwalking is 
still illegal. (Most of the counties that cur- 
rently allow prostitution are rural.) The 
government regulates contraceptive use, 
medical testing, advertising, revenue, and 
licensing. i 

It seems to be working. Since HIV test- 
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positive test among the state’s prostitutes, 
according to Randall Todd, chief of the 
Nevada State Health Division’s Bureau of 
Disease Control and Intervention Services. 
The number of syphilis cases among sex 
workers has dropped to between 20 and 
25, from 400 to 500 prior to 1986.

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lington and Providence Streets, across 

om the Boston Park Plaza Hotel. From 
across the street, headed toward him, 
comes a stout, middle-aged man in an ex- 
pensive navy suit and tan trench coat. 

“I can’t believe this guy remembers 
me,” Jim mumbles as his eyes widen and 
his cheeks flush. In a brief moment, he has 
turned into a scared young boy. 

The well-dressed man comes from 
Cincinnati; he is married, and has two 
sons. When he was in town last April, he 
hired Jim for “straight sex.” But when they 
met in a hotel room later that night, the 
older man forced Jim to wear a makeshift 
diaper fashioned from a hotel hand towel. 
The man spanked him mercilessly with a 
leather belt, leaving lesions that needed 12 
stitches, and forced Jim to have unprotect- 
ed sex. 

Now, the man remembers Jim and 
wants another rendezvous. And because 
he is desperate, Jim reluctantly agrees. He 
has no money. He hasn’t eaten today. He 
has nowhere to stay. 

Male prostitution is a world apart. Fe- 
male prostitutes are often the products. of 
broken homes where drugs, violence, or 
incest prevail. But young men who sell sex 
on the street often end up there because of 
their sexual orientation. Many run away or 
are disowned by their families for being 
homosexual. 

“Gay male prostitutes all have the same 
story,” says Gerry Cheney, an outreach 
worker for prostitutes. “They’re confused 
* about their sexuality, so they turn to a 
family that is unwilling to accept the 
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lifestyle. Out of shame, or sometimes be- 
cause they are forced to, they leave home, 
quit school, and end up on the street, 
drug-addicted and homeless.” 

These are the stories that the male pros- 
titutes of Arlington Street and the Combat 
Zone tell. 

Thomas uses his real name, because he 
says it’s his way of getting back at his fam- 
ily for being ashamed of him. 

“I was 16... very vulnerable . . . and 
I told my dad I thought I liked boys bet- 
ter than women,” remembers Thomas, 
now a lean, dark-haired 22-year-old. 
“So he got me a prostitute and sat in his 
Audi outside the hotel room, hoping I 
would emerge ‘a man.’” 

His father took him straight from the 
hotel to the Greyhound station, bought 
him a bus ticket to Boston — some 600 
miles from Thomas’s home in Virginia 


Beach — and told his son never to come 


home. 

“I had disgraced my family,” says 
Thomas with a forced snicker. He had 
been in town only a day when a guy he 
met at the Boston Public Library told him 
about Arlington Street and the “big 
bucks” that could be made there. “And 
here I am,” he concludes. “I have a little 
bit of a savings, but I have no home. No 
family. No dignity.” 

Every day, more young men like 
Thomas enter this world. At a sleazy bar 
in-Chinatown one recent fall night, two 
local college students — one a freshman 
and the other a sophomore — wander

The sophomore claims he’s looking to 
make some extra money to support his 
gambling hobby. 

“We asked where would be the best 
place to go to make money and pick up 
guys, and we were told here,” says the 
bewildered freshman. “But I don’t think 
I’ll come back here.” 

Still, he can’t work the street. Some- 
one might see him and tell his family. 
He’d be thrown out, his free ride 
through college cut off. Then he’d be in 
the very position he is trying so hard to 
avoid — on the street, with all the other 
young, desperate boys, enduring humili- 
ation and physical torture just to survive 
one more day. 

Male prostitutes start shockingly young. 
The average age at which young women 
get involved in street prostitution is 16.9, 
according to a study conducted by the San 
Francisco—based Delancey Street Founda- 
tion, an organization that does outreach 
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DIFFERENT AT NIGHT: the area 
near the Arlington Street Church is a 
pickup spot for male prostitutes. 


however, enter into prostitution at 14 or 
even younger, says Sean Haley, director of 
adolescent services for JRI Health, in Bos- 
ton — the city’s only outreach program 
for male commercial sex workers. Al- 
though female prostitutes work well into 
their late 30s, the consensus among Bos- 
ton’s male streetwalkers is that men begin 
to leave the industry at an average age of 
25. 

“Carl” is considered one of the old- 
timers among the male prostitutes in Bos- 
ton. He is 26. 

“There are men who continue to work 
past 25 or 26, but with male commercial 
sex workers, the appearance is key,” he 
explains. “Chicken hawks [clients] look 
for youth.” 

Male prostitutes usually do not have 


wide-eyed around the room. The fresh- 
man is questioning his sexual identity. work with female prostitutes. Young men, pimps. Very few have sugar daddies — | 
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older gay men who keep them clothed 
and fed in exchange for sex, but don’t 
give them enough to get them off the 
streets. Unlike female prostitutes, who 
have pimps controlling whom they have 
sex with, how long it lasts, and how 
much money they take in, male prosti- 
tutes are completely on their own. 

4 But they have other problems to con- 
‘| tend with. 

1 “The majority of our clientele are 
straight businessmen,” says Carl, who 
asked not to be described because of his 
“unique features.” “Most of them are 
married. These conservative, collegiate 
types are into some kinky shit. | know 
people who have been maimed or who 
have agreed to sleep with infected men 
without a condom for more money, just 
because they needed the cash that bad.” 

Just like female streetwalkers, male 
prostitutes often fall victim to drugs and 
suffer from sexually transmitted dis- 
eases. The difference is, there are more 
outreach programs for women. 

“For some reason, the focus as far as 
rehab and outreach is usually geared to- 
ward the women who work the streets,” 
says Margot Hill, spokeswoman for the 
Boston Police Department. “It’s like one 
big societal denial. No one wants to 
confront such a delicate issue as gay 
men selling themselves to straight mar- 
ried businessmen.” 

JRI Health’s Boston Outreach Pro- 
gram (formerly known as Boston Street 
Youth Outreach) is working hard to 
combat the problems that society would 
rather forget. The program was estab- 
lished in 1991 to provide a variety of 
services to street youth, but with a par- 
ticular emphasis on commercial sex 
workers. 

Two years ago, JRI opened the Syd- 
ney Borum Jr. Health Center on Boyl- 
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Sheriff Robert Del Carlo of Nevada’s 
Story County says very few working wom- 
en fall victim to violence in the brothels. 
Each house has its own security force, and 
there is an on-site manager at each brothel 
to screen customers and teach prostitutes 
how to examine a client for disease. 

The secret of Nevada’s success is regu- 
lation: although prostitution is legal, it is 
controlled. That makes the situation very 
different from the one in a countery like 
Thailand, where prostitution is legal but 
has not been regulated carefully enough. 
Many of the prostitutes there are under- 
age, some as young as 12. And the pimp- 
ing system in Thailand is considerably 
more brutal than in the US. Some women 
are forced into prostitution against their 
will — sometimes after being kidnapped, 
or being sold by their families. And the 
government has also done a bad job of 
making sure that men use condoms. Ac- 
cording to the New England Journal of 
Medicine, the rate of HIV infection is 50 
percent or higher among female sex work- 
ers in Northern Thailand. On top of that, 
many Thai prostitutes, under the orders of 
their very visible pimps, commit crimes to 
bring in more revenue. 

But those are not reasons why legaliza- 
tion could not work; they are reasons why 
it needs to be done carefully. 


Crackdown 

Some of prostitution’s most spirited op- 
ponents are people who live where the 
streetwalkers hawk their wares. 

Thirty-seven-year-old Mary Chen has 
lived in Chinatown, not far from the former 
Combat Zone, for 19 years. Chen says that 
she and her daughter encounter at least 
one prostitute every afternoon as they walk 
home from her daughter’s school. 

The impact, she says, is more than fleet- 
ing annoyance. One evening while Chen 
was preparing dinner, she heard a ruckus 
outside. “I heard my daughter offering her 
body to the boys in the neighborhood in ex- 
change for candy,” Chen recalls. “When | 
asked her what she was doing, she said she 
was ‘playing hooker.’ ”

For those who choose to stay on the i] 
street, the picture is not pretty, says it 
James Heron, a former male prostitute 
who now plays jazz in small venues 
around Rhode Island. 

“Some male prostitutes are so far 
gone that they have become the vice,” if 
explains the 47-year-old musician. 

On a Wednesday night shortly after 
nightfall, plenty of men who meet that Ht 
description can be found on Essex 
Street, in the Combat Zone. Male pros- 
titutes dwell in dark corners of bars, 
awaiting business. 

One man, in black latex pants and a 
black-and-white striped spandex shirt, 
drops to his knees and services a hefty, 
sweaty man. Money is exchanged; a 
small bag of white powder is tucked into 
the waist of the tight black pants, and 
the prostitute disappears into the crowd. 

The heavy aroma of pot hangs in the 
air as a young man in cutoff shorts and 
a tight royal-blue tank top releases the 
tourniquet from his right arm, rams his 
tongue into the mouth of his “regular” 
sitting beside him — reportedly a State 
Street financial adviser — and staggers 
to the back of the bar, toward the bath- 
room. As he passes a fellow hustler, he 
stammers, “Ha, Mama, look at me 
now!” ea 
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Over time, episodes like these reach criti- 
cal mass, and neighborhood rage mush- 
rooms, At that point, the story becomes a 
political set piece. When neighborhood res- 
idents shout loudly enough and become or- 
ganized enough, the city responds with a 
crackdown. A new initiative is announced; 
the streets are swept; the evening news fea- 
tures shaky women being dragged into a 
police van. But old hands know the exercise 
is futile. 

“TI get a call every night before I go out, 
telling me what streets to work,” says 
“Cheri,” a 26-year-old brunette with ruby- 
red lips and electric-blue liquid eyeliner. 
“[My pimp] scouts out certain areas, finds 
out where the cops are putting the most 
heat, and sends me somewhere else.” 

Cheri, whose pimp is a former boyfriend 
and who treats her quite well — in com- 
parison to other pimps — says it’s not un- 
common for a prostitute to go all the way 
to Worcester or Brockton if her pimp feels 
the heat in the Boston is too much. 

But even those who do get arrested 
quickly find their way back to the street. 

Jim Borghesani, of DA Ralph Martin’s of- 
fice, says Mondays and Tuesdays are 
swamped with weekend prostitution cases; 
the majority of the time, officers issue fines, 
order drug or alcohol counseling, and then 
release the women, who return to the streets. 

The Boston Police Department is dis- 
gruntled at a recidivism rate that persists 
despite repeated crackdowns. 

“There is no question that many of the 
women who work the streets have arrest 
records but have served little or no time,” 
says spokesperson Detective Sergeant Mar- 
got Hill. 

Boston’s Combat Zone has been a text- 
book example in the war on prostitution. In 
the mid-’70s, when the demand for prosti- 
tution increased in Boston and adult enter- 
tainment venues were obtaining city licens- 
es, then-mayor Kevin White established 
Washington Street, in Chinatown, as the 
city’s official red-light district. The district 
was zoned for peep shows, adult entertain- 
ment bars, and adult book and video stores. 
But prostitutes began to call the strip their 
home as well.

Toward the end of the decade, as Boston 
began to experience an economic boom, 
Asian immigrants tried to open more family 
stores in the Combat Zone and establish 
the area as a hub of Asian culture. Commu- 
nity concerns about prostitution escalated. 
In the early 1980s, with a growing number 
of residents complaining to city officials 
and to the police, a crackdown began on all 
illegal activity in the Combat Zone. 

Clearly, fewer prostitutes are visible there 
now. Hill says that the groups of street- 
walkers once seen standing on the corners 
are gone. But the prostitution problem has 
not been solved; it has simply relocated. 

Prostitutes have set up shop just outside 
the Boston Herald’s front door, on Traveler 
Street; on the outskirts of the Theater Dis- 
trict; at the southernmost corner of the 
Public Garden, on Arlington Street; and 
throughout the South End. 

“You hear guys screaming out the cars, 
asking them how much,” says one elderly 
South End tenant who used to enjoy an 
after-dinner chat with neighbors on her 
front stoop. “And if these guys say anything 
to the hookers, you should hear the piles of 
trash these women shout back at them.” 

For the prostitutes, it’s a matter of mak- 
ing a living. “Cindy,” a 32-year-old sea- 
soned pro, has walked the streets of Bay 
Village for almost a decade. She says she 
feels a pang of guilt whenever she sees the 
wide eyes of a neighborhood child staring 
up at her. But, adds the buxom, brown- 
haired Italian, she can’t give up her earn- 
ings. This is where the men, many of them 
from the suburbs, know to come. 

“These people live here,” she says with a 
laugh, “but I work here.” 


The toxic avenger 
One of the biggest problems with pros- 
titution is the role it plays in spreading 


disease. 
Take “Candy.” The 22-year-old heroin- 
addicted streetwalker is painfully thin, her 
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collarbone protruding from beneath her 
meager flesh. AIDS has left her riddled 
with health problems, apparent as she near- 
ly coughs up a lung and spits into the 
weeds growing by the chain-link fence be- 
hind her. 

Her wide eyes darting, Candy says that 
she was raped by several family members 
before the age of 12. A guidance counselor 
at her junior high school started to catch 
on that something was wrong, but Candy 
was afraid that the counselor would ap- 





because, for whatever reason, they fear im- 
prisonment. “I have some friends who 
know a doctor who can help,” says “Josie,” 
a former resident of Atlanta. “But | know 
too many girls who were ‘getting help,’ and 
they ended up in jail,” she insists. “I'd 
rather just deal with it than be turned in.” 
Even carrying condoms can get women 
into trouble. According to a 1996 study 
James Geffert presented at the 1996 Neva- 
da HIV/AIDS Surveillance Conference in 
Mesquite, Nevada, it is common practice in

proach her family. For the next four years, 
she hid not only from the men who molest- 
ed her but also from people who could have 
helped her. Finally, terrified that someone 
would find out her secret, she ran away. No 
one came looking for her. 

“I am the toxic avenger,” she explains in 
a cold, calculating tone. “I am going to get 
revenge for what happened to me.” 

Candy is a creature of the system soci- 
ety has created. She left home troubled 
and desperate, and was pushed further 
and further underground. And in the black 
market where she makes a living, there are 
no rules. Outside a brothel, there is no 
way to insist that the men use condoms. 
Now Candy has AIDS (and, she says, 
syphilis and gonorrhea), and is intent on 
spreading it. Her only comfort is the 
thought of revenge. 

“This doesn’t surprise me,” says “Ann- 
marie,” a 36-year-old school crossing 
guard who solicited sex for money during 
high school. “Of the over 50 prostitutes 
that I knew, a good 90 percent of them 
were infected with at least one disease, and 
many of them had more than one.” 

Many prostitutes do not seek treatment 
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most states for police to use condoms as 
the basis for making an arrest. This is what 
happens in Boston. 

“It’s like showing a cop a gun,” one 
streetwalker says. “He’s going to take it 
from you and use it against you — so you 
don’t carry the gun. I don’t carry condoms 
for that same reason.” 

In Australia, where prostitution is legal in 
some areas, preventing prostitutes from 
spreading disease is simple. The govern- 
ment provides free condoms, free needles 
and syringes, free HIV/AIDS testing, and 
free AIDS-related counseling. No licensed 
female sex worker is known to have trans- 
mitted HIV during commercial sex activi- 
ties, and among resident Australian female 
sex workers, only a small number have 
been identified as HIV-positive. Those few 
were probably infected by unclean needles. 

“Right now you have a situation where 
there is no real health monitoring of STDs, 
pregnancies, or family health care,” says 
Gerry Cheney, a former outreach worker in 
central Massachusetts who now works with 
prostitutes in Santa Fe, New Mexico. 

Izzy is a good case in point. Standing on 
a corner with midday traffic whizzing by, 
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her very stance practically screams that she 
has given up — on society and on herself. 

“Disease?” she jeers. “You name it, | got 
it — herpes, gonorrhea, syphilis. Or at 
least that’s what I’ve been told. I can’t go to 
a real doctor.” 

Prostitution, Izzy points out, doesn’t 
come with health care. “In fact, care 
doesn’t have anything to do with what | 
do,” she says as she walks over to a blue 
hatchback, leans in the window, and climbs 
into the passenger’s seat. 


Working for the man 

Patty stares blankly down the road as the 
red Mitsubishi GT3000 speeds away. Her 
wide green eyes and shoulder-length, curly 
brown hair give her an almost angelic ap- 
pearance. 

She’s just worked a nine-hour shift dur- 
ing which she had sex with some 15 men, 
stole two car radios, and picked the pock- 
ets of four johns. What does she have to 
show for it? Twenty dollars, a bloody lip, 
and long red finger marks on her arms. 
The fat lip and bruises come courtesy of 
the driver of the sports car; a man named 
Harrad, who is her pimp. 

“He thinks I’m not doing enough,” she 
explains, shakily pulling out a small com- 
pact. “How am I supposed to attract any- 
one like this?” 

Patty has been working for Harrad for 
six years. She says she ran away from an 
abusive father and alcoholic mother in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, when she was 
17 years old. She came to Boston to find a 
life; instead, she found a man who offered 
her the world for “a few favors.” 

Now she is hooked on cocaine, and she 
justifies his brutality. “He’s gotten me out 
of jail and given me clothes to wear. I owe 
him,” she says. 

Certainly drugs help pimps maintain 
their hold. According to Thomas Clark, a 
research associate at the Boston-based 
Health and Addictions Research, Inc., 
prostitution and drugs are virtually insepa- 
rable. Indeed, according to the San Fran- 
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cisco—based Delancey Street 
Foundation, more than 85 percent 
of the nation’s prostitutes are ad- 
dicted to’crack, heroin, prescrip- 
tion drugs, or alcohol. 

Pimps use drugs, money, or 
physical abuse — or all three — to 
bring young women under their 
control. They manipulate them 
with threats or promises in order 
to get the prostitutes to steal, sell 
drugs, and have sex for money. 
They abuse the women and then 
live off their earnings. 

And pimps owe their existence 
to the law: if prostitution were not 
a criminal activity, they would 
wither away, but with a black mar- 
ket, they thrive. 

“They have a quota,” says Peter, 
a burly six-foot-seven-inch man 
with black wavy hair and an array 
of gold jewelry on his neck and 
fingers. “If [the prostitutes] don’t 
meet that quota, they better make 
up for it by bringing me merchan- 
dise.” 

Of the more than 30 prostitutes 
interviewed by the Phoenix, almost 
every one of them said that she has been 
physically and verbally abused by her pimp. 
More than half the women said that their 
pimps got them hooked on drugs. And all 
of them said-that their pimps order them to 
commit other crimes. 

“We have the worst of all worlds right 
now,” says Katharine Silbaugh, an associ- 
ate professor of law at Boston University. 
“The current system victimizes prostitutes. 
For example, there are numerous rapes and 
beatings of prostitutes that are never prose- 
cuted. Legalizing [prostitution] would 
mean enforcing and prosecuting crimes 
against victims. The criminals are the johns 
and the pimps — not the prostitutes.” 


An immodest proposal 

It is hard to imagine how the business of 
prostitution could be any more exploitative 
in America than it is right now. The women 
work long hours under life-threatening 
conditions, and large portioris ofthe money 
they earn go to men who reward them with 
abuse. Society then responds with law en- 
forcement efforts that reduce the activity 
modestly at best, and make the women’s 
lives even worse. 

And law enforcement is expensive. Ac- 
cording to the FBI, there were 88,819 
prostitution arrests in the US in 1995, the 
most recent year for which figures are 
available. In Boston, 803 prostitutes were 
arrested in 1996. Though Massachusetts 
does not track precise figures for money 
spent in the state courts, John Connors, 
deputy court administrator for the state’s 
district courts, says that “a lot of money 
and administrative time is spent on a crime 
that is usually disposed of through plea 
bargains.” 

In California, the San Francisco Task 
Force on Prostitution has estimated annual 
statewide prostitution-related costs — judi- 
cial salaries, clerks, bailiffs, and courtroom 
overhead — at approximately $2.5 million. 

Imagine if instead the state were to li-

cense brothels that would be accessible yet 
distant from residential areas. In Boston, 
near Logan Airport, or down by the piers 
bordering South Boston, are some remote 
spots currently zoned for industrial use 
where brothels could be built and main- 
tained. Traffic could be rerouted around 
any residential neighborhoods en route. 

And instead of spending millions of dol- 
lars on revolving-door prosecutions, money 
raised by a commercial-property tax on the 
brothels could be used to help the women. 
It could be spent on health care, health ed- 
ucation, and counseling. 

There are some women who are so tight- 
ly bound to their pimps, or who are under- 
age, or who are so dependent on drugs that 
they may not leave the underworld. For 
them, a portion of the money could be used 
for outreach, sending educators and doc- 
tors into the streets to reach those who do 
not fit into the legalized community. Drug 
rehabilitation could be funded as well. 

Additional funds could be used on more 
effective methods of birth control, such as 
the Pill. And for prostitutes with children, 
money could be used to send the kids to 
daycare and the mothers to school. 

Practically speaking, it is extremely un- 
likely that Massachusetts or the nation will 
take these steps. Most people just want 
prostitution to go away. Politicians know 
that even suggesting the idea could be po- 
litical suicide. It’s a question that is not 
even open for genuine debate. 

But why? 

One night on the streets, | encounter a 
young woman named Thea. An auburn- 
haired natural beauty, Thea is a high school 
graduate, barely 18, and she wants to be a 
businesswoman. 

“I don’t want to hurt anyone, but I think 
there is a real business in the sex industry,” 
Thea says softly. “I’ve asked a few girls to 
join in with me to start our own service, but 
they’re too scared. They say they may as 
well sign their own death certificates if they 
ever tried to leave their pimps.” 

Thea shakes her head. 

She tells me that her mother left when 
she was a toddler, and her father kicked 
her out because she interfered with a seem- 
ingly endless string of sleazy women in his 
life. 

Thea doesn’t understand yet. Very new 
to the scene, she’s not yet tainted by drugs 

or crime. She has no diseases and no op- 
pressive pimp. Her face is unscarred. 

But the road laid out for her is clear: she 
is probably only months — perhaps weeks 
— away from becoming a drug-addicted 
criminal, beaten down by a pimp, abused 
by johns, and written off by society.

Talk radio has a higher calling

ARK TWAIN MIGHT have said it, 
Ni had radio existed in his day: the re- 

port of the death of talk radio was 
an exaggeration. In a world bracketed by 
Marshall McLuhan and Andy Warhol — the 
medium is to some extent the message, and 
every message will have 15 minutes of fame 
— “what's in/what’s out” lists are as requi- 
site as Dave Letterman’s nightly Top 10s. 
Radio, like everything else, is charted as ei- 
ther on the upswing or on the dreary slide 
downhill. 

Not long ago, in the early ’90s, talk radio 
was all the rage, according to folks who re- 
garded hosts as crusaders as well as to those 
who considered us maggots. We experi- 
enced the twin thrill of lionization and de- 
monization, taking comfort from the words 
of Oscar Wilde: “There is only one thing in 
the world worse than being talked about, 
and that is not being talked about.” 

America’s leading talk-radio personality, 
Rush Limbaugh, boasted that he and other 
hosts had elected the Republican Congress 
in 1994. He thought that we should puff up 
our collective chests — easy for Rush —

and point at the Gingrichian Revolution with 
pride. From the opposite direction, in one of 
his I-don’t-feel-your-goddamn-pain moods, 
President Clinton blamed talk radio for the 
rise of the sanguinary right-wing militias 
(with the prideful Limbaugh clearly identi- 
fied as the prime malefactor). Talk radio be- 
came the subject of a deluge of articles and 
TV features, and many talk hosts found ea- 
ger TV reporters camping at our doors 
seeking profound (or at least sound-bitten) 
observations about why talk radio had be- 
come so important. We were /n. 

Then we were Out. We had become di- 
nosaurs, we were told: talk radio is kaput, 
nobody cares anymore. We were given our 
walking papers, told that our time had come 
but now was gone. To some analysts, among 
them both bright people (for example, the 
Phoenix’s Dan Kennedy) and simpletons 
(too numerous to mention), we had become 
irrelevant. 

Well, we weren’t the prescription for all 
that ails our country and our world, however 
flattered we felt to hear that we were. Nor 
were we cancers gnawing at the vitals of an 


otherwise happy land. We weren’t as impor- 
tant as our admirers said, or as wicked as 
our detractors wanted to believe. 

But the simple fact is that talk radio now 
is everywhere. Talk began as an experiment 
in the late 1950s, with the babbling of a few 
dozen former disc jockeys. Now, talk radio 
rules the airwaves. In the spring 97 Arbitron 
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book, news/talk was the number one for- 
mat, with a 15.6 share — followed by adult 
contemporary (14.5), country (10.4), Top 
40 (8.8), and urban (7.3). That means that 
among people tuning in to the radio at a giv- 
en time, on average, 15.6 percent are listen- 
ing to news/talk stations.

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Yet it is this success that poses the real 
danger. We risk becoming the verbal equiva- 
lent of elevator music. When anything is ev- 
erywhere, it tends to blend into everything 
else, losing the very attributes that won it its 
place in the environment. We're so en- 
meshed in our nation’s noises that we come 
close to being noise alone. Not thought or 
imagination. Just noise. 

Consider America’s de- 
graded, expensive, vacuous 
movies; our stupid TV pro- 
grams; the incomprehensi- 
ble lyrics and bombastic, 
soul-deflating notes and 
screechings that pretend to 
be music; the brain-dead 
books saddled with gross 
plots, loathsome charac- 
ters, and rancid language; 
the thunderously moralistic 
oozings or obsequious 
jeremiads from polyester 
preachers on the tube; the 
speeches by political dema- 
gogues posturing as pro- 
tectors of our liberties. All are championed 
by some as expressions of free speech, of 
equal worth to those that actually have 
something of value to say. 

Simplification of all topics to neat polari- 
ties — right vs. left, black vs. white, godly vs. 
heathen, you name it — is what passes for 
discussion in America. And talk radio, which 
is ideally situated to provide an intelligent fo- 
rum, often tends to play into these stereotypi- 
cal and reductionist approaches. Talk radio 
has an obligation to be more than a passive 
sounding board for the lunacy of that portion 
of our callership swimming in an intoxicating 
elixir of nonsense. We must be more than 
mere contrarians. Talk radio can be — but 
usually fails to be — a filter for what makes 
sense and a bulwark against what does not. 
To do talk radio right requires engaging in 
conversation, in dialogue, in reasoned argu- 
mentation, not just shouted and demeaning 
putdowns. Seinfeld is, famously, about noth- 
ing. Talk radio about nothing is, at best, an 
aural test pattern; at worst, it’s ludicrous. 

Ideas have consequences. We have among 
our fraternity hosts who devote themselves 
to sci-fi lunacy — syndicated columnist Art 
Bell, a shrewd practitioner, dwells on alien 
invasions — and many who regard them- 
selves as a National Nanny. A nonpsycholo- 
gist, Dr. Laura (Schlessinger), exemplifies a 
mock-loving but actually sadistic “tough 
love” approach, berating her callers for their 
every failing. Still others thrive by espousing 
negrophobia, gay-bashing, Jew-baiting, and 
paranoid fantasies not far removed from the 
fantasies postulated in that “bible” of the 
militia movements (and Timothy McVeigh’s 
favorite book), The Turner Diaries. Scads of 
talk radio shows dwell on evidence-free the- 
ories of how Hillary murdered Vince Foster 
or how the Hebes own everything Bill Gates 
doesn’t. Whether on the left or the right, 
many talk hosts function by fulminating. 

Some talk shows are formatted to provide 
a daily dose of required point-counterpoint 
even if, as is often the case, the hosts have to 
pretend to believe the drivel they shout at 
each other. These shows are a few steps 
away from debating whether the earth is flat 
or whether Cleopatra, a Greek girl, was 
black. (Flat, by the way, is the right-wing 
theory; the Queen of the Nile’s “negritude” 
wins on the left.) Others are energized by 
scandal, blind to context but always attuned 
to deviancy and kinkiness. Tune in to talk 
radio in any city, at any hour of the day, and 
you'll find shows on a level of debasement 
akin to supermarket tabloid rags. 

In such travesties, truth is ill-served, and 
ritualistic appeals to our hallowed right of 
free speech ring hollow — mere camou- 
flage for the vacuity or vileness clogging the 
airwaves. When a talk host is a blithering 
idiot and his callers are zanies, the profes- 
sion itself seems ridiculous and, those who 
disdain us feel vindicated. Even I, who self- 
congratulatorily believe that I ascend above 
this, sometimes find myself engaged in de- 
bate with fellows like the one who, in dis- 
cussing the age at which juvenile killers 
ought to be tried as adults, proposed that 
size be the determining factor: a hefty lad 
like Eddie O’Brien should be tried as an 
adult, said he. I asked if a petite chap like

Robert Reich should be tried as a child if he 
happens to wind up killing Bubba. Talk ra- 
dio is great fun, but sometimes one feels as 
if acid tabs are listeners’ daily chow. 

But most talk hosts aren’t fools and do 
know the difference between what aims for 
good and what aims to thrill, to demoralize, 
to wound, to condescend to simpletons. 
Most listeners are able to differentiate truth 
from consummate error, though what is of- 
fered to them on many shows is 
so degrading that they have lit- 
tle, if any, choice. 

Talk radio can be more — it 
should be more — than mere- 
ly an alternative to music. 
Francis Bacon’s essay on 
truth, written in the early 17th 
century, might well serve as a 
motto for practitioners of the 
talk show format: “The inquiry 
of truth, which is the love- 
making, or wooing of it, the 
knowledge of truth, which is 
the presence of it, and the be- 
lief of truth, which is the en- 
joying of it, is the sovereign 
=~ good of human nature.” 

Is the nation doomed without responsible 
talk radio? No. But given the format’s signif- 
icance, attention to what is and eschewing 
what is not is not simply an option; it’s an 
imperative. We either create programs that 
expand the national consciousness and con- 
textualize our lives, or we might as well read 
the Deéntu-cream ads and let it go at that. 

When our callers spew out misinforma- 
tion and vileness, and when we do know the 
difference between what we hear and what 
is demonstrably true, we face a dilemma. 
On the one hand, we’re a prime locus of 
free speech in the public arena and must be 
faithful to our mandate to keep speech un- 
fettered. On the other hand, we do matter in 
the public sphere, and what passes through 
our airwaves to that vast listening audience 
makes a difference. So when we bovinely 
treat each bit of hatred as if it stood on 
equal ground with what is not hateful, we 
turn into cynical enablers of precisely that 
which our detractors say we exemplify: we 
become a vehicle for the transmittal of 
goofiness. Lauding ridiculousness just be- 
cause we’re free to say ridiculous things is 
itself ridiculous. 

Of course, we are part of the entertain- 
ment business; our programs are called 
“shows,” not seminars, however much those 
stultifyingly offerings on “public” radio tend 
to confuse pomposity and left-leaning politi- 
cal nuttiness with enrichment. Those who do 
their jobs well know that playfulness with 
ideas is a treasured virtue, and bringing plea- 
sure through the exchange of ideas is joyful 
for us, for our callers, for our listeners. 

But nothing is so needed in the American 
forum of public opinion as a dedication to 
speaking only what we know, to sparring 
with those who know not, and to making our 
precious freedom of speech more than just a 
process — to making it a matrix for enlarg- 
ing the scope of understanding and enhanc- 
ing the capacity of all of us to think straight. 

When I hear something horrifying from 
callers, or when we’re talking about some 
event that makes us recoil, Oscar Wilde 
comes to mind again. Trying to contend 
with a degraded society but not succumb to 
despair, Wilde put these words into the 
mouth of one of his characters in Lady 
Windermere’s Fan: “We are all in the gut- 
ter, but some of us are looking at the stars.” 

There can be no higher purpose for what 
we try daily to do with our programs than to 
look up from the mire of falsehood and 
meanness that befoul our world, the gutter 
of what often passes for conversation on talk 
radio, and focus on the metaphorical stars. 
In more concrete terms, that means un- 
equivocally, and with no apology, to examine 
and validate what is true. In a sense, talk ra- 
dio is the last neighborhood in town.

DMISSION: I HAVE given up on Martha’s 
Vineyard. 


That statement belongs in a category marked 
Sad-but-True, a place of weary acceptance. I have been 
going to Martha’s Vineyard for 35 of my 37 years. My 
very earliest memories begin there — a vague image of a 
braided rug in a summer home my family rented when I 
was two, a more vivid picture of waves crashing at the 





beach around the same time. My parents’ lives end on the 


Vineyard, at least emblematically — the ashes of both my 
mother and father are buried there, near the house they 
built in Gay Head when I was five. Big chunks of my life 
took place on that island: I learned to drive on the 
Vineyard, in my father’s light blue Plymouth Duster. | 
learned to swim on the Vineyard, too, and rode my first 
horse there, and tasted lobster for the first time, and 
drank my first glass of vermouth. And I’ve given up. My 
brother and sister and I now co-own that same house in 
Gay Head, and since our parents’ deaths, in 1992 and 
1993, I’ve returned there every year to see the house and 
the island and their ashes, and this year | officially sur- 
rendered: I don’t like it there; | don’t want to go back. 

This is a statement about place: about finding places 
that feel right, recognizing places that feel wrong, aban- 
doning places that stir up associations too deep and too 
old to temper. Visually, | love the Vineyard. My parents 
house is built on a hill 
overlooking 
Menemsha Pond and 
the Vineyard Sound, 
and it affords a calm, 
sweeping view of 
scruffy trees and 
beach grass, of water 
and sky. I can stand 
there on the deck and 
look at that view and 
admire it in the most 
objective aesthetic 
terms: beautiful land- 
scape, lovely and 
serene. Inside, it 
leaves me weary. I see 
the stretch of green 
leading to the down 
the hill to the water 
and I feel an ancient 
fatigue, a sense of 
estrangement that’s as 
old as | am, and as 
familiar as my own 
breathing. 

I have gone to the 
Vineyard less and less 
in the years since my \ : 
parents died, and for —™ 
shorter and shorter SIPRESS 
periods, and for the 
most part I’ve tended to file my aversion under the gener- 
al heading of Grief: Don’t go there; it reminds you of too 
much loss. Why bother? Too many memories. More 
recently, I’ve blamed the Clintons for ruining the place: 
Way too crowded; too hard to get to, too hard to get 
around once you've landed. In fact, the instinct to stay 
away has sprung from much more complicated sources, 
and much more conflicting ones. Along with my first 
drive in my father’s Duster and my first taste of ver- 
mouth, the Vineyard holds for me my first sensations of 
alienation, of standing outside an important circle and 
feeling different. 

The rest of my family loved the Vineyard, and they 
loved the home my parents built, a big, spare, airy 
house on an utterly remote corner of the island, a 
40-minute drive from anything that resembled civi- 
lized life in my book. The place was-quiet and con- 
templative: my mother and sister bird-watched and 
collected shells and planted gardenias in terra cotta 
pots on the deck; my father and brother sat in the 
living room, their faces buried behind books; they 
found the surroundings soothing and restorative, 
and they eased into the quiet, contributed to it. At 
night, the house was so still that sometimes the only

thing you could hear was the hum of the refrigera- 
tor. The rest of my family thought it was heaven on 
earth, pure tranquillity. 

Me, I was bored out of my mind there, and behind the 
boredom was a powerful sense of disconnection that I 
was far too young to name. I'd sit there while the others 
peered at birds through binoculars or hunkered behind 
books on the sand, and I’d want to scream. | hated all 
that quiet, and I hated the lack of distraction, and above 
all I hated the sense of otherness that being there gave 


me, the feeling that I didn’t fit in with the rest of the tribe. 


It made me profoundly lonely, and the loneliness con- 
fused and angered me, and | still find it hard to walk into 
that house without walking back into all those old feel- 
ings. 

Some places soothe, some disturb, some are blissfully 
neutral. Last April, | recruited one of my closest friends 
and, together with our dogs, we spent five days on 
Martha’s Vineyard — a little experiment to see whether I 
could feel differently about the place if | arrived with the 
people and things I’m most connected to. Thirty-six hours 
into the trip, | found myself sitting on the living room sofa 
in tears. Against all reason, the place just does that to me, 
transforms me into some former version of myself that 
I’m virtually powerless to beat back down. People often 
describe this phenomenon when they talk about going 
home to their par- 
ents’ houses as 
adults: despite all the 
will in the world, you 
walk back into your 
mother’s kitchen and 
you regress almost 
instantly, old hurts 
and disappointments 
and rages resurfac- 
ing so quickly they 
make your head 
spin. 

Loss alters you in a 
cellular way. Five 
years after my 
father’s death and 
four years after my 
mother’s, I am a dif- 
ferent person, far 
more accepting of 
my parents’ 
strengths and limits, 
far more accepting 
of the ways my 
upbringing shaped 
me, much better able 
to embrace the dif- 
ferences between me 
and the rest of my 
family rather than to 
resist or resent them. 
But some memories also live on.a cellular level, immune 
from change, and certain places — a family summer 
house, a mother’s kitchen — can evoke them with a 
crushing intensity and depth. I go back to that house and 
I simply cannot outrun that old sense of discomfort, can- 
not convince myself I’ve outgrown it, moved beyond it, 
set it to rest in the same places that hold my parents’ 
ashes. I’m not sure I ever will. | survived those five days 
on the Vineyard last April, but I didn’t enjoy them. 

So I gave up. In August, I rented a farmhouse in the 
White Mountains of New Hampshire and spent two 
weeks there with two of my dearest friends. The land- 
scape was utterly different: a vast open meadow instead 
of scruffy trees; a lake instead of ocean; a view of a 
mountain instead of the water and sky. We hiked and 
swam and ran our dogs in the meadow, and at night the 
house hummed with the sounds of us, cooking and talk- 
ing and laughing. I felt a deep calm there, a peace that 
came not just from the companionship or the aesthetics 
but also, I suspect, from lack of association. Grieve 
enough, grow enough, and if you’re very lucky, you do 
find new places in the world — even new ways to define 


family. I felt truly at home in that farmhouse, which is 


something I’ve not felt in a very long time. &

I’m sitting here with a cold, which means I'm getting that 
skanky feeling of dehydration when every cubic centimeter of 
water one consumes is allocated toward snot production. Aside 
from making me have to cough and blow my nose a lot, it leads 
me to wonder about the physiology of mucus. Does the body 
actually use it for something, or is it simply a byproduct? How 
is it that as soon as I blow it all out, my nose and sinuses seem 
to fill right back up in less than a second? How does the body 
produce so much of it so fast? Have any yogis with superior 
body-wisdom found a way to retain in the body valuable water 
that might otherwise go to producing worthless snot? Or would 
that be counterproductive to the healing process?

This will pretty much complete our series on the lesser bodi- 
ly secretions, unless somebody really wants to go into the 
smegma thing. As is true of all God’s creations, mucus is good 
for you. No doubt you could stand to have a little less of it at 
times, but this shouldn’t decrease our esteem for a fluid that’s 
only trying to defend us against germs, dust, and other foreign 
matter. Evidently, since you got a cold, this defense wasn’t 
entirely successful. But the mucus is trying! You might show a 
little appreciation. 

Under normal circumstances — that is, when you don’t 
have a cold — nasal mucus is part of the system by which 
your body conditions “inspired air” (the term medical writ- 
ers use for inhaled air; | could just say “inhaled,” but as a 
writer | prefer to think that the very air I breathe is 
inspired). The air swirls through your nasal passages and 
gets warmed up. Meanwhile, the dust and other bad stuff 
strikes the mucus-lined sides and sticks. Or rather, it strikes 
the mucus-lined ciliated epithelium of the posterior 
nasopharynx and . . . anyway, the cilia (little hairs) and 
mucus then transport the debris to the rear of the mouth, 
whence you can hawk it up. This is called postnasal drip. 
Another of life’s little annoyances that you ought to be 
grateful for. 

As I say, the above mechanism is not a foolproof antimicro- 
bial defense, so sometimes you get a cold. Feeling guilty, your 
mucus then kicks into overdrive trying to shed this virus or 
whatever bad thing you’ve got. Sometimes it succeeds, at least 
to the point where you can breathe through your nose. 
Sometimes it doesn’t and your nose plugs up, and the infec- 
tion takes root in your sinuses, producing the dreaded green 
globs and making you sound like your head was whittled from 
a potato. You think this is better than having a runny nose? | 
think not. Sorry if I sound like I’m dumping on you, Keith, 
but I’m trying to put matters in perspective. Your problem isn’t 
the mucus, it’s the germs. 

The reason you have a seemingly inexhaustible supply of 
mucus when suffering from a cold is that the mucus-produc- 
ing cells lining your nasal cavity extract the stuff from your 
blood, which transports the raw materials (mostly water) from 
other parts of the body. Water from your blood diffuses 
through the capillary walls and into the cells, and moments 
later it winds up in your snot-rag. Blood is the highway for all 
(well, most) of your bodily fluids, including saliva and perspi- 
ration. When somebody says he’s sweating blood, he’s not 
exaggerating. Incidentally, you probably produce less mucus 
than you think. Experiments show that on the peak day of a 
cold the average person produces about 14 grams, or roughly 
half an ounce. 

Another question I’m asked from time to time is, What’s the 
chemical formula for snot? I have no definite answer to this. 
Ninety-five percent of mucus is H,O, while the remainder is 
protein, carbohydrate, lipids, and miscellaneous, the propor- 
tions and nature of which vary. | found some discussion about 
what makes mucus, um, stringy, but I figured this was some- 
thing you'd just as soon not know. 

Finally, | came across an article titled “Effects of Drinking 
... Chicken Soup on Nasal Mucus Velocity.” Says the “Jewish 
penicillin” (authors’ term) is indeed salubrious, but only for 
half an hour, largely because the healing vapors penetrate the 
nose and loosen things up. So eat your chicken soup already, 
because science has proved what mama knows. #

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On October 3, Salem archaeologist 
Jeffrey Brain discovered a colony 13 years 
older than Plymouth. He doesn’t have 
anything against the Pilgrims. 

He’s just saying they were tardy. 
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colony of Virginia died an unpleasant 

death. Coastal Maine had not turned 
out to be tropical, as he had somehow ex- 
pected, and the winter of 1607 is recorded 
as savage. The firewood was too green to 
burn, and inside their wattle-and-daub huts 
the men were fighting like polecats. With 
the French to the north and the Indians to 
the west and a near-mutinous second-in- 
command, George Popham was dying sur- 
rounded by hostiles. Snow was falling in 
very great abundance. 

But Popham gritted his teeth and 
thought of posterity. John Abbott’s 1875 
History of Maine records his last words 
along these lines: 


T HE PRESIDENT of the second 


“I die content. My name will always 
be associated with the first planting of 
the English race in the New World. My 
remains will not be neglected away 
from the home of my fathers and my 
kindred.” 


He was wrong on both counts. Within a 
year, Popham’s men would pack their bags 
and scrap the whole America scheme — 
“their interest in the undertaking was of 
the slightest kind,” wrote the historian 
Henry Burrage in 1914. Back in England, 
they would report that America was “over 
cold, and in respect of that not habitable by 
our nation.” The Pilgrims would walk away 
with the credit for settling New England, 
and Popham’s bories would end up in an 
unmarked grave, possibly under a parking 
lot. It would prove just another disappoint- 
ment for George Popham, spectacular los- 
er to Miles Standish in the horse race for 
historical standing. 

But after 400 years of deepening obscuri- 
ty, things began to look up for George 
Popham three weeks ago, when Jeffrey 
Brain, an archaeologist affiliated with the 


Peabody Essex Museum, in Salem, dug up 
the floorboards of Popham’s storehouse. 
Locals always knew about the colony — 
none of them really required any proof — 
but no archaeologist had ever found one 
piece of hard evidence linking the Popham 
story to a point in time or space. Until now. 

With the dig over until next year, Brain re- 
turned to his Salem office in a state of high 
excitement. Because the colony was aban- 
doned, the discovery will allow Brain to sci- 
entifically recreate the conditions of 1608. 
With access to evidence rather than the con- 
tradictory historical accounts, he will be able 
to clarify the 400-year-old mystery of why 
Popham failed. Most important, Brain’s dis- 
covery will reinject this story into the histori- 
cal record. The colony predated 
Plymouth by 13 years and was 
peopled by speculators who hoped 
to form a trade network. To them, 
America was a source of portable 
goods, pure and simple. Ultimate- 
ly, Popham upsets the traditional 
narrative of settlement: that of pil- 
grims hoping to build a more ideal 
state. So when he dug through to 
those floorboards, it was a big moment. 

“There’s no question about it. I’ve been a 
professional archaeologist for 40 years. I’ve 
enjoyed my career immensely,” he says. 
“I’ve had some really good moments. This 
tops them all.” On the phone to a colleague, 
he is more specific: “The amount of encour- 
agement is really astounding, considering 
the deafening silence there was before.” 

As good as this news is for Jeffrey Brain, 
it’s even better for George Popham, whose 
memory has taken some abuse over the 
years from the direction of Plymouth. Be- 
cause Brain doesn’t see the Popham story 
as a flat-out failure. Instead, he retells it as 
a courageous venture that could just as 
easily have reduced the Pilgrims to a foot- 
note in nine-point type. 


“I find their courage, their audacity inspir- 
ing,” says Brain, who taught archaeology at 
Harvard and has the handshake of a long- 
shoreman. “How many of us would go off 
into a totally new world? The Closest thing to 
it today is the space program, and I’m glad 
there are people willing to be astronauts, but 
I wouldn’t go out there. How many people 
would actually go out and do those things?” 

And at the risk of appearing sentimental 
about a colony that miscalculated, under- 
packed, fled, and ultimately set back colo- 
nization for quite a few years, the archaeol- 
ogist reveals one small, rather touching de- 
tail. Whenever he goes to the spit of land on 
Atkins Bay, he plants a cross of St. George. 


HO GETS to be famous? There are 

those Pilgrims you’ve heard so much 
about, who in 1620 fled the degenerate 
Church of England and their braying 
neighbors in Nottinghamshire. After set- 
tling in Plymouth, they suffered from 
scurvy and nearly starved every winter for 
several years running. They learned to 
plant their corn with fish heads, and cele- 
brated their survival with a large feast.

Among the pilgrims were such local 
celebrities as the bold Miles Standish and 
Squanto, friend to all Pilgrims. Familiar? 
You probably colored in these celebrities 
with a pack of Crayolas. 

Now consider the Popham Colony, 
which was settled in 1607 by a branch of 
the Virginia Company, which had also 
founded Jamestown. Led by George 
Popham, an aging but well-connected no- 
bleman, and Raleigh Gilbert, a rake of 25, 
the Popham colonists chose to found their 
colony, Fort St. George, at a wind- 
whipped spot on Atkins Bay that was de- 





scribed, with typical 17th-century incoher- 
ence, as “almost an island of good big- 
ness.” The enterprise began in a spirit of 
breathless excitement; several months after 
arriving, Popham sent back a rhapsodic let- 
ter to King James with the good — al- 
though not, ultimately, accurate — news 
that a boundless body of water could be 
reached in a brisk seven-day hike west- 
ward. “This cannot be any other than the 
Southern ocean, reaching to the regions of 
China,” he gurgled. “There are in these 
parts shagbarks, nutmegs and cinnamon, 
besides pine wood and Brazilian cochineal 
and ambergris, with many other products, 
and these in great abundance.” 

But even as Popham was announcing, in 
flowery Latin, the imminent dispatch of 
large hauls of tropical spices, his colony 
was running into some problems. Winter 
was one. Personnel was another; histori- 
ans’ descriptions of the administrative 
team read like a treatment for a decent 
half-hour sitcom. President Popham was 
described by the colony’s sponsor as “tim- 
orously fearful to offend,” and his admiral, 
Raleigh Gilbert, as “desirous of supremacy 
and rule, a loose life, prompt to 
sensuality, little zeal in religion, 
humorous, headstrong and of 
small judgement and experience, 
other ways valiant enough.” 
Fort St. George became hope- 
lessly factionalized. 

More important, relations with 
neighboring Indian tribes were 
fraying, possibly because the last 
Englishmen in the area had abducted five 
Indians, apparently dragging them aboard 
a vessel by their hair. Some accounts — 
perhaps apocryphally — relate wanton cru- 
elty by the settlers and counterattacks by 
the Indians. For whatever reason, it ap- 
pears that the Indians became less available 
for Squanto-like relief work. 

Then Popham, who was at least 50, and 
likely in his 60s, and possibly as old‘as 78, 
dropped dead. And when Raleigh Gilbert — 
whom Brain describes as “no dummy” — 
received word in September that he had in- 
herited a large estate in England, the enter- 
prise collapsed completely. “All our hopes 
have been frozen to death,” wrote Popham’s 
sponsor, Sir Ferdinando Gorges. Fourteen 
months after they officially claimed New 


England in the name of King James II, the 
colonists of Fort St. George resorted to Plan 
B, and hauled ass back to the Old World. 


F YOU were not familiar with the 
Popham chapter of American history, 
don’t worry. Jeffrey Brain, Popham’s new 
representative in the 20th century, would 
not have heard of it himself except through 

a series of flukes. During the summer of 
1990, while visiting a friend who had won 
in a church raffle a week in the small town 
of Popham Beach, Brain happened to read 
a small plaque about the colony. Brain was 
curating an exhibit on colonial excavation, 
and was surprised to hear that Popham ex- 
isted at all, much less on a spot now distin- 
guished by a parking lot and two houses. 

In fact, the Popham expedition has been 
more of less blotted out of colonial history, 
in part because no one had proof that it 
had existed. As recently as 1907, when lo- 
cals were preparing to celebrate the tricen- 
tennial of Fort St. George’s founding, 
“Plymouth put up a real holler about it,” 
recalls Jane Stevens, 76, whose house is on 
the site of the original colony. 

And Maine historians were equally re- 
sentful of their southern neighbors, whose 
claim to settling New England became a 
historical truism. In 1862, on the occasion 
of the 225th anniversary of the Popham 
landing, the keynote speaker described a 
Puritan blitzkrieg that “endeavored to ex- 
terminate every thing that stood in the way 
of their ambition” and “gloried in extirpat- 
ing every trace of title granted for others.” 
This spat was most heated in the middle of 
the 19th century, but some degree of ani- 
mus has survived to the late 20th. 

“People give Plymouth credit that is not 
due,” says Stevens dryly. “Jamestown was 
the first colony. Plymouth has a way of for- 
getting that.” 

The town of Popham Beach is small — 
Stevens, asked for a population figure, 
makes a show of counting on her fingers — 
but locals have no difficulty remembering, 
or sympathizing with, the Popham colonists. 
“In the winter there’s snow up to your giz- 
zard, and the wind blows like hell,” says lo- 
cal restaurateur Jack Hayes. “In August, you 
don’t know it, but it’s right around the cor- 
ner.” Stevens herself, who sometimes wor- 
ries about blowing away when she gets out 
of her car, figures the site of Fort St. George 
is “the coldest spot south of Greenland.” 

And even if she didn’t hear his ghost 
moaning under her house every time the 
wind blows, it’s unlikely Stevens would for- 
get George Popham. Since the surfacing of 
a Michael Popham from England in 1981, 
Stevens has become an unofficial clearing- 
house for Pophams all over the world. In 
1984 they descended on the tiny town in 
two Trailways buses for an impromptu 
377th-anniversary celebration, despite 
Stevens’s good-humored fears that the 
town “would sink.” And every year around 
August 17 — the day that Fort St. George 
was founded — Stevens and her sister 
Ellen organize “George Popham Day,” 
which begins with a potluck in the library 
and culminates in a flare-lit parade down 
the only road in town. 

“It’s all over in half an hour, but it’s 
pretty,” says Stevens. “Things get dull 
around here,” she adds, unnecessarily. 


HE COMMEMORATIONS were all 

local until four years ago. It was Jeffrey 
Brain, the day-tripper, who finally rounded 
up funding from the National Geographic 
Society and set up a 10-day dig in Atkins 
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ARCHAEOLOGIST Jeffrey Brain: “You're standing there uncovering a moment that hasn’t been seen for 400 years.” 


Bay, in 1994. The site was a difficult one, 
because it was inhabited before and after 
the era of the Popham Colony. Between 
the detritus of prehistoric native tribes and 
a 1905 military installation called Fort 
Baldwin, the Popham era began to look 
like a hopelessly tiny sliver of time. 

“There were 8000 years there, and we 
were looking for one year,” Brain says. 
“We dug for weeks before we found any- 
thing at all.” 2 

That year they were digging well to the left 
of the actual site, and had virtually given up 
when at last they found something. It was a 
fragment of English pottery, combined with 
the first posthole of the storehouse, that gave 
Brain enough evidence to come back this 
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would likely have stayed buried forever, 
says Emerson Baker, who teaches colonial 
history at Salem State College. 

“We've all known about the colony,” 
Baker says. “It’s been written up for hun- 
dreds of years. But I'll tell you, some ar- 
chacologists thought, “Well, the site may be 
eroded, it might be gone.’ You have to give 
Jeff credit for deciding to go and find out.” 

What Brain can look forward to over the 
course of the next few years is a scientific 
investigation of life in Fort St. George. He 
could find the body of George Popham, for 
one thing, and attempt to determine what 
killed him. By examining what remains of 
the storehouse, he could flesh out historical 
accounts of a fire that destroyed it — some 
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year. And this year culminated in the climac- 
tic uncovering, roughly one foot below 
ground level, of the storehouse postholes, ex- 
actly where the 1607 map said they would 
be, and the charred remains of floorboards. 
After three years mulling it over, Brain says 
he had a strong sense of where to look. 

“I kept rewinding over and over again un- 
til I finally got to the point where I knew ex- 


_ actly where it was,” Brain says. “My intuition 


turned out to be just spot on. You get to 
know a site as you dig. You get a feel for it.” 
In town, locals are taking the discovery 
calmly, since most had accepted Popham’s 
location as an article of faith. But next 
year’s dig is unlikely to suffer the fate of 
this year’s, which was shortened by a week 
for lack of interest. Historians all cver the 
state acknowledge that it is an important 
moment. Without Brain’s efforts, Popham 


historians claimed it was set by vengeful 
Indians. Are there signs of a gunpowder 
keg that is rumored to have exploded? 
Were supplies consumed in the fire? Are 
there Indians buried in the area? And he 
could discover a thousand small details 
about the real life of colonists — excava- 
tions in Castine, Maine, for instance, re- 
vealed that colonists there had resorted to 
eating any kinds of creatures they could 
find, including tiny birds. 

What Brain hopes to produce is a more 
exact answer to the question of why the 
colony failed. Did the settlers trade freely 
with the Indians? Are there contemporary 
Indian sites nearby? Did they ever break 
ground on the gardens they hoped to 
plant? What were they eating? Did they 
have liquor? Did anyone else die? 

With those questions answered, the 

















Popham story will join the store of strange 
facts that complicate the fable of coloniza- 
tion: for instance, that the noble savages — 
when they were first sighted by one expedi- 
tion in 1602 — had already had so much 
contact with fishermen from Spain that 
they were speaking in pidgin Basque. That 
at one point, the Jamestown settlers had 
packed up their boats, abandoned the 
colony, and reached the mouth of the 
James River when they met a ship carrying 
the new governor, who ordered them to 
turn around. That the Pilgrims would have 
starved if they hadn’t been bailed out by 
English fishermen who, in Popham’s wake, 
worked seasonally off the coast of Maine. 
And, broadly, that colonization was not 
made up of defeats and victorics, but of 
crapshoots and errors and blind missteps. 

The way Brain tells it, the Atkins Bay 
site is useful to us because it was aban- 
doned on short notice: the construction, 
the artifacts, and the layout are exactly 
what they were on that day in September 
of 1608 when the colonists decided this 
continent was not worth the trouble. Here, 
for the first time, Brain can describe this 
moment with unprecedented exactness. 
Four hundred years later, the frozen hopes 
of George Popham are beginning to take 
on the luster of success. 

“You’re standing there uncovering a mo- . 
ment that hasn’t been seen in 400 years. 
This is something they couldn't do in 
Jamestown, because it continued to be in- 
habited,” Brain says. “1607 is obliterated. 
But in Popham, we’ve got a slice of time.” 

On the outcropping in Atkins Bay that 
licked George Popham so many years ago, 
the developments are being met with cau- 
tious optimism. Stevens and her friend 
Bud Warren have initiated a massive pro- 
ject to reconstruct the Virginia, the 50-foot 
boat that the Popham colonists built dur- 
ing the summer of 1608, and that ulti- 
mately shipped them out in September. It 
was the first ship built in New England, 
and the mere fact of its construction 
means the colonists succeeded, Stevens 
says. That they boarded the boat and left 
New England forever does not bother her. 

Stevens has already permitted excavation 
beneath her flagstone walkway, and she 
says the residents of Popham Beach are 
just going to have to get used to a little 
more public scrutiny. “When [Brain] was 
here before, no one paid any attention,” 
she says, a little wistfully. “We for years 
tried to keep this place a secret because of 
the traffic situation.” 

Then she shrugs. What is parking in the 
face of history, anyway? George Popham 
slept here. =

island of Manhattan, but we 
have generally steered clear 
of New England. Indeed, 
Boston has long held a place 


of honor in the Southern 





imagination as the city where 
one of William Faulkner’s 
most famous protagonists, 
Quentin Compson, 
committed suicide. 

Maybe it has something to 
do with the food. For most of 
its history, Boston has 
offered little solace to 
Southerners pining for a 
little down-home culinary 
comfort. So when I, a food- 
loving Mississippian, decided 
to move up to Boston a year 
ago, I did so with a sense of 
trepidation. What would life 
above the Mason-Dixon line 
mean for my palate? 


At first, the occasional fix of barbecue 
from places like the East Coast Grill, in 
Cambridge, and Redbones, in Somerville, 
kept me going. But gradually, | was over- 
come by the craving for real Southern 
food — the taste of breaded catfish, pan- 
fried, with a dash of cayenne pepper; the 
pungency of collard greens; the crustiness 
of proper cornbread; and, of course, the 
glory of a Southern morning: a plate of 
good grits. So I decided to search out a 
little comfort food, Mississippi-style. 

The first stop on my Southern food cir- 
cuit was Magnolia’s (1193 Cambridge

our critic. 
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Street, Cambridge; 617-576-1971), in 
Inman Square, which has been the grand 
dame of Boston’s Southern restaurants 
since it opened (as the Cajun Yankee) 
back in 1984. The décor at Magnolia’s is 
bright and whimsical: a colorful mural 
with a New Orleans theme over the bar 
area; a dining room adorned with the 
kind of chintzy plates that are familiar to 
all Southerners. 

The menu also looked promising. Dish- 
es like popcorn shrimp, jambalaya, and 
blackened tuna lent it a gently Cajun feel, 
but the menu also included such intrigu- 
ing-sounding dishes as “Hoppin’ 
Shavonne,” stone-ground cheese grits 
(shipped from a mill in north Georgia) 
topped with garlic tomatoes and black- 
eyed peas ($3.95); crispy sweet-potato 
strings sprinkled with Maytag blue 
cheese; and pan-fried catfish fillets with 
roasted pecans and New Orleans meu- 
niére sauce ($12.95). 

We ordered away. First, a full round of 
appetizers for four. The Cajun popcorn 
shrimp ($6.25) was satisfying, with a saf- 
fron-scented tartar sauce that was a bit 
different and a big success. The fried 
green tomatoes ($4.95) were tasty 
enough, though one member of my party 
thought the tomatoes seemed awfully 
ripe. The crispy sweet-potato strings 
came with a very light sprinkling of deli- 
cious cheese crumbs. 

But I was waiting for the cornbread, 
that necessary accompaniment to the 
Southern meal, a bread as dear to South- 
erners as baguettes are to the French. 
Alas, it never came. Instead, our waiter 
appeared with a basket of steaming 
muffins. A muffin, even a corn muffin, is 
no substitute for cornbread. It was, to be 


~ 


sure, a disappointment. 

But I still held out hope for the Hoppin’ 
Shavonne. And what arrived at the table 
was Clearly the result of some effort. The 
black-eyed peas looked tantalizing; the 
garnish appetizing. One of my dinner 
companions, a grits skeptic, took the first 
bite and looked startled, then delighted. 
“I’ve never liked grits,” she said, “but 
these .. . these are good!” 

As delighted as I was to see a Yankee 
embrace grits, I just couldn’t agree. Hop- 
pin’ Shavonne simply didn’t taste like my 
kind of grits: it was too creamy, too

smooth, the grits bits just weren't there. 
My friend from Kentucky shared my as- 
sessment: Hoppin’ Shavonne was not a 
dish to satisfy a Southerner’s yearning. 

The entrees fell into a similar pattern: 
generally tasty dishes that weren’t home- 
style, but neither were they quite haute. 
The pan-fried catfish with roasted pecans 
and meuniére sauce ($12.95) was artfully 
prepared, and the sauce (brown lemon 
butter) was a treat. However, the catfish 
batter, which seemed to have no bread 
crumbs, certainly wasn’t an improvement 
on the breaded original. The “fiery jam- 
balaya” ($14.95) was hardly fiery, and 
singularly devoid of vegetables. (Crab 
claws, however, were a nice touch.) The 
blackened prime rib, smothered in swect 
and spicy barbecue sauce, was definitely 
authentic; unfortunately, it was at least as 
much fat as muscle. 

Dessert was a decidedly mixed bag. Key 
lime pie was nice and tart. My pecan pie, 
cross-hatched with cinnamon-laced 
caramel sauce, was unexceptional; the 
peaches in the peach melba tasted like 
they’d stayed in the can too long. 

At 10 p.m., the music (mainly country 
standards, with a brief, intense dash of 
Gloria Estefan) abruptly stopped. As far 
as Magnolia’s was concerned, the evening 
was over. That was fine by me: Magno- 
lia’s had been more fun than I thought it 
would be, but it wasn’t the place to salve 
the homesick Southern palate. Not with 
corn muffins and creamy, gussied-up 
grits. Clearly, the search had to go on. 


IVEN MY cornbread fixation, | sup- 
pose it was inevitable that | would 
find my way to the Dixie Kitchen (182

Mass Ave, Boston; 617-536-3068), locat- 
ed in a stretch of storefronts on Mass Ave 
near the Christian Science complex. 
“Cornbread to die for,” said my Zagat’s 
restaurant guide. So after recovering 
from my night of gluttony at Magnolia’s, 
| hopped the bus one weekday evening for 
dinner at the Dixie Kitchen. 

The sign outside proclaiming the Dixie 
Kitchen to be the “Rajun Cajun Restau- 
rant” did seem cause for concern (does 
anyone really want to eat at a place with 
the same nickname as James Carville?), 
but the interior put minds to rest with 
Louisiana bric-a-brac of a high order. 
Cans of chicory coffee and beignet mix 
from the Café du Monde peek out from a 
shelf over the kitchen. Two large jugs of 
Tabasco sauce sit out on one counter. 

Our table had a satisfying array of hot 
sauces, as well as a handful of Trivial 
Pursuit cards — in case service was slow, 
I guess. While the menu had all the Cajun 
standards — jambalaya, étouffée, gumbo, 
red beans and rice — it also had more 
whimsical choices, most notably the fried 
alligator. And as a native of the Mississip- 
pi Delta, where catfish farming is big 
business, I was delighted to see that the 
menu had an unusually large number of 
catfish options. Then there was the corn- 
bread: specifically, the jalapeno cornbread 
appetizer ($1.50). 

1 ordered some, as well as the gumbo 
ya-ya ($2.95), and settled back in my 
booth to see if the Dixie Kitchen would at 
last produce cornbread a Southerner 
could be proud of. 

Several minutes after we had placed 
our orders, the waiter reappeared bearing 
a plate with my cornbread. | was delight- 
ed to see that I’d received a large corner 
piece — the most desirable part of any 
batch (since more of the batter comes in 
contact with the pan, producing more de- 
licious crust). But alas, my desire for 
crusty cornbread would remain unful- 
filled. The Dixie Kitchen’s version was 
delicious, light and sweet, but crusty it 
was not. I had seconds (maybe even 
thirds), ignored the disappointingly soupy 
gumbo ya-ya, and happily awaited the ar- 
rival of my entrées. 

For dinner, I tried the blackened Delta 
catfish ($9.25). My wife selected the 
Southern hospitality plate ($7.95) — red 
beans and rice, jambalaya, cornbread, and 
collard greens. | got the better half of the 
deal: the perfectly cooked catfish was a 

delight. The Southern hospitality plate 
delivered on the promise of its name with 
perfectly acceptable dishes. For dessert, 
we ordered chocolate bourbon pecan pie 
($2.95) and warm bourbon bread pud- 
ding. Neither tasted much of bourbon, 
and the chilly pie could have benefited 
from a trip to the microwave. 








HE NEXT stop on my Southern food 

odyssey was Bob the Chef’s (604 
Columbus Avenue, Boston; 617-536- 
6204), on Columbus Avenue in the South 
End. Until last year, Bob the Chef's was a 
diner/luncheonette of the type familiar to 
any Southerner, with a Sunday brunch 
that was popular with the South End set. 
After several months of renovation, it 
opened in a new incarnation as an upscale 
juke joint, with sponged yellow walls 
adorned with photos and sketches of vari- 
Ous jazz greats. 

In order to avoid a Sunday mob scene, 
| decided to drop by Bob’s at noon on 
Saturday. This strategy definitely suc- 
ceeded: when I arrived, there were only 
four other customers in the restaurant. 
Bob’s was no longer serving breakfast on 
Saturdays. If | wanted grits at Bob the 
Chef’s, I'd have to pony up $12.95 for the 
Sunday jazz brunch like everyone else. 

No grits, bad timing — it was rather 
demoralizing. But at least the menu of- 
fered some respite from the relentlessly 
Cajun character of Magnolia’s and Dixie 
Kitchen (though Bob the Chef's did have 
its share of Cajun-style dishes). The cat- 
fish fingers ($5.95) looked appealing and 
tasted delicious: steaming-hot catfish en- 
closed in a crispy, spicy breaded crust. 


My spirits rose. The corn muffins arrived, 
and my spirits sank. 

For lunch, my companion ordered 
Bob's “glorifried” chicken and was re- 
warded with an almost disconcertingly 
large plate of fried chicken. I opted for a 
barbecue rib sandwich ($6.95) — a clas- 
sic “wet” barbecue dish, ribs smothered 
in barbecue sauce served atop plain white 
bread. Side dishes of collard greens and 
black-eyed peas completed a meal that 
any Southern restaurant would have been 
proud to serve. 

At this point, despite have consumed a 
frightening amount of artery-clogging 
food, | felt an almost desperate desire to 
find good grits. On the way out of Bob’s, 
I buttonholed Darryl Settles — the own- 
er, and a South Carolina native — to ask 
him about the grits situation. Settles 
looked sympathetic, and promised that 
Bob the Chef’s Sunday brunch would sat- 
isfy my craving. 

Two weeks later, I returned on a Sun- 
day. This time the restaurant was animated: 
a three-man jazz band was playing, the 
place was buzzing, and the front of the 
restaurant was filled with a buffet of South- 
ern food. Most of the dishes were familiar 
from my earlier visit, save for the grits. 

They were the real thing: plenty of salt, 
perfect consistency, definitely a cut above 
what you would get following the recipe 
on a box of Quaker grits. The rest of the 
buffet (except for the disconcertingly bad 





coffee) was generally good (and the sweet 
potatoes were delicious). Bob the Chef's 
was a nice place to spend a late Sunday 
morning. 

Before leaving, | pulled Settles aside 
again. What if you couldn’t wait until 
Sunday morning for your grits fix? | 
asked. What then? Magnanimously, he 
suggested that I try Mike’s City Diner. 


FOUND Mike’s City Diner (1714 

Washington Street, Boston; 617-267- 
9393) on a rather desolate stretch of 
Washington Street, east of Mass Ave. The 
décor was classic storefront diner. The 
clientele was varied: several guppie cou- 
ples; a very muscled, bald black man talk- 
ing intently with a thin, elegant woman; a 
gaggle of dreadlocked white teenagers; 
and me and my wife, twentysomething 
Cantabrigians. 

There it was on the menu: grits, 
$1.95! Toast, 75 cents. Mike’s was my 
kind of place. The coffee was cheap, 
plentiful, and good. Neil Diamond held 
forth over the radio. Admittedly, the 
waitresses displayed more Boston sass 
than Southern charm, but the grits they 
produced were perfectly acceptable as 
grits of last resort. 

Still, | was looking for a restaurant 
with both cornbread and grits that would 
make me feel like I was back in the 
South (and preferably not in Cajun 
country). And I wanted to find a place

that made some decent cornbread. Not 
the crustless cornbread cake served up in 
places like the East Coast Grill and Red- 
bones. Not corn muffins — crusty, 
white-meal cornbread. 


LEARLY, IT was time to look else- 
where. So one Saturday morning I 
drove up Blue Hill Avenue to Ma Dixon’s 
Diner (478 Blue Hill Avenue, Roxbury; 

617-445-4285). 

Ma Dixon’s Diner is a Roxbury institu- 
tion, located at the top of Blue Hill Av- 
enue, directly across Washington Street 
from the mosque where Louis Farrakhan 
got his start. It’s not much to look at from 
the outside, but as soon as you step inside 
it’s clear that this is the real thing: a long 
steam table stretches across one end of the 
restaurant. 

I arrived just before noon, as breakfast 
was being removed and lunch was being 
put on, so | had a chance to sample both. | 
went straight for the grits, which | decided 
to complement with stewed chicken livers. 
My wifé chose the baked chicken, black- 
eyed peas, and fruit punch. By now our 
tray was overflowing. Our tab came to 
$8.09. 

We picked a booth near a window, 
across from an imposing portrait of the 
late Ma Dixon herself, and started eating. 

The large portion of chicken livers was 
overpowering but excellent. My wife was 
happy with her baked chicken and over- 
whelmed (I do not exaggerate) by the 
black-eyed peas. And indeed, they were 
the best I’ve had in Boston. 

And the grits and cornbread? 

Both were superb. The grits were exact- 
ly what grits should be: well-salted, 











topped with a huge spoonful of butter, 
viscous but not soupy. And though the 


cornbread lacked the crust that I believe is as TIX AVAILABLE @ SELEC 


integral to the perfect pan of cornbread, it 
bore no resemblance to the flavorless, 
sheet-baked stuff that turns so many peo- 
ple off to this magnificent bread. It had 
that je ne sais quoi, a certain richness that 
I strongly suspect is intimately connected 
with one of the less popular types of 
«cooking fat. 

Grits at Bob the Chef's and cornbread 
from the Dixie Kitchen might be enough to 
stave off the occasional existential crisis of 
being a Southerner in Boston. But if you re- 
ally want to be free of what Faulkner called 
“the cold air, the iron New England dark,” 
at least for one meal, go to Ma Dixon’s. And 
call ahead to ask them to save a piece of 


their signature sweet-potato pie. @

Following up with Edwyn Collins 


 seiagee Edwyn Collins’s 17-year 
career resembles a few choice scenes 
from Spinal Tap. “Just when you think it’s 
all over, you find out your single is big in 
Japan,” he muses over the phone. 

Comparing his own artistic trajectory 
to that of Nigel Tufnel is, actually, quite 
in keeping with Collins’s reputation as a 
consummate pop ironist. And that 
reputation is likely to grow with the 
release last month of I’m Not Following 
You (Setanta/Epic), his fourth solo 
venture, an album rife with rancorous, 
acid-dipped songs about global 
marketing, consumer culture, and the 
state of pop music in general. “The 
album is really about dissent,” he 
explains. “It sounds kind of juvenile, but 
then again, that’s kind of what rock and 
roll is, isn’t it?” 

Talking with Collins as he prepares for a 
US tour that brings him to the Middle 
East next Sunday, one gets the feeling that 
his sense of irony has come in handy. 
After all, how else to ease the frustration 
that’s bound to simmer during a 12-year 
break between hit singles? As leader of the 
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particularly with UK 

alternative groups, is 

how conservative 
they are,” he points 
out. “Rock and roll 
is about creative 
freedom to me. It’s 


Scottish pop band Orange Juice back in 
the early ’80s, he scored with “Rip It 
Up.” But then things got messy, and 
when the band split up a year later, 
Collins virtually disappeared from 
view until he released his first solo 
album, Hope and Despair (UK 
Demon), in ’88. 3 
He finally hit the charts again in ’95 with = * ¥ 
“A Girl like You,” from Gorgeous George 
(Bar/None), his first solo disc to be 
released in the US. Like Gorgeous 
George, his new album spotlights 
the singer/songwriter’s Bowie- 
esque baritone croon as it 
dispenses caustic lines like “You’ve 
got to kow-tow to the corporate 
cow/To the new super-powers | 
respectfully bow” in “Adidas 
World.” The song, he says, is a 
response to Britain’s penchant for 
nostalgia that is, at the moment, 
exemplified by that country’s almost 
Pavlovian preoccupation with Beatles- 
derived Brit-pop and the Adidas 
“Gazelle” sneaker. 
“What constantly amazes me, 
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not about parameters.” 

Although Collins balks at the notion 
that he, in his own way, is a revivalist, his 
last two albums are steeped in ’70s-style 
Philly soul and Phil Spector production 
values — which he combines with digital 
samples and other ’90s studio wizardry. 
The critical and commercial success he’s 
had pursuing that formula, however, 
hasn’t prevented his life from sprouting a 
Spinal Tap moment or two. 

“I was signing some albums in a 
shopping mall and afterward was going 
to play a couple of acoustic numbers,” he 
recalls with something of a verbal shiver. 
“So I went to tune up my guitar, and 
when I came back everyone had their 
backs turned and were watching some 
guy on stilts in the middle of the mall 
working with puppets. So I quietly put 
away my acoustic guitar and pretended I 
was also watching the puppet show.”

From fallen woman to Pretty Woman, Hollywood's love affair with hookers 


BY PETER KEOUGH “Whatever you desire,” 
is the slogan for Fleur de Lis, the agency in L.A. 
Confidential that provides its clients with call 
girls “cut” to resemble such movie stars as Rita 
Hayworth and Lana Turner. It’s an appropriate 
motto for Hollywood itself, which has made its 


fortune by cutting images to fulfill 
its audience’s desires, offering the 
illusion of love, life, and death to 
be vicariously enjoyed for the 
price of a ticket. Prostitution in 
Hollywood is a sanitized, sanc- 
tioned whoredom where stars 
transform themselves into the for- 
bidden or inaccessible dreams, 
wet and otherwise, of their 
voyeuristic clientele. 

Small wonder then that the 
world’s oldest profession has 
always fascinated the youngest 
art. From Gloria Swanson in the 
silent Sadie Thompson (1928) to 
Kim Basinger as the Veronica 
Lake wanna-be in _ LAA. 
Confidential, the most glamorous 
of Hollywood’s beauties have 
prostituted themselves — perhaps 
in an effort to elevate the institu- 
tion that uncomfortably resembles 
their own. They’ve allowed 
Hollywood — and us — to have 
it both ways: we can reject the 
forbidden fruit even as we ogle it 
on screen. It’s a lot safer and 
cheaper to savor, say, Julia 
Roberts’s charms in Pretty 
Woman (1990) and rejoice in her 
fairytale redemption than try to 
achieve the same result on 
Berkeley Street on a_ sordid 
Saturday night. 

The body of films about prosti- 
tution reflects our culture’s 
uneasy and obsessive love/hate 
affair with the ultimate commodi- 
ty. It’s a catalogue of the fantasies 
— not all of them male adoles- 
cent — that adorn prostitution 
like cheap perfume and tawdry 
glad rags. One of the earliest and 
most persistent is that of the fall- 
en woman saved from her fate by 
the love of a good man. In the 
racier years of the classic studio 
period, before the 1934 
Production Code eliminated any 
reference to the unwholesome 
facts of life, Hollywood was free 
to call a whore a whore and not 
label her with euphemisms like 
“party girl” or “actress.” The stu- 
dios were still obliged, however, 
to reform her or else punish her 
for her sins — and ours. 

In Josef von Sternberg’s 
Shanghai __ Express (1932), 
Marlene Dietrich’s “Shanghai 
Lili” becomes a high-class courte- 
san cruising the China coast after 
being dumped by her stuffy lover, 
British Army officer Clive Brook, 
for testing his jealousy. They meet 
years later on the title train, which 
is then seized by revolutionary 
warlord Warner Oland. Dietrich 
gets a chance to make up for her 
rough trade and tough-minded 
independence by offering herself 
to Oland in return for her ex- 
lover’s eyes, which the warlord, in 
a Freudian moment, has threat- 
ened to put out. The timely inter- 
vention of another hooker (played 
seductively by Anna May Wong). 
discloses and prevents Dietrich’s 





adaptation of Somerset 
Maugham’s Of Human Bondage 
(1934). Bette Davis, in the role 
that made her a star, plays the 
waspish, consumptive waitress 
who seduces aspiring 
artist/physician Leslie Howard. 
As her treachery and bitchiness 
intensify, her health and profes- 
sional standing decline; she winds 
up as a broken streetwalker dying 
in a poorhouse. It’s a chilling les- 
son not to cheat on pallid, club- 
footed dreamers; the irony is that 
Davis is far more attractive, if not 
more sympathetic, than Howard. 

Like Dietrich in Shanghai 
Express, Hollywood’s women of 
little virtue show a strength, inde- 
pendence, and allure that’s more 
appealing than appalling. 
Especially when compared with 
the milksop representatives of 
respectable society. That’s why 
hookers so often serve to send up 
the hypocrisy of established 
morality. In Rain (1932), Lewis 
Milestone’s remake of Sadie 
Thompson, Joan Crawford plays a 
South Seas trollop whose wan- 
tonness exposes the repressed 
desire behind puritanical preacher 
Walter Huston’s intolerance of 
the flesh. In Clarence Brown’s 
adaptation of Eugene O’Neill’s 
Anna Christie (1930), Greta 
Garbo talks for the first time on 
screen and earns an Oscar nomi- 
nation for her efforts as the fallen 
young woman of the title who 
returns to her ne’er-do-well sea- 
faring father after being aban- 
doned 15 years before. What she 
did all that time to support herself 
is revealed after a young sailor 
proposes to her — but she’s vin-

dicated and the patriarchal society 
that lowered her is condemned. 
Prostitutes became personae 
non grata once the Hays Office 
took over in the mid ’30s, so 
Hollywood called them showgirls, 
or the non-specified femmes 


fatales of film noir, or, in the 
notorious case of From Here to 
Eternity (1953), USO workers. 
With the easing of moral 
restraints in the ’60s, however, 
hookers once again could speak 
their name on screen, ushering in 








an onslaught of films whose 
changing take on the subject of 
prostitution is a coy history of our 
society’s attitudes toward sex, 
gender, power, and money. 

Elizabeth Taylor and Audrey 
Hepburn started things off 
timidly enough with Butterfield 
Eight (1960) and Breakfast at 
Tiffany’s (1961), respectively. In 
Daniel Mann’s diluted adapta- 
tion of John O’Hara’s Eight, 
Taylor plays a “model” with a 
taste for rich men and late hours; 
she will abide being called a 
tramp, but she won’t accept the 
$250 her socialite lover Laurence 
Harvey leaves her. Neither will 
he leave his sexless, devoted wife 
for her, and Taylor is duly pun- 
ished for offering Harvey and 
audiences a sexy alternative to 
drab middle-class existence (she 
would be rewarded later, with an 
Oscar). As Truman Capote’s 
Holly Golightly in Blake 
Edwards’s Tiffany, Hepburn 
evades, briefly, the strictures of 
respectable housewifery by flit- 
tering on the fringes of 
Manhattan society, earning her 
keep from men by, it would 
seem, being witty and fascinat- 
ing. In neither film are the nuts 
and bolts of the actual business 
referred to: the heroine’s lifestyle 
merely seems somewhat mysteri- 
ous, maybe a little depraved. 

But certainly enticing — for 
women as well as men. There’s the 
great clothes, the idle luxury, the

sacrifice, and all ends respectably. 
Princeton-bound Tom Cruise toa hooker, so the ending is. ambiguous. 


Not so in John Cromwell’s independence (just like a, James 











Bond film); there’s also the lure of 
sexual experimentation, _ self- 
abasement, maybe even romance. 
Hollywood in the ’60s contented 
itself with suggesting the forbidden 
appeal of prostitution, but 
European filmmakers like Jean- 
Luc Godard with 1962’s Vivre sa 
vie (and, in a sense, every film he’s 
made) and Luis Bufiuel with his 
deliciously perverse 1967 classic 
Belle de jour explored prostitution 
both as a _ manifestation of 
repressed desire and as an allegory 
of the movie industry in particular 
and capitalist society in general. 

American filmmakers tend to 
be more idealistic, if not more 
naive. Especially when they’re try- 
ing to be hip, as they were in the 
late ’60s and early ’70s. One 
prostitution myth that evolved in 
this period was the knight-in- 
shining-armor scenario, in which 
the hero rescues the heroine from 
the wicked pimps who enslave 
her. In so doing he also frees him- 
self from all his unacknowledged 
inhibitions, which makes for a 
happy or at least clarifyingly trag- 
ic ending. In Herbert Ross’s The 
Owl and the Pussycat (1970), 
nerdy would-be writer George 
Segal is tossed together with 
unbearably shrill call girl and 
actress Barbra Streisand. Think 
Pygmalion: he improves her 
vocabulary, she screws him and 
teaches him how to be himself. 

The pattern is much the same if 
dicier in Alan Pakula’s Klute 
(1971), as small-town policeman 
Donald Sutherland squires big- 
city call girl Jane Fonda (another 
hooker role that turned Oscar 
gold) for information about the 
disappearance of a prominent 
acquaintance. His tight-lipped 
repressiveness doesn’t long with- 
stand Fonda’s frisky savoir faire, 
and his straight-arrow virtue 
proves more therapeutic to her 
than her psychiatrist does. The 
formula goes sour, however, in 
the uncompromising assault of 
Martin Scorsese’s Taxi Driver 
(1975), in which Robert De 
Niro’s lumpen Sir Galahad fuses 
squalor and chivalry to. save an 
unwitting, pubescent Jodie Foster 
in one of cinema’s most astound- 
ing scenes of sparagmos. 

Too bad the knight syndrome 
didn’t come to an end with Travis 
Bickle’s killing spree — we might 
not have had to endure the 
demeaning, vastly popular treacle 
of Garry Marshall’s Pretty Woman 
(1990). Richard Gere is a corpo- 
rate buccaneer who dismembers 
companies and sells the frag- 
ments. Julia Roberts is more in 
the corporeal line, and their 
chance merger is mutually benefi- 
cial as Roberts learns which is the 
proper fork to eat with and Gere 
learns to have a good time and 
stop being pissed off at his father. 

Needless to say, the brutal real- 
ities of both businesses are air- 
brushed — what’s the deal with 
Roberts’s drug-addict friend, for 
example? And yet the film is quite 
matter-of-fact about prostitu- 
tion’s capitalist nature. As such 
it’s another in a long line of films 
that explore the profits and losses 
of whoring. 

Leave it to Billy Wilder to come 
up with one of the first, the saucy 
if overlong Irma La Douce 
(1963), in which gendarme Jack 
Lemmon loses his job and his 
heart to Shirley MacLaine’s 
Parisian trollop of the title. On the 
rebound, he becomes her pimp, 


' but since he cannot bear to have 
| her sleep with anyone else, he dis- 


guises himself as a wealthy 
English lord who just wants to 
play solitaire. The lord becomes 
her sole customer, and in order to 
pay her — in fact himself — 
Lemmon must work nights in a 
meat market. After taking on the 
roles of capital, labor, and the 


_ aristocracy, he’s left too exhausted 
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his time it’s Henry Winkler who wonders whether Shelley Long is good enough for him. 














to enjoy the object of his desire. 

A similar critique of capitalism 
might be read from Robert 
Altman’s McCabe & Mrs. Miller 
(1971). At the turn of century on 
the West Coast, entrepreneur 
and gambler McCabe, played 
with raffish insouciance by 
Warren Beatty, joins forces with 
brothel keeper and opium addict 
Mrs. Miller, played by a lumi- 
nously besotted Julie Christie. 
Together they transform a sleepy 
backwater into a frontier boom- 
town, only to attract the interest 
of corporate honchos back east. 
The film concludes with one of 
cinema’s greatest sequences, one 
that is simultaneously lyrical, 
tragic, and epic — a rapturous 
and somber image heralding the 
end of the frontier spirit and the 
beginning of American corporate 
capitalism. 

In the age of Reagan, though, 
the corporate types are the 
heroes, not the bad guys, so pio- 
neer McCabe gets replaced by 
preppie self-promoter Tom Cruise 
in Risky Business (1983). Left 
home alone in his ritzy Chicago 
suburb, Cruise avails himself of 
the services of hooker Rebecca 
De Mornay and in short order 
turns the family home into a 
brothel. That annoys the lower- 
class scum who are the girl’s 
pimps, and after some misfor- 
tunes involving a Steuben egg and 
a Porsche in Lake Michigan, she 
gets reformed and he learns a les- 
son before heading off to 
Princeton, presumably to learn to 
become a corporate raider like 
Richard Gere. 

Ron Howard’s _half-witted 
Night Shift (1982) plays the same 
theme off the old pairing of love 
and death. Henry Winkler is a 
morgue attendant who’s tempted 
by moronic colleague Michael 
Keaton to take advantage of the 
slow late-night shift by setting up 
a brothel among the stiffs. All 


works well — the boys make 
money and the girls get health 
benefits — but Howard, like 


Lemmon in Irma La Douce, falls 
in love with the merchandise, star 
stablemate Shelley Long. Then 
there’s the requisite threat from 
the lower-class-scum pimps that 
want in on the action. Not to 
worry, though: the true love of 
heart-of-gold Long enables 
Winkler to shake off his middle- 


class repressed self and his.. 





respectable _eating-disordered 
fiancée and have everything his 
way (his sending back a sandwich 
he didn’t order is a dramatic 
highlight). 

Recent Hollywood efforts have 
taken this respectable-folks-turn- 
ing-brothel-keepers to new 
smarmy heights. Prostitution 
becomes not just as another busi- 
ness but a reflection of and cure- 
all for the dysfunctional family. In 
Mighty Aphrodite (1995), Woody 
Allen ickily mirrored his own 
tabloid-blazoned scandals as the 
father of an adopted child who 
tracks down its natural mother in

a misguided attempt to heal his 
troubled marriage and tweak his 
Oedipal curiosity. That the moth- 
er is a whore — a scatological 
Mira Sorvino winning an Oscar 
by imitating Minnie Mouse — 
says as much about Allen’s trou- 
ble with women as Hollywood’s 
inveterate misogyny. 

The unholy mother/whore 
combination can be seen in fla- 
grante in Richard Benjamin’s 
Milk Money (1994). A trio of 
scampish suburban. kids put 
together a hundred bucks in 
change and ride their bikes to the 
big city. There they employ bimbo

Melanie Griffith to show them her 
tits and give them a ride home. 
One of the more annoying tykes is 
determined to hook Griffith up 
with dad Ed Harris, a widower 
devoted to saving “the wetlands.” 
The traditional avenging pimp 
turns up, of course — not lower- 
class, this time, but Eurotrash Brit 
Malcolm McDowell. Yet this mar- 
riage of suburbanite complacency 
and transgressive urban sass is as 
inevitable as Griffith’s cleavage. 
Although vastly inferior, Milk 
Money is reminiscent of Jonathan 
Demme’s Something Wild. And 
not just because both feature 
Melanie Griffith in a sundress. In 
Demme’s_ masterpiece, she’s 
Lulu, the spitting image of Louise 
Brooks’s archetypal prostitute 
from the Pabst silent film of the 
same name. (This latter-day 
Lulu’s profession is left ambigu- 
ous.) She pounces on down-on- 
his-luck corporate executive Jeff 
Daniels, who’s lost his wife, furni- 
ture, and very likely his job when 
Lulu lures him through the 
Holland Tunnel and on the road 
to an America Charles Kuralt 
never encountered. With Ray 
Liotta in his first and finest per- 
formance as a psychopath who 
shows Daniels a glimpse of the 
dark side, Something Wild is 
exactly that, a rollicking voyage 
through comedy and melodrama 
that discloses the savage face 
beneath genial stereotypes. 
Demme’s film also reminds us 
that, at their best (which is not 
often), Hollywood’s movies about 
prostitution serve as a bridge — 
in the case of Something Wild, a 
tunnel — between the respectable 
and the forbidden, the repressed 
and the desired. In Leaving Las 
Vegas (1995), Nicolas Cage’s 
sodden screenwriter abandons the 
glitz of LA for the desert of the 
title town. There, at the bottom of 
cases of bottles, he finds call girl 
Elisabeth Shue. They fall in love, 
but neither reforms the other: he’ll 
drink himself to death; she’ll sell 
herself until she’s no longer desir- 
able. They offer us no consola- 
tion, and neither does the film. It 
takes the sweet beauty and the 
angelic attentions of Shue, in her 
Oscar-nominated performance, 
to make an audience embrace 
those brutal: truths. Which is 
Hollywood’s way of showing that 
a hooker’s heart of gold is in fact 
our own heart of darkness. #

‘It's a mostly wonderful Life Less Ordinary 


BY PETER KEOUGH Scratch a light-hearted, mordant nihilist and 
chances are you'll find a heavy-handed, shameless romantic 


underneath. That’s the case at any rate with Scottish filmmaking 


wunderkinder Danny Boyle and 
John Hodge, who added new 
meaning to the word dark with 
their brutal, black comic Shallow 
Grave and the joyously anti-life 
Trainspotting. Their new A Life 
Less Ordinary inclines to the light 
— divine, that is. It opens in a 
bleached-white bureaucratic 
Heaven that is uncomfortably 
reminiscent of such well-intend- 
ed failures as Albert Brooks’s 
Defending Your Life and Alan 
Rudolph’s Made in Heaven. 
Despite the celestial similarities, 
however, A Life has higher ambi- 
tions than either of these two 
films: nothing less than justifying 
the ways of God to men and 
women, and those of the filmmak- 
er to his benighted creations. 
Stylistically, too, Boyle and Hodge 
set themselves an inordinate chal- 
lenge: combining such disparate 
genres as the screwball comedy, 
film noir, the road movie, and the 
musical, sometimes all in the same 
scene, and balancing their often 
grave themes and graphic violence 
with a tone of near-hysterical 
whimsy. Sometimes A Life simply 
tries too hard to-be madcap and

Jarmusch goes crazy over Crazy Horse 


Because so few saw his Johnny Depp-starring mystical Western, Dead 
Men, filmmaker Jim Jarmusch (Stranger Than Paradise, Down by Law, 
Mystery Train) blasted the distributor, Miramax Films, for what he con- 


sidered a lack of support. He’s 
chosen Miramax’s arch-competi- 
tor, October Films, to distribute 
his Neil Young—featuring concert 
picture, Year of the Horse. 

So far, so good. 

“I have a strong code, I’m very 
stubborn and very direct,” 
Jarmusch explained at last month’s 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. “October tells you what it 
thinks; they seem respectful of the 
people they work with. They’re not 
trying to make you into someone 
else. I’m feeling no pressure about 
Year of the Horse’s release.” 

Jarmusch knows his concert- 
film history. He considers D.A. 
Pennebaker’s Don’t Look Back 
(about Dylan) and Robert Frank’s 
Cocksucker Blues (backstage with 
the Stones) the two masterworks 
of the genre. 

“I don’t think Year of the Horse 
has nearly their depth,” he says 
when I compliment his oft-stir- 
ring, musically generous Neil- 
Young-and-Crazy-Horse docu- 
mentary. “But it doesn’t intend to 
be in that category. I’m very Zen 
about it. It is what it is. It had no 
blueprint at all, no plan, which

was very liberating. We were on 
the road shooting a music video 
for Neil’s ‘Broken Arrow’ and he 
said, ‘Do you want to shoot some 
more? If we don’t like it, we can 
throw it away.’ 

“So we just started shooting, 
and | liked the way it looked: 
super-eight beauty with 40-track 
Dolby sound. It became a cele- 
bration of Crazy Horse’s longevi- 
ty, how they’re just getting better 
and better, a little insight into the

greatest garage band in the world. 
They dress more like garbage col- 
lectors than a band, but when 
they aren’t fighting with cach 
other, it’s the music! I’m a fan. | 
don’t ever get tired of hearing the 
Horse play.” 

What’s bad about Year of the 
Horse is what’s bad about most 
rockumentaries: Jarmusch 
indulging brain-dead, off-the-cuff 
moments by the band as they 
lounge in their hotel rooms or 











strange, whereupon it falls as flat 
as does Stanley Tucci early on in 
the film’s ill-conceived William 
Tell sequence. More often, 
though, it reaches heights of 
divine aspiration. 

What sustains A Life through 
the low points is its sparkling cast. 
As Robert, a janitor with dreams of 
writing a trashy bestseller (whose 
premise sounds as bankable as 
most that are made into movies, 
including this one, despite every- 
one’s disparagement of it as “obvi- 
ous”), Ewan McGregor evinces a 
sweet naiveté on the near side of 
simple-mindedness. With a bad 
haircut and a patterned shirt, he’s 
a cross between Dudley Moore 
and Malcolm McDowell, suggest- 
ing a sweetness just about to turn, 
a softness with a glint of razors 
underneath. 

Replaced by a robot, Robert 
confronts his boss, the soulless 
corporate magnate Naville (it 
rhymes with DeVil), to whom Ian 
Holm gives a somber, steely edge. 
When the meeting collapses into 
some brilliant sight gags (Boyle’s 
visual wit is reminiscent of the 
Coen Brothers, especially in 
Raising Arizona) involving beefy 
security guards, an errant hand- 
gun, and _ Robert’s dogged 
mechanical replacement, Robert 
kidnaps (a crime increasingly 
posed in movies as an alternative 
to unemployment)  Naville’s 
spoiled daughter Celine (Cameron 
Diaz, leaving Julia Roberts in the 
dust and then some). He speeds 
out to the desert without a clue 
what to do next. 

Not that he needs one, for the 
destinies of both kidnapper and 
victim are being manipulated, 
however ineptly, by two angels on 
probation for failing in their mis- 
sion to promote true love on earth. 
Jackson (Delroy Lindo, a little 
uneasy as an emissary of Heaven) 


ride the bus from gig to gig. 
Despite being Bill Clinton’s age, 
they act just as spoiled and 
imfatile (Young included) as any 
bratty bunch opening at the Rat. 

Yet there are 
moments when 
these old buz- 
zards say some- 
thing genuinely 
funny or revela- 
tory, and 
there’s an inter- 
esting interview 
with Young’s 
sportscaster-intellectual father. 
And then there’s the fabulous, fab- 
ulous music: Crazy Horse cook, 
Neil sings in that inimitable forlorn 
tenor, and Jarmusch lets the long 
numbers build and __ build. 
“Tonight’s the night,” let’s say it, is 
one of the most thrilling numbers 
ever in a concert film. 

Jarmusch wants me to write 
down what he’s tired of. 

“I’m sick of the term ‘indepen- 
dent film.’ It’s a label used over 
everything as a marketing device. 
Shine and The English Patient are 
‘independent’? If filmmakers 
want to make a Hollywood studio 
film, then be straight about it. 
Don’t represent yourself in a dif- 
ferent way. | have a hard time 
looking at myself in this ‘indepen- 
dent’ context. I thought it means 
having control over the cutting 
and_ creativity. Now, John 
Cassavetes was independent.” 

Jarmusch is also finding him- 
self out of sorts with the young 
new ‘indies’ whose only filmic 
sources are recent pop culture. “I 
was lucky enough to be an assis- 
tant to Rebel Without a Cause 
filmmaker Nicholas Ray.‘ He said 
you can learn about filmmaking 
from poetry, literature, and also 
watching the way people flip a 
pancake. From everything! When 
I was a film student at Columbia 








and O’Reilly (Holly Hunter ham- 
ming it up as a bimboish tough 
cookie with a touch of the 
Terminatrix) have been summoned 
to the office of Chief Gabriel (Dan 
Hedaya) and given one last chance 
to retain their heavenly status. 
They must effect the union 
between this most unlikely couple 
or be marooned forever on earth. 

The ground rules of their inter- 
vention seem fast and loose — 
call it winging it and desire. After 
manipulating the kidnapping, the 
angels set the couple up in situa- 
tions of increasingly outrageous 
danger and absurdity. The sim- 
plest schemes work best, as 
when, in a sublime inversion of 
the karaoke scene in My Best 
Friend’s Wedding, Robert and 
Celine perform a rousing produc- 
tion of “Beyond the Sea” in a 
redneck bar. Some situations 
don’t make any sense at all — for 
example, the entire ending. 

No matter. Diaz and 
McGregor irradiate the screen 
with their ardor, tenderness, and 
good humor. Initially a snide 
bully, Celine comes across as 
even more adorable than when 
Diaz plays a nice girl. The melt- 
ing of her toughness gives back- 
bone to the wimpy Robert, and it 
becomes clear that any ending to 
ihe movie will be a happy one. 
Along the way there are plenty of 
earthly delights to be savored, 
such as hilarious bit parts by 
Maury Chaykin as a backwoods 
weirdo named Tod and Tony 
Shalhoub as a bartender who 
serves as Robert’s voice of rea- 
son. Then there are ravishing, 
sun-infused landscapes and 
gaudy interiors reminiscent of 
high-quality kitschy postcards. A 
Life has the courage to be a film 
less ordinary, and though its 
reach exceeds its grasp, it shows 
what Heaven is for.

every Max Ophuls film made.” 

What becomes obvious from an 
hour of talking to Jarmusch is 
how little he fits into the 1990s 
celeb-drenched film world, and 
how though he’s instantly recog- 
nizable with his ghost-white 
mane, he genuinely craves the 
serious, out-of-the-spotlight, time 
to concentrate on his film craft. 

“What I really like about Neil 
Young is that he’s very stubborn 
about what he creates. He has a 
very specific circle around him so 
that nothing interferes. That’s the 
important thing I learned from 
him: to keep elements out of your 
eyeline so they don’t distract 
you.” a

Costa-Gavras’s political thriller returns to us after nearly three decades in a beautiful new print that restores Raoul 
Coutard’s crisp yet textured cinematography and underscores the staccato editing rhythms. The movie keeps tap- 
tapping in your head as you walk out of the theater. This is the film that established Costa-Gavras, a Greek émigré 
working in France, as a first-rate craftsman; it also helped publicize the cause of Greek democracy, which had been 
overthrown by the junta two years earlier, in the wake of the shocking Lambrakis affair. 

Z (the title is explained in the coda) never mentions Greece, but it makes no bones about whose story it’s dra- 
matizing — especially since Mikis Theodorakis’s theme music invokes his homeland in every phrase. Yves 
Montand, in a graceful performance, plays the Lambrakis character, a distinguished foreign peacenik who’s bru- 
tally assaulted after he makes a speech at a rally. The corruption brought to light during an investigation of the inci- 
dent indicts the entire military establishment. 

Costa-Gavras is neither subtle nor profound here; those are qualities that would crop up later, in movies (The 
Confession, released the following year, and 1989’s Music Box) that no one paid much attention to. In Z he’s a tech- 
nician operating a politically loaded gun. But what a technician! He stages the crowd scenes impeccably and uses 
jump cuts and leaping continuity to make it appear that the case, under the expert supervision of the investigating 
judge, is literally breaking open. (As the judge, Jean-Louis Trintignant springs his performance with tiger-like sup- 
pleness and precision.) But he knows exactly when to pause: on Montand, suddenly recalling a moment of domes- 
tic betrayal, or on the magnificent Irene Papas, who, as his wife, has perhaps 10 minutes of screen time and fewer 
than five lines yet manages to create an entire character and suggest a breathtaking emotional range. 

In 1969, Z made left-leaning audiences laugh in appreciation at the bumbling, self-aggrandizing military bureau- 
crats. (One of them, arrested at last for his role in the attack, answers the disingenuous question of a young pho- 
tojournalist — “Are you a victim of injustice, like Dreyfus?” — with the indignant protest, “Dreyfus was guilty!”) 
The change in political climate hasn’t dampened the film’s pleasures (including Jorge Semprun’s witty dialogue), 
or loosened its grip. At the Brattle this Friday and Saturday, October 24 and 25.

points. In addition; Cabaret Verboten, culled from actual songs and 
sketches of Weimar Berlin, has going for it that it’s entertaining, 


historically informative, and eerily 
contemporaneous. With its night- 
club-patter reference to the Far 
Right and the Far Left, its 
Saturday Night Live sketch about 
youth with guns, its horror-movie 
anti-anti-abortion number, and 
its salient songs about androgyny, 
anorexia, gay rights, hedonism, 
and a runaway stock market, this 
collection of antique sass and 
satire seems frighteningly up-to- 
date. Send in the Fascists? Don’t 
bother, they’re here. 

Or just around the corner, it 
would seem. Watching Cabaret 
Verboten, in the sharp-edged pro- 
duction currently at the 
Huntington, you'd be hard put not 
to worry there’s a mad _ house- 
painter in the wings of turn-of- 
the-century American politics. The 
parallels are so glaring that the 
production’s hammering them 
from time to time with contempo- 
rary references (including two to 
the American Repertory Theatre) 
is not only unnecessary but miscal- 
culated. What makes Cabaret 
Verboten so stunning is the way in 
which it hews stylishly to its own 
decadent, constructionist-influ- 
enced time while spilling into ours. 

It’s an interesting coincidence

James Lapine hopes to reinvent The Diary 


BY GARY SUSMAN The revival of The Diary of Anne Frank that opens 
the Colonial Theatre’s season (October 28 through November 16) is not 
your father’s production of the play. In fact, it’s not Anne Frank’s 


father’s production. 

Otto Frank, the only survivor 
out of the eight Jews who hid 
from the Nazis for two years in an 
Amsterdam attic, omitted some of 
the more personal and less flatter- 
ing material from the original 
publication of his daughter’s diary 
(out of respect for the dead). 
Playwrights Frances Goodrich 
and Albert Hackett left even more 
out of their Pulitzer-winning 
1955 drama. Some of that mater- 
ial, which was restored to the 
diary in a recent reissue, has now 
been added to the play by adapter 
Wendy Kesselman. 

There’s more, for example, 
about Anne’s fractious relation- 
ship with her mom and sister, and 
more about her developing sexu- 
ality. “We’ve touched on that,” 
acknowledges director James 
Lapine. “But we haven’t made a 
big deal out of it. It humanizes

I really 
wanted a sense of total claustro- 
phobia. So that’s created a lot of 
challenges, just to get people in 
and out of clothes, or to get a 
sense of the passage of time with- 
out people leaving the stage.” 

The cast includes Broadway 
vets George Hearn, Linda Lavin, 
Austin Pendleton, and Harris 
Yulin. Starring as Anne will be 
Natalie Portman, who’s best 
known for movie roles in The 
Professional and Beautiful Girls.

Msomi puts the spear in Shakespeare 


BY CAROLYN CLAY When Welcome Msomi wrote his first play, in 
South Africa in the 1960s, he promoted it tirelessly, tooling around in 
sandwich boards to sell tickets. The creator of Umabatha: The Zulu 


Macbeth is still a walking adver- 
tisement, his green T-shirt fes- 
tooned with the name of the pro- 
duction, which was the hit of last 
summer's Lincoln Center Festival 
and winds up a national tour at 
Boston’s Shubert Theatre 
October 30 through November 2. 
If Msomi tried to flaunt all the 
enthusiasm Umabatha has gar- 
nered, he'd be walking around in 
Dagwood-sandwich boards. 
Back in Natal in the ’60s, how- 
ever, Msomi was fighting an 
uphill battle toward a career in the 
theater. His father went around 
introducing him as “the doctor in 
our family.” But Msomi had 
played Marc Antony at his boys’ 
school in Swaziland and become 
hooked on Shakespeare. He had 
hoped to study theater at the 
University of Natal but was told 
he would need special permission 
from the Minister of the Interior 
to attend a white university. So he 
decided to write a play in Zulu: 
My Child, about the migration of 
the Zulu people from rural to 
urban areas. That drew the atten- 
tion of University of Nataltheater 
professor Elizabeth Sneddon, 
who encouraged the Umabatha

Daena Giardella’s Play; Guys Dreamin’ 


Rather, Daena 
Giardella’s Play (at the Institute of Contemporary Art Theater, Fridays 
and Saturdays through November 1) is a one-woman multi-character 


improvisational theater piece, 
purportedly about the tension 
between the need to work and the 
desire to play. Although Giardella 
is an enormously talented per- 
former, her new work doesn’t 
work, in part because it is just too 
playful. 

Before proceeding further, | 
have to own up to a prejudice. 
“Show me a critic without preju- 
dices,” wrote the irascible George 
Jean Nathan, “and I'll show you 
an arrested cretin.” So, okay, | 
bear a strong bias against impro- 
visational theater, particularly if 
it’s participatory.

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ment, and its ultimate power cou- 
ple, Shakespeare’s poetry is 
replaced by tribal dancing, a cap- 
pella song, and the pounding of 
drums, all rendered in Zulu by a 
cast of almost 50.

“It was 
during the time of Steve Biko and 
during the black-consciousness 
movement. It was also the time in 
the theater where we looked at the 
importance of our culture. The 
king had said to the people, “You 
have to be proud of who you are 
and where you're coming from.’ 
But when we first performed it in 
South Africa, a lot of [white] peo- 
ple had never seen anything like 
it; it was a revelation for them. 
For black people, it was pride. In 
fact, | think if it had come direct- 
ly from the townships to the 
stages of South Africa, the gov- 
ernment would have banned it. 
But because it was a university- 
sponsored triumph of a produc- 
tion, they didn’t want to be seen 
as unenlightened.” 

The original incarnation of 
Umabatha was exported to such 
far-flung venues as London, the 
Spoleto festivals in Italy and 
South Carolina, other African 
nations, and Israel. When the 
show finally ran out of gas, in 
1979, Msomi and wife Thuli 
Dumakude (of Poppie Nongena 
fame) remained in New York until 
1992, when they returned to a

Consequently, the show — at 
least in the version I saw; it has a 
basic structure but changes night- 
ly — is more about the trials of 
work than the joys of play. 

When Giardella is not Louise, 
she’s the character’s disapprov- 
ing mother, her laid-back recep- 
tionist, a mobster who is also her 
guardian angel, an anguished 
nerd, and a assortment of other 
offbeat types. Vividly and wittily 
rendered, each character offers 
some insight into Louise's tor- 
tured psyche. Yet she ultimately 
remains a mystery. For all the 
confessions, reflections, and 
close encounters with the audi- 
ence, Giardella never explains 
how the fun-loving Louise of the 
early scenes became the worka- 
holic dynamo of the later ones. 
In the end, which comes merci- 
lessly late, Louise just doesn’t 
add up. 

A lack of coherence also mars 
Guys Dreamin’ (which was pre- 
sented by Pilgrim Theatre and 
Shantigar at the Boston Center 
for the Arts; it’ll be at New York’s 
La Mama ETC, November 6 
through 16). But the show is so 
mesmerizing that its faults soon 
fade from memory. Guys 


post-apartheid South Africa 
headed by a man who had been 
too tied up on Robben Island to 
take in the first Umabatha. |t was 
at Nelson Mandela's urging that 
the theater piece was revived in 
Johannesburg in 1995, in the 
spectacular production that is 
now touring. 

Has it changed? “Reviving it in 
1995, after the new democracy, 
one was tempted to add a number 
of things. I did think about that a 
lot. Then I said to myself, 
‘Shakespeare has gone on for so 
long and continues without any 
changes. Why should | change 
it?’ | don’t have to move with the 
times, because in reality human 
nature never moves with the 
times. Greed, control, power, 
conflict. All of these things were 
there during Shakespeare's time. 
They are here today. And they will 
be here tomorrow. We can look at 
the Palestinian-Isracli question, 
we can look at Central Africa, we 
can look at Ireland, we can look 
at Afghanistan, we can look at 
Bosnia. Human nature is human 
nature, and that is why 
Shakespeare lives.” 

The last time I looked, howev- 
er, Macbeth was a_ tragedy. 
Umabatha is, by most aceounts, 
a celebration. “With Umabatha,” 
Msomi admits, “you are free to 
laugh.” Indeed, a typical audi- 
ence response is jubilation. The 
author concurs: “It is jubilation. 
You don’t expect a finale of jubi- 
lation in Macbeth. But here, when 
Umabatha dics, the young prince 
says, ‘The spear has spoken, 
because evil has been buried.’ 
And so the celebration.” e

Dreamin’ — which marks the 


stage debut of the playwright 
Jean-Claude van Itallic, who's 
best known for his 1960s work, 
including America, Hurrah, and 
The Serpent — is fragmented but 
fascinating. 

Dark, murky, and evocative, 
the starkly staged theater piece (a 
collaborative effort from directors 
Kim Mancuso and Joel Gluck, 
composer/musician Tony Vacca, 
and performers Court Dorsey, 
Kermit Dunkelberg, and - van 
Itallic) has indeed the feel of a 
dream. Although billed as an 
exploration of “what’it means to 
be a man,” the work is in no way 
gender-bound. It doesn’t even 
have a discernible theme 
rather, it’s an intense melange of 
memories, stories, images, and 
movement interwoven with 
music. Reflections on art, sex, 
death, and other such heady mat- 
ters crop up amid mundane 
observations and recollections of 
road trips, coming out, and lost 
love. It’s all punctuated by chants, 
songs, dance, noise, and sound. 

Vacca’s haunting score 
played on an idiosyncratic array 
of gourds, drums, gongs, and 
cymbals — is both hypnotic and 
arresting. By itself the music 
could command rapt attention for 
the hour and half the shadowy, 
seamless production runs. The 
script and acting have the same 
ethereal feel: hard to analyze but 
easy to appreciate as long as you 
abandon any expectation that the 
riveting parts will coalesce into 
something whole. Guys Dreamin’ 
might be more potent if the sto- 
ries were more than snippets, if 
the performers’ memories were 
fleshed out. Even so, it’s a flawed 
but impressive work that lingers 
in the mind long after the final 
gong sounds. a

Daniel Pelzig liberates Romeo and Juliet 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ Let’s cut right to the 


chase: Boston Ballet has a new Romeo and 


Juliet, 


and it’s leagues better than the 


distinguished 1984 Choo San Goh version — 
in fact, it’s one of the best ballet productions 
the Wang Center has seen: It retains, of course, 


the superb “book” (Shakespeare’s 
dark night of love) and score 
(Prokofiev’s bass-and-bassoon- 
drenched bad-dream equivalent). 
Alain Vaés’s costumes are back: 
innocuous powder-pastel and 
cream tones for the Montagues, 
seething crimson and black for the 
Capulets, underlining the “new 
mutiny” between these two 
Verona households. Also in place 
are Vaés’s astonishing sets, whose 
prison-like architecture suggests a 
terra cotta fairytale designed by 
Aldo Rossi and explains why the 
lovers have to escape. 

What’s different is the choreog- 
raphy. The late Choo San Goh 
introduced a controversial element 
with his gray-unitard-clad Fate; he 
also left us some stunning 
moments (remember those lascivi- 
ous Capulet backbends?). But bal- 


let convention — subsidiary fig- 
ures and non-narrative divertisse- 
ments — still prevailed; Fate’s 


vocabulary was limited to attitude- 
arabesque-chainé-bourrée; and 
the junior-prom moves for Romeo 
and Juliet didn’t offer anything you 
wouldn’t see in Snow White. The 
new version by Daniel Pelzig, the 
company’s resident choreograph- 
er, is more direct, more dramatic, 
more dangerous. Informed by 
Renaissance art and dance, it goes 
to the tragic heart of 
Shakespeare’s play while echoing 
the lurking horror of Prokofiev’s 
music and the no-exit vanishing 
points of Vaés’s set design. 

Vaés remains the key to this 
Romeo and Juliet. His frontpiece 
looks sunny and inviting, 
with its red brick and burnt 
umber, but we’re hemmed 
in left and right by palazzi 
(the Montague and 
Capulet compounds?) and 
blocked by columns, and 
beyond we’re cut off from 
the countryside by faceless 
facades with tiny windows. 
The marketplace is a pecu- 
liar affair, all loggia, with a 
tiny, claustrophobic piazza 
whose Donatello-like 
equestrian statue is posi- 
tioned behind yet another 
column, so we can’t see the 
rider. It’s an architecture of 
repression, even Fascism: 
the only emotion that does- 
n’t get buried is hate. 

Pelzig wastes no time 
making connections 
between Renaissance 
Verona and Mussolini’s 
Italy. The opening market 
scene finds Montagues and 
Capulets wallowing in the 
kind of pathological con- 
tempt Italian football fans 
spew upon _ cross-city 


rivals; there are obscene 
gestures and hints of goos- 
estepping. The erotic back- 
bends of the Capulet Ball 
(over which a wall-to-wall 
panel inspired by Paolo 
Uccello’s The Battle of San

Romano looms menacingly) have 
been replaced by an eerie pavane- 
passeggiata whose sadistic hand 
movements bespeak sexual domi- 
nation and control. When Juliet 
enters, she joins in at the reprises, 
the child learning from her fami- 
ly; it’s a horrific moment. Not as 
horrific, however, as the climax of 
this sequence, when (as the omi- 
nous syncopations of the ball 
music return) Lord Capulet 
throws his daughter to the floor 
after she refuses to marry chosen 
suitor Paris. In vain Juliet clings 
to her nurse, to her mother — 
they daren’t oppose the patriar- 
chal authority (though the noli me 
tangere back-of-the-hand that 
Lady Capulet flashes at her hus- 
band suggests he’ll be sleeping 
alone for a while). Fascism, Pelzig 
is telling us, starts at home. 

No wonder Romeo and Juliet 
are desperate to break out. Both 
marketplace scenes take place in

broad daylight, both end in blood- 
shed, and in neither do the lovers 
appear together. They meet 
indoors, or under the sheltering 
cloak of night, or in the Capulet 
tomb. Their balcony pas de deux 
offers our one real glimpse of 
Verona unbound, of plane trees 
and poplars and cypresses beyond 
the garden wall, while a galaxy of 
constellations look on — these 
lovers aren’t star-crossed but 
star-blessed. Pelzig creates for 
them a fleeting moment of 
social acceptance when 
they dance with the other 
guests at the ball — but 
Romeo is masked. When 
they kneel and face each 
other (and us) at their 
wedding, they’re acknowl- 
edging us as the only pub- 


lic who'll accept them. 
After the confrontation 
with her father, Juliet 


draws her bedroom curtain 
and shuts out the world. 
Pelzig conveys all this by 
replacing Choo San Goh’s 
balletic Romeo with a more 
Shakespearean (but still 
balletic) version that’s 
packed with dramatic 
detail. Right from the start 
he catches the way young 
Italians hang out in public, 
guys with guys and girls 
with girls — till Romeo 
sees a pretty face and runs 
after it. The ballroom 
dancing is based on 
Renaissance models, yet in 
the second marketplace 
sequence the Montagues 
strut their stuff in front of 
the Capulet toughs 4 la the 
high-school dance in West 
Side Story. The set changes 
are a show in themselves: 
after Juliet has been intro- 
duced to Paris and is sitting 





on her bed, Lady Capulet comes 
downstage (as if sensing her 
imminent separation from her 
daughter), the Capulet house- 
front descends, and suddenly 
she’s standing outside, ready to 
dally briefly with Tybalt before 
entering the house to preside over 
the ball. Even better is the court- 
yard that descends to mask the 
ball (Juliet swooning over Romeo 
as she and. the Nurse pass 
through, Romeo running after 
them, a besotted Mercutio and 
friends following) before rising to 
reveal the balcony. 

As for Fate, she’s out — not 
just the Choo San Goh figure, but 
the entire concept. Pelzig’s Romeo 
is all about character. The young 
Lady Capulet and her handsome 
nephew Tybalt aren’t merely an 
item, as in other versions — 
they’re a whole story of stolen 
glances and filched embraces and 
warning looks. The end of the ball 
finds them going in to supper arm 
in arm, and as the courtyard panel 
drops, you can just see their feet 
turn toward each other. She 
trembles with rage and hysteria 
over Tybalt’s corpse (in front of a 
perplexed Lord Capulet); in the 
tomb the Nurse has to drag her 
away from his bier. : 

Mercutio gets an oversized 
quill pen (which he sometimes 
uses as a sword), a commedia- 
like bird mask suggesting hawk- 
nosed Pantalone, and some of 
Pelzig’s best moves: his cock-of- 
the-walk baiting of Tybalt at the 
ball; his soused spiraling sitspin 
and hilarious imitations of Lady C 
and the Nurse; his bewildered 
dance of death (which, like the 
swordplay, is outstandingly realis- 
tic — I kept thinking he might 
pull through). Relieved of her 
hoop skirts, the Nurse shows her 
sly side; she’s less an object of 
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comic ridicule and more a protec- 
tor and confidante to Juliet — as 
Romeo acknowledges when he 
thanks her for her help after the 
wedding. Pelzig’s Paris is a gentle 
soul who presents himself to Juliet 
with the utmost delicacy; his sole 
fault is that he’s not Romeo. Friar 
Laurence shows a_ becoming 
reluctance to marry Romeo to his 
heartthrob-of-the-moment, and 
he’s even less enthusiastic when it 
transpires that the prospective 
bride is Capulet’s daughter; it 
takes the Nurse’s reassurance to 
make him relent. 

There are no wasted moments. 
At the laying-down of arms Lady 
Capulet snubs Lady Montague by 
declining to return her bow. At 
the ball Lord Capulet cuts in on 
Paris so he can dance with his 
daughter (raised eyebrows 
optional), leaving his wife to 
Tybalt. (Don’t miss the way Pelzig 
uses a long diagonal here to sug- 
gest a military parade.) Mime is 
kept to a minimum, as in Friar 
Laurence’s compact and expres- 
sive explanation to Juliet about 
the sleeping potion. This Romeo 
is thoroughly thought out, right 
down to the white chrysanthe- 
mum petals that the mourners 
scatter in front of Juliet’s bier. 
Pelzig enjoys the superlative con- 
tributions of lighting designer 
Mary Jo Dondlinger (ringing 
innumerable subtle changes on 
the ball, and in the “weather” of 
Vaés’s frontpiece) and the Boston 
Ballet Orchestra under Jonathan 
McPhee (you’d be lucky to hear 
Prokofiev's score done this well in 
Symphony Hall). 

Which leaves the new choreog- 
raphy. It’s more expressive than 
Choo San Goh’s, and if the two 
big pas de deux for the lovers 
don’t register as a series of mem- 
orable moments, that’s only to say 
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that Pelzig is the sort of choreog- 
rapher whose moments live in his 
dancers, not in the imagination. 
This isn’t Grand Ballet placed on 
a pedestal for us to admire and 
applaud — it’s drama brought to 
life through dance. Everything 
here has the look of having been 
created on and for the dancers. If 
there are no showstoppers in 
Pelzig’s Romeo, well, there aren’t 
any in Shakespeare’s, either. 
Pelzig’s aesthetic is clean and 
classic. He provides the ideas and 
relies on the dancers to make 
them breathe. 

And what dancers he has! The 
opening-night duo of Patrick 
Armand and Pollyana_ Ribeiro 
might just be the best Romeo and 
Juliet this company has seen. 
Armand hasn’t looked _ this 
engaged with a partner since 
Trinidad Sevillano left: intense and 
impulsive, he devours Ribeiro with 
his eyes whenever they’re together. 
Ribeiro is an_ extraordinarily 
young, spontaneous Juliet — she 
seems to do everything without a 
second thought. From the moment 
she sees Romeo she’s trans- 
formed; even when she can’t look 
at him, you know what she’s 
thinking, and their furtive attempts 
to bid goodbye to each other as 
she’s hustled from the ball are 
heartbreaking. Their balcony pas 
de deux transports, under a friend- 
ly Heaven, conjure children play- 
ing in the fields of the Lord: Adam 
and Eve in the Garden. 

Friday’s Romeo, Laszlo Berdo, 
looked a bit generic at first, with- 
out Armand’s passion. But his 
courtly manner stood him in good 
stead when Romeo tries to make 
peace with Tybalt, and once Berdo 
got to shake out his hair, he went 
after Tybalt with a fury. The new 
look carried over to the aubade 
pas de deux, where he seemed to 
shed his inhibitions with his shirt. 
Jennifer Gelfand made a cred- 
itable Juliet in the last two produc- 
tions (1989 and 1993, with Karl 
Condon), but nothing like what 
she does here. To her usual speed 
and technique she’s added focus 
(she never takes her eyes off 
Berdo), physical extension (you 
can almost hear her stretch), and 
emotional weight (few stage 
Juliets are this good). There’s no 
posing for the audience; every- 
thing is acted — even the way she 
awakes in the tomb is authentic. 
Her Juliet is a touch older and 
more self-aware than Ribeiro’s, 
yet she flings herself into the 
aubade pas de deux with total 
abandon. This is easily the best 
performance I’ve seen her give. 

Devon Carney partnered 
Dierdre Myles (who’s now the 
company’s ballet mistress) in the 
four Choo San Goh productions, 
and their pairing was one of the 
company’s best. Saturday he 
appeared with Larissa 
Ponomarenko, and it’s not a 
match made in Heaven — at least 
not yet. His Romeo is American, 
her Juliet is continental. He reads 
Fenimore Cooper, she reads 
Tolstoy. Carney is unfailingly 
attentive, and he makes 


Ponomarenko look good, but like 
Berdo he suffers from a touch of 
Bland Prince Syndrome (a mala- 
dy common to ballet’s male 
romantic leads). The teasing way 
Juliet 


Ponomarenko’s invites 








Tybalt to dance with her suggests 
Carney — whose credits include 
superb renditions of Rothbart and 
Carabosse — could complement 
her by letting Romeo’s dark side 
come out (as he does when he 
goes after Tybalt). Ponomarenko 
offers us an older, more sophisti- 
cated Juliet who’s more attached 
to her parents but just as deter- 
mined. It’s not instant rapture in 
the garden — there’s some skit- 
tishness before she and Carney 
build the scene to the parting kiss. 
With the Friar she can’t sit still, 
she keeps popping off the stool to 
see what he’s mixing; in the tomb 
she goes all out to find some poi- 
son on Romeo’s lips. Her phras- 
ing is, as always, exquisite. 

Robert Wallace’s rubber-legged 
Mercutio mixes Byron and Bugs 
Bunny and all but steals the show: 
he’s witty, outrageous, and com- 
pletely without fear. Never has a 
ballet Mercutio looked so 
Shakespearean — he even incor- 
porates aspects of the Bard’s 
fools. The larger, slower Viktor 
Plotnikov seems a Mercutio mis- 
match, but he creates an equally 
valid character, more one of the 
boys, a frustrated romantic hero 
who conceals his longing by mak- 
ing jokes. Nadia Thompson’s 
splendid Lady Capulet is angular- 
ly imperious and aristocratic; 
Jennifer Glaze, who at first 
seemed less distinctive, is softer- 
edged but slinkier in dealing with 
her husband and Tybalt. Reagan 
Messer and Yuri Yanowsky are 
less demonic than past Tybalts 
(Christopher Aponte and Simon 
Dow come to mind). Both are 
fine; Yanowsky seems almost vul- 
nerable. Sasha Dmochowski’s 
affectionate Nurse allows herself 
to dodder here and there but 
comes through for Juliet when it 
counts; Nadia Thompson is a 
shade more reserved but no less 
endearing. Arthur Leeth’s author- 
itarian Lord Capulet will send 
shivers up your spine — it’s hard 
to imagine anyone else in this 
part. 

A few doubts arise in the third 
act. The stormy outburst of music 
that precedes Juliet’s decision to 
seek help from Friar Laurence 
surely calls for something more 
exalted than her staring out the 
window (Choo San Goh did no 
better with this section). Only the 
Nurse discovers Juliet “dead”; her 
parents and Paris aren’t allowed 
to express their grief. | miss the 
moment that Myles created back 
in 1993 when, finding that 
Romeo had drunk all the poison, 
she spiked the bottle off the tomb 
floor in anger and disgust. Also 
gone is fJuliet’s impassioned 
refusal to leave with Friar 
Laurence, and the final return of 
the chastened families. | under- 
stand why: the lovers now have 
the Tomb Scene all to themselves. 
But Shakespeare’s endings are all 
about community. 

No matter — Boston Ballet 
now has one of the world’s best 
productions of Romeo and Juliet, 
with choreography to match its 
sumptuous sets and costumes. 
Vaés’s invisible equestrian might 
just peer round that column to 
have a look. ia

Humor them 


Comics try to be funny in print 


BY MARK BAZER The New York Times nonfiction bestseller list 
this past Sunday looked suspiciously like an all-star night of 
programming on Comedy Central. Paul Reiser and Drew Carey, 


whose sit-coms consistently rate high in the 
Nielsens, both had books in the Top 20. Whoopi 
Goldberg and Chris Rock saw their literary mani- 
festos debut at #9 and #14 respectively. Add best- 
sellers from George Carlin and Dennis Miller ear- 
lier this year plus new titles from the cancelled 
House of Buggin’ star John Leguizamo, gay comic 
Bob Smith, and even a dirty-joke collection from 
Howard Stern headwriter Jackie “The Joke Man” 
Martling and you start to wonder whether there’s a 
comedian out there who doesn't have a book. 
Sinbad? Nope, turns out he’s got one too. 

These comics certainly aren’t the first to try their 
hand at prose. Bill Cosby wrote a string of titles in 
the '80s; Woody Allen has three collections. And 
former Tonight Show host Steve Allen, when he 
isn’t writing jazz tunes or hocking hearing aids, 
churns out book after book. The list includes Steve 
Martin, Bill Maher, and Joan Rivers. But with this 
recent crop, the motivation — if not for the comics 
doing the writing, at least for the publishers doing 
the releasing — seems somewhat less genuine. 

Call it an attempt to cash in on the comics’ 
already established stand-up and TV success. As 
Carey admits in Dirty Jokes and Beer’s first chapter, 
“All the best-selling books by comics-turned-sit- 
com-stars were basically written-down stand-up 
routines as told to ghost writers who wrote it down 
for them.” These new comics’ books aren't all based 
on older routines, but they are all first-person recol- 
lections and/or observations. Instead of a comedian 
coming to a publisher with an original idea, as 
Maher did with his ambitious 1994 comic novel 
True Story, the publisher now comes to the comedi- 
an with the same old prepackaged proposal. 

Two publishers in particular. Hyperion is 
responsible for Carlin’s Brain Droppings, Carey’s 
Dirty Jokes and Beer, Rock’s Rock This!, and 
Tracey Ullman’s upcoming Tracey Takes On. Rob 
Weisbach Books, a division of William Morrow, 
put out Reiser’s Babyhood, Whoopi’s Book, and 
Smith’s Openly Bob. Weisbach can take the credit 
— or blame — for the current onslaught. As an 
editor at Bantam Books, he helped SeinLanguage, 
Jerry Seinfeld’s 1993 collection of stand-up rou- 
tine-like musings, and Couplehood, Paul Reiser’s 
1994 take on relationships, sell more than a million 
copies each. 

Weisbach’s book-jacket style features the 
author’s face, grinning, perhaps with a hand rest- 
ing pensively on the cheek. “Come on in and get to 
know me a little better,” Jerry and Paul seem to tell 
us. Hyperion choose to have the comedians posing 
in their own wacky ways. But put all these releases 
together and they look like a display at Buck-a- 
Book. With the exception of SeinLanguage, 
Whoopi’s Book, and Leguizamo’s Freak 
(Riverhead Books), the jackets all have white back- 
grounds, and the titles and authors’ names are 
printed in colorful, puffy type. 

At least the Weisbach books — by Reiser, 
Whoopi, and Smith — offer uninterrupted prose. 
Smith and Goldberg divide their volumes into 
essays of opinions and tales of past experiences; 
Reiser devotes his entire book to the trials and 
tribulations of changing diapers. Hyperion, on the 
other hand, is more interested in capturing what 
the comedians have done elsewhere. The Rock and 
Carlin volumes — both co-written — consist 
mainly of stand-up bits and quick observations. 
Carey, whose book is one-third fictional stories 
titled “Stories of the Unrefined” and two-thirds 
details of the comic’s life and his likes (strippers) 
and dislikes (sexual-harassment seminars), writes 


of having had to push his lofticr ambitions on the 
Hyperion editors. He refers to his “Stories of the 
Unrefined” as “the small collection of short stories 
that the publishers at Hyperion would wish would 
just go away.” 

Publishers’ motives aside, the bottom line is still: 
are these books funny? After all, no one expects 
Chris Rock to write like Hemingway. We just want 
him to make us laugh while we're sitting on the toi- 
let, out of earshot of his CD playing on the sterco. 
Instead, Rock This! shows how important a comedi- 
an’s delivery is. As Seinfeld writes in 
SeinLanguage’s introduction, “This book is filled 
with funny ideas but you have to provide the deliv- 
ery. So when you read it, remember — timing, 
inflection, attitude. That's comedy. I’ve done my 
part, the performance is up to you.” As hard as | try, 
I’m just not as good as Rock at doing Rock’s act. 

Reading Babyhood, on the other hand, is kind of 
like having Paul Reiser over your house to tell you 
a story. Sure, his humor is fairly standard — tricks 
like giving babies adult thoughts and continually 
switching his pronouns from “I” to “You.” But 
credit the guy for having the formula down per- 
fectly. Carey occasionally had me laughing as he 
related his joy for life’s simple pleasures like own- 
ing a big TV set. His “fiction,” on the other hand, 
which he says he’s the most proud of, is a sct of 
moderately funny tales about — surprise, surprise 
— a guy from Cleveland named Drew. Carcy 
claims these tales represent his dark side, but if you 
want dark, try John Leguizamo’s “semi-demi- 
quasi-pseudo autobiography” of growing up poor 
with an abusive father. Although Freak, based on 
his new one-man show, is often funny, it’s also the 
quickest read of all these books — which in this 
group is no easy feat. 

At least Leguizamo tries to present his topics 
(often serious ones) in a hysterical, absurd manner 
— somehow he turns the idea of a 10-year-old 
Leguizamo being forced by his dad to drink hard 
liquor into a riot. Goldberg’s Book adopts a resound- 
ingly unfunny manner to tell us about herself and her 
opinions on society and politics. (That's true to some 
extent of Rock This! and Dirty Jokes and Beer as 
well.) Unless you're infatuated with Whoopi, why 
would you give a damn what she thinks about paying 
taxes? When she does get silly, it’s about men piss- 
ing on toilet seats or farts (her penchant for releasing 
gas earned her her nickname). 

The least known of these comics, Bob Smith, 
may not have written the most enjoyable book 
(Reiser earns that distinction), but Openly Bob is 
the one that asks to be taken the most seriously. 
Smith mixes stand-up jokes and clever play on 
words with lucid and often sophisticated prose to 
create both heartfelt and amusing storics. Like 
Steve Martin in recent New Yorker back-page 
essays or Paula Poundstone in her Mother Jones 
column, he’s going for something unique. And yet 
his essays do tend to drag on. Funny thing: what 
I'll remember most about Smith from the book are 
the jokes he’s told in his act or to his friends. 

Indeed, what these comedians all have in com- 
mon is that their stand-up routines are infinitely 
more amusing than their books. Take Whoopi. She 
has the kind of commanding, charismatic presence 
that can turn her material into something funnier 
than it should be. Seinfeld was right: “timing, 
inflection, attitude. That’s comedy.” So, comedi- 
ans: please leave the books to the writers. If you 
keep this up, a reverse trend just might develop: 
writers doing stand-up. Do you really want to see 
Updike at the Improv? eo

So much to do... 


Ruth Brown keeps deep R&B’s fire blazing 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Miss Rhythm is on 


stage working the blues, and she’s got the 
audience on a string. Sashaying up to the 
microphone in the ballroom of Newport’s 
stylish old Viking Hotel on a late-July night, 
she sings a few lines of “I’m Gonna Move to 


the Outskirts of Town” and then 
explains why in a string of saucy 
one-liners: temptation knocks 
with every grocery delivery, it 
gets lonely way out there during 
the day, and what if her man 
starts acting just like her? 

The crowd — here for a warm- 
up party the night before the 
annual Newport Rhythm & Blues 
Festival — is full of laughter and 
smiles and rains applause on 69- 
year-old Ruth Brown. But 
Brown's saving her heart for 
tomorrow, when she'll pour it out 
in a funny, captivating, poignant 
set of little over a half-hour that 
makes the day’s headliners — 
especially Patti LaBelle playing 
her cookie-cutter R&B/pop — 
seem shallow. 

Of course, Brown's career does 
run more than 50 years deep. She 
was first hired to sing at age 16 by 
big-band leader Lucky Millinder. 
“On a bet,” asserts Brown, who 
has a brand-new CD and plays a 
gala benefit in Mansfield for the 
Barry L. Price Rehabilitation 
Center on November 1. “I traveled 
with the band for a month and 
almost never got to sing. Then he 
fired me. Some guys in the band 
asked me to bring them some 
sodas, and as | crossed in front of 
the stage with a tray of sodas, 
Lucky Millinder looked down and 
said, ‘You're fired. | hired a singer, 
not a waitress. And on second 
thought, you can’t sing anyway.’ ” 

Millinder was very wrong, but 
his bet ultimately paid off for 
Brown. She went on to become 
Atlantic’s bestselling artist of the 
"50s, recording 87 singles includ- 
ing a string of hits like “Mama He 
Treats Your Daughter Mean,” 
“Lucky Lips,” “Teardrops from 
My Eyes,” and “Oh What a 
Dream.” Along with other vocal 
piledrivers like Big Joe Turner and 
Clyde McPhatter, she laid the 
foundation for rock and roll. But 
the difference is that Brown is 
also a graceful jazz singer. She 
can sing on the big beat or stretch 
syllables with the feline ease of 
Billie Holiday and travel ‘round 
the rhythm with the command of 
Dinah Washington — two of her 
inspirations. That’s why _ her 
favorite tunes have always been 
ballads, even if the rough stuff 
harvested the lettuce and earned 
her the nickname “Miss Rhythm” 
as well as a spot in the Rock ’n’ 
Roll Hall of Fame. 

Despite her contributions to 
Atlantic’s catalogue and coffers 
— and to musical history — 
Brown needed to sue the label in 
the early ‘90s for back royalties. 
The attention that case (amicably 
settled out of court) drew sparked 
the creation of the Rhythm & 
Blues Foundation, which today 
works to promote the health care 
and careers of pioneering R&B 
artists and their restitution of 
their funds. 

When Brown’s hits stopped, in 


= 


the ’60s, she stayed busy in night- 
clubs and made albums for vari- 
ous labels. By the mid ’70s, she 
had embarked on a second career 
as an actress with the help of her 
friend Redd Foxx, the late comic 
genius who starred in TV’s 
Sanford and Son. She'd aided 
Foxx years before when he was a 
scuffling comic, and he was 
happy to pay her back. 

Brown played Mahalia Jackson 
in the musical Selma, which Foxx 
produced, and become a charac- 
ter actress. She was in the short- 
lived Norman Lear sit-com Hello 
Larry and on Little House on the 
Prairie. She also played 
Motormouth Mabel in John 
Waters’s camp classic Hairspray. 
And in 1989 she won a Tony 
Award for her performance in the 
Broadway musical Black and Blue 
— which she promptly followed 
with a Grammy for the album 
Blues on Broadway. 

Yet it seems that music has 
always fired Brown’s creative pas- 
sions the brightest — right from 
the days she started singing as a 
child in the churches of Virginia, 
where she was born, and North 
Carolina, where her family 
worked farms in the summer. 
Seeing her become the darling of 
the Newport R&B Festival with 
bravura performances in 1995 
and °97, or hearing her new R+B 
= Ruth Brown (Rounder), has 
been a joy — not only because of 
her easy command in the spot- 
light, but because of her own 
obvious delight in performing. 

Nonetheless, Brown says that it 
took a 95 tour with Bonnie Raitt 
and making R+B = Ruth Brown 
“to instill a belief in myself and 
my music all over again.” It was- 
n't that she’d lost faith, really. She 
was simply disillusioned. And she 
offers a spirited explanation. 

“When we were making this 
music back in the ’50s, we didn’t 
know how well it could endure. It 
was relegated to black audiences in 
warehouses and barns. It was the 
music that washed away the pain. 
That’s why a lot of our younger 
generation doesn’t want to listen 
to it. It came along in a period they 
don’t want to deal with — their 
parents’ and grandparents’ day, 
the days of segregation. It was the 
music that caused us to survive. 

“When we were touring then, 
there were a lot of things you just 
didn’t get — like food or hotel 
rooms. A lot of the young genera- 
tion of R&B performing now take 
that for granted. They’re able to 
do things that have been paid for 
— and I say that lovingly — by 
the generation before. | worked 
recently with somebody that made 
$65,000 in one night. | couldn't 
believe it! My daddy never made 
that much a year with seven chil- 
dren. And for a person to earn that 
in 30 minutes with plane fares and 
food and all the other gratuities 
that went with it... I’m amazed

at what people take for granted. 

“Besides that, | know that the 
music | have been a part of is and 
will continue to be the base on 
which the popular music you hear 
now is built. | have real strong 
memories of the people who did 
certain songs or styles first, and 
today when I hear the radio, | 
hear a lot of clones. And I can 
name everybody they're cloning 
— | know where what they’re 
doing comes from. It’s fine, but | 
would like every once in a while to 
hear somebody get credit from 
the new generation that’s doing 
the cloning. 

“Now I’m not going to sit 
around and beg for that. I'm able to 
sing and prove what my worth is. 
And I've been fighting hard for 
record reform, fighting for the 
respect and the money that’s due to 
the people who gave this music the 
strength and longevity it’s had.” 

She pauses. 

“I think it’s interesting that 
none of the young people of my 
ethnic persuasion who are mak- 
ing big money has ever said, 
‘Ruth Brown, I'll give you 15 
minutes on my show.’ Bonnie 
Raitt, God bless her, is the one 
person who opened some doors 
for me. Fifty-some years I'd been 
in the business and had never 
sung on a major television show. 
Bonnie took me on the Arsenio 


Hall show. He was so unaware of 





what | was about that for the 
week before, when they ran 
blurbs, every time they would say 
‘Bonnie Raitt’ they showed 
Bonnie’s picture, and every time 
they'd say ‘Ruth Brown’ they 
showed a picture of Etta James. 
Oh yes! And I told him about it on 
the air. He didn’t want to believe 
it. | said, ‘Well, evidently you 
don’t know who | am.’ ” 

Now Hall knows. So do a lot of 
other people thanks to Raitt, 
Brown’s Newport performances, 
and the attention the Grammy- 
worthy R+B = Ruth Brown is 
receiving. The album was cut in 
New Orleans with a sharp band 
whose line-up includes Duke 
Robillard and Delfeayo Marsalis. 
And it still seems that Brown loves 
her ballads best. She embraces 
the lost-love lyrics of “In Another 
World” as if she were comforting 
a friend, and she knows just 
where to drop a sigh in the tear- 
jerker “Too Little Too Late.” She 
reprises “I’m Gonna Move to the 
Outskirts of Town,” trading vers- 
es and ad libs with Bonnie Raitt. 
And she swings gracefully 
through “That Train Don’t Stop 
Here,” finishing with more of 
those funny, spitfire asides she 
says she learned to deliver from 
listening to Louis Jordan. 

Brown says she’s already think- 
ing about the next album. She'd 
like to record numbers that take 








her back to her roots “songs 
with an inspirational feel.” She'd 
also like to recast some of her old 
hits in light of her subsequent 
decades of experience. “I’ve 
thought about slowing ‘Mama He 
Treats Your Daughter Mean’ 
down — not joyful as it was in the 
"50s — so it would take on a 
whole new meaning relevant to 
the concern over domestic abuse. 
These days when | sing ‘Nobody 
Knows You When You're Down 
and Out,’ it’s different because 
now I’ve been there too. When | 
was younger, I didn’t worry about 
those things. 

“There’s another one | record- 
ed: ‘There’s So Little Time and 
There’s So Much I Want To Do,’ 
a B-side. Now I can live that. 
There are a lot of songs to be 
sung, sweetheart, and I sure want 
to be around a while more to sing 
‘em. | want to see my grandbabies 
get old enough to say, ‘Whcew! Is 
that my grandma?’ I'd love to be 
able to see that. But hey, I'll take 
what | can get.” w

Jonatha Brooke, Roadsaw, and the Darlings — but no Story

uncomfortable situations. The previous one, 
Plumb (Blue Thumb, 1995), was written in the 
wake of a split with Jennifer Kimball, her 10- 


year singing partner in the local 
folk duo the Story; and the songs 
were largely prompted by her 
mixed emotions over the move. 
After two albums with Kimball, 
Plumb was the most ambitious 
thing Brooke had yet done, and 
definitely the darkest. 

Her new 10 Wings 
(Refuge/MCA) is even darker, but 
different. In terms of lyrics it’s got 
enough bitterness, guilt, and 
resentment to power a city, or at 
least an Elvis Costello album. 
Titles like “Blood from a Stone,” 
“Last Innocent Year,” “Shame on 
Us,” and “Glass Half Empty” give 
a good idea of the sentiments with- 
in. What's changed is the music. 
Instead of wrapping the songs in 
flowing melodies and odd orches- 
tration, as she did on Plumb, she’s 
keeping things relatively straight- 
forward. Her producer/key- 
boardist/husband Alain Mallet 
tones down his usual exotic synths 
and instead works samples and 
loops into a guitar-band sound. 
And instead of writing tunes that 
twist in every direction, Brooke has 
learned to zero in on a chorus 
hook. Where her previous discs fell 
loosely in the folk/rock or adult- 
contemporary genre, /0 Wings is 
her first real accessible pop disc. 

“I have no choice in the matter; 
it’s just how the songs plop down 
on me,” she explains by phone 
from Los Angeles. “But as | get 
older, | realize | don’t have to try 
and prove myself as much in the 
way of doing every possible thing 
at every turn. I still love mystery 
and [| still love ellipses, but I’m 
appreciating verses and choruses 
more and more. Nothing influ- 
ences my songs except my life and 
what has meaning to me at a cer- 
tain time. Because the minute you 
start writing for a marketplace, 
you've lost that initial spark.” 

She won't reveal everything that 
prompted the bitterness in the new 
songs, but a recent move from 
Boston to LA had something to do 
with it. Like the break with 
Kimball, it was something she felt 
was necessary for musical and 
career reasons; but that didn’t 
make it any easier. “God, yes, there 
were huge changes — story of my 
fuckin’ life. It was a monumental 
year: my farther died, | moved 
cross country, and my dog just 
died. And my own exploding out of 
a former self, and a real search for 
why and what it all meant to be 
exploding, and where the explosion 
would land me. And whether I'd be 
in One piece or not.” 

But if Brooke’s got some of the 
tortured artist in her, she’s also 
got some real confidence. “I’m 
really feeling pretty damn good, 
like there’s a breakthrough com- 
ing, even if it’s only a personal 
one. | love this job so much that 
I’m embracing it fully. I'll take 
everything it gives me and give it 
back a hundred million percent 
more.” * 





The new album is her first offi- 
cial solo effort — Plumb was 
credited to “Jonatha Brooke & the 
Story,” but she’s now retired the 
band name. “That felt incredibly 
freeing; it was about time. | want- 
ed to do it last time, but I got flak 
from the label, which thought it 
would make all sorts of difference 
if | called it the Story. And it did- 
n’t make a shit of difference at all, 
so I’m conclusively on my own 
and happy to be so.” 

Few things seem to do better in 
the marketplace these days than 
smart, attractive women who 
write melodic songs, but some- 
how Brooke hasn't yet found a 
place on the “women in rock” 
bandwagon. She’s now on her 
third major label (after two Story 
albums on Elektra and Pluinb on 
Blue Thumb). And once again 
she’s being launched with a push: 
10 Wings is one of the first releas- 
es on the new Refuge/MCA 
imprint, which was founded by 
heavyweight producer Don 
Gehman. But in the past some- 
thing about her writing or her 
personality may have been a 
shade too quirky for big-time suc- 
cess; and she’s not going out of 
her way to change that. She 
notes, for example, that she’s 
refused to put photos of herself 
on the last two album covers, even 
though her labels suggested oth- 
erwise. And she came to her new 
label with the same producer, the 
same band, and the same inde- 
pendence as before. 

“I’ve definitely had people say 
things to me like, “You should go 
back and write 10 more songs 
because | don’t hear a hit,’ but | 
truly don’t give a shit about that. | 
will not sign a contract without 
creative control; that’s never been 
negotiable for me. But nobody’s 
ever told me I| should look a cer- 
tain way — maybe they’re afraid 
to — and I’ve been allowed to 
develop my own voice. Maybe it’s 
because they could never find a 
category for me.”

one thing in common: songs 
about people’s asses. Consider 
the work of Scissorfight (“Planct 
of Ass”), the Upper Crust (“I Got 
My Ascot ‘n’ My Dickie”), and 
Ass, Tractor (entire repertoire). Or 
consider Roddsaw, whose local 
claim to fame was two different 
ass-related songs, “Fancy Pants” 
and “Handed You Your Ass,” 
both on their first single and (in 
re-recorded versions) their debut 
album, $/,000,000 (Curve of the 
Earth). The single put Roadsaw 
among the most enjoyable of local 
metal outfits — though it also 
gave them a reputation for bor- 
derline-novelty songs. That's 
something they're eager to shed 
on their second disc, Nationwide, 
which comes out this week on 
Curve of the Earth. (Roadsaw 
play a CD-release show this 
Friday, October 24, at the 
Linwood Grille.) 

“I wanted to move beyond the 
funny-band thing, and | think 
everyone wanted to be taken more 
seriously,” bassist Tim Catz 
explains. “We're more focused

now, instead of being loose and 
chaotic all the time. You can’t 
keep making the same album over 
and over. How often can you 
keep listening to the Presidents of 
the United States of America, for 
instance? They made a second 
album of the same shit and 
nobody wanted to hear it.” If 
there are no outright funnies on 
Nationwide, there are still enough 
overtones of big-rock goofiness. 
“She’s Got a Satellite” may be the 
first love song that ex-Seka mem- 
ber Catz has been associated 
with, but its cosmic theme, cho- 
rus hook, and overall fist-waving- 
ness mark it as a close cousin to 
Golden Earring’s “Radar Love.” 

Even with three of the same 
four members, the band sport an 
overhauled line-up, with only 
bassist Catz holding down the 
same role. The departure of lead 
guitarist Steve Malone has left 
rhythm player Daryl Shepard 
handling all the guitar work. And 
drummer/singer Craig Riggs has 
become the full-time lead singer. 
New member Hari takes over on 
drums. The one-guitar sound is 
tighter and more direct, with a 
much heavier bass. Shepard isn’t 
as flashy a soloist as Malone was, 
but that makes for punchier if less 
chops-heavy solos and more 
three-minute songs. 

The band also have a sense of 
career purpose they didn’t have 
two years ago, when they embod- 
ied the idea of playing loud music 
for kicks. About half of 
Nationwide was recorded in LA 
with producer Roy Z (who put 
some of the kick into Tree’s last 
album). The trip was financed by 
Shepard’s winning $8000 on a 
scratch card he bought at a con- 


venience store. In the past, one | 


could have imagined Roadsaw 
spending all the winnings on beer. 





“We learned how to make the 
arrangements more concise, 
instead of just dicking around in 
the studio,” Catz acknowledges. 
“Roy’d say, ‘Why did you just do 
that part 10 times?’ and we'd say, 
‘Uh, I dunno.’ But some of the LA 
stuff came out way too slick, so we 
came home and redid it in Boston. 
Now it’s got the best of the 
rougher and more polished stuff.” 

Since more than two years have 
elapsed between albums, 
Roadsaw plan to make a serious 
national push with this one. “I 
don’t want to give the impression 
we're too serious, though,” Catz 
avers. “It’s still just rock.” 


DARLINGS EP. One of the best 
things you can say about a coun- 
try band from Boston is that they 
don’t sound like a country band 
from Boston. So it is with the 
Darlings, whose sound is so cred- 
ibly Dixiefied that you'd swear 
they’ve been hanging out in Texas 
truck stops instead of playing reg- 
ularly at Club Bohemia. Their 
approach to country rock harks 
back to the days when Keith 
Richards and Gram Parsons were 
running partners; songwriter/gui- 
tarist Simon Ritt (a former rocker 
with the Johnny Thunders— 
inspired Daughters) is mighty 
good at capturing that wasted- 
outlaw ambiance. And he’s got a 
perfect match in singer Kelly 
Knapp, whose voice has a natural, 
earthy twang that makes the sto- 
ries grab hold. An album from this 
band is long overdue, but they've 
at least delivered a four-song EP 
called Four-Song EP (on their own 
label), which pulls a few standouts 
off their recent demo tapes. 
“Halfway Home” and “Dusty Ol’ 
Cowboys” make good mixes of 
Ritt’s lowdown imagery and the 
band’s honky-tonk heart. On 
stage they also pull some well- 
chosen covers out of their hats; 
they'll be at Club Bohemia this 
Friday (October 24).

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ROLLING STONES: 
OLD FAITHFUL 


The lights go down, a ferociously 
amplified lion’s roar fills the stadium, 
quieting the crowd, and the curtains 
part to reveal a giant circular video 
monitor filled with a sci-fi image that 
brings to mind Stargate. If you've 
been surfing the Net for advance 
reviews, then you know what happens 
next — you're about to hear the sig- 
nature riff of the classic Rolling 
Stones anti-anthem “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction,” the once unruly off- 
spring of an ambitious English R&B 
outfit who are now old enough to be 
those Hanson boys’ parents, played by 
a guy who’s their grandparents’ age. 
But even knowing all that ahead of 
time doesn’t counter the explosive 
rush of nostalgia-laced adrenaline that 
accompanies hearing Keith Richards 
actually play those 10 fuzzed-out 
notes on his Telecaster for the first 
time tonight, even if this is the thou- 
sandth time you’ve heard it. Because 
this is the Stones, the greatest rock- 
and-roll band in the history of world, 
and these guys are more comfortable 
jamming in football stadiums than 
most people are singing in the shower. 

So, with Mick Jagger dolled up in a 
matador red-and-black jacket/pants 
ensemble, Keith in a leopardskin long 
coat, and Charlie Watts wearing the 
kind of casual button-top sweater my 
own grandfather once favored, the 
Stones greeted Foxboro once again, as 
the Bridges to Babylon tour settled in, 
like Steel Wheels and Voodoo Lounge 
before it, for the first of two nights of 


MATADOR MICK was MC. 
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stadium rock’ last Monday. 
Surrounded but never dwarfed by an 
eyesore of an Egyptian-themed stage 
flanked by two giant gold hermaphro- 
dite ant-women and, when the 
remainder of the curtains parted mid 
set, a pair of even larger inflatable 
gold goddesses, the Stones went 
through their old routine (greatest 
hits, a few cult classics, and a couple 
of cuts from the new disc) with only a 
couple of minor modifications. There 
was the Internet pick-of-the-night, a 
tune chosen by visitors to the band’s 
official Web site: “Star Star,” which 
Mick introduced with a liberal dose of 
“fuckers.” And there was the U2-style 
small-stage routine, whereby Mick, 
Keith, Ronnie, and Charlie walked 
across a bridge to a mid-stadium plat- 
form, where they were joined by 
bassist Daryl Jones and pianist Chuck 
Leavell for a relatively bare-bones spin 
through some real oldies like “Little 
Queenie” and “The Last Time.” 

But the second-stage journey back 
to their bar-band roots was really just 
a formality: the secret to the Stones’ 
stadium success has always been their 
ability to treat even giant stages of 
their own construction with a bit of 
ironic contempt, and maybe indiffer- 
ence. Technological advances have 
only made it easier to hear how truly 
torn and frayed Keith’s jutting guitar 
riffs are on a tune like “It’s Only Rock 
and Roll” or the new “Flip the 
Switch,” not to mention how instinc- 
tively Charlie and Ron Wood seem to 
find the groove of tunes like “Gimme 
Shelter,” “Tumbling Dice,” and 
“Honky-Tonk Women.” With Mick 
functioning as a smirking MC/mas- 
cot/cheerleader, and sometimes as a 
real singer, and smooth background 
vocalists and keyboard and horn play- 
ers filling in the gaps, your ears can 
still cut through all the fancy crap and 
hear those very primal forces of 
Charlie’s swinging rhythm and Ron & 
Keith’s electric blues guitars. It’s an 
unprogrammable, inimitable, unquan- 
tifiably human sound that hasn't faded 
with age or lost its shocking intensity.

AMERICAN ANALOG 
SET AND SEELY: 
SPACE CASES 


If there’s such a thing as filling a room 
with space, then it would be fair to say 
that, at their show a week ago 
Thursday, the American Analog Set 
opened the cramped quarters of T.T. 
the Bear’s Place into an expanse of 
shimmering vistas and cresting planes. 
Yet despite immersing themselves in 
the languorous drones of their incan- 
descent second album, From Our 
Living Room to Yours (Emperor 
Jones), the Texas-based quartet man- 
aged to capture the spirit of the new

disc’s title. Even at its most climactic, 
AAS’s pulsing Farfisa-guitar-percus- 
sion approach sounded as intimate as 
a heartbeat, as if the band just hap- 
pened to be playing some new stuff 
for a hundred or so friends they'd 
invited over for dinner. This was 
space-age pop of quiet, evocative 
intensity, psychedelic in the manner of 
Spiritualized or Stereolab, not to 
mention the Velvet Underground. 

Opening with the cymbal-brushed 
splendor of its first-ever single, 
“Diana Slowburner II,” the group 
crush-grooved into the extended, 
eight-minute gallop of “On My Way” 
before downshifting into the pensive 
dream pop of “Blue Chaise” “— a 
number that featured little more than 
Lisa Roschmann’s synth notes slowly 
orbiting like asteroids. Although AAS 
operated as a loosely knit, synchro- 
nized collective, it was Rosehmann’s 
alternately buoyant and dirge-like key- 
boards that gave these songs their dis- 
tinctive edge — an accomplishment 
revealed as all the more impressive 
after the show, when she emerged 
from behind her banks of synthesizers 
and Farfisa with a large cast wrapped 
around her left hand and forearm. “I 
broke it playing soccer with some 
friends two weeks before we went on 
tour,” she explained cheerfully. 

The band opted to perform without 
the tape-loop technology that usually 
figures in their set — “too much of an 
undertaking for an hour show,” 
remarked the bespectacled Kenny, 
who looked a bit like a gangly kid 
who’s just won the class spelling bee. 
Singing his boyish, lighthearted di-di- 
di-dos during “Don’t Wake Me,” 
Kenny illustrated what AAS are ulti- 
mately about: savoring sounds and 
syllables for their own sake. To this 
band, even the hum of an amplifier 
and the static from a speaker are 
sounds to be treasured. 

One of the evening’s three opening 
acts, Seely (who began a joint tour 
with AAS two weeks ago) played a 
sinewy brand of indie art rock that 
came across as far more taciturn and 
challenging than the group’s new 
album, Seconds (Too Pure), would 
suggest. Although the band concen- 
trated on material from Seconds, it 
sounded as if Seely were composing 
from scratch. “Adios” and “Love 
Letters” were rippling, rough-hewn 
explorations of texture and disso- 
nance. Seely utilized the conventional 
guitars/bass/drums format much in 
the way a modern jazz combo — or 
the ’70s krautrock outfit Can — 
might, with each player introducing 
an idea, elaborating on it, then retreat- 
ing for the next player’s take on the 
subject. Drummer Eric Taylor provid- 
ed the only constant source of motion. 
His vigorous polyrhythms propelled 
the material forward, even if at times, 
he threatened to overtake it.

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The Lyric’s new slant on Donizetti 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Much of the Boston Lyric Opera’s season- 


opening production of Donizetti’s Lucia di Lammermoor could have 
been staged almost anywhere. Ham and corn are the featured menu. 


Characters fling themselves onto 


the stage, or onto one another; 
villains skulk with sinister intent; 
the heroine lurches in a classical- 
ly deranged fashion. But there’s 
at least one new slant. Set 
designer Allen Moyer has every- 
one lurching and skulking some 
20 degrees east of perpendicular 
on the most dizzyingly tilted 
opera stage I can remember. It’s 
like something out of The 
Cabinet of Dr. Caligari — one 
fears for the safety of the per- 
formers. A boar’s head hanging 
on a wall covered with Gothic 
tracery (but is this wallpaper or 
an outside wall?), a row of black 
chairs, and three huge tilted black 
girder-towers (indoors? out- 
doors?) all tell us that poor Lucy 
of Lammermoor’s world is 
morally and_ psychologically 
askew. The famous Mad Scene 
starts before the music begins — 
and it never stops. 

About the production, director 
Christopher Alden writes that he

and Moyer “have chosen to take it 
out of its traditional 17th-century 
costumes and put it in the period 
in which it was composed, the 
newly industrialized 19th centu- 
ry” — a time, he says, when 
“women’s increasing disenfran- 
chisement from virtually all forms 
of social choice enclosed them 
within the ornate walls of the 
middle-class household.” 

Were women any more “disen- 
franchised” in the 19th century 
than in the 17th? And what in 
Donizetti’s opera about Sir Henry 
(Enrico) Ashton’s _ brutality 
toward his sister Lucy (Lucia), or 
in the novel by Sir Walter Scott 
the opera is loosely based on, sug- 
gests anything about the middle 
class? Some of the choices by 
Alden and Moyer made the audi- 
ence giggle. At the start, Enrico’s 
henchmen are out combing his 
estate for his sworn enemy, Sir 
Edgardo di Ravenswood, to the 
tune of some 1835 hunting 
music. Moyer dresses them in

frock coats, top hats, and white 
gloves. They sit down on and 
stand up from their chairs in mil- 
itary synchronization. Later, all 
the guests carry these very chairs 
in with them to Lucia’s wedding. 

Lighting designer Adam 
Silverman’s idea is to make an 
abrupt shift for each musical set 
piece, which might be okay if 
these shifts were less gimmicky 
(’60s strobe effects and spotlights 
in the viewers’ eyes), more con- 
sistent, and let you see the 
singers’ faces when you most 
wanted to (in the great Sextet, for 
instance). When Normanno — 
demoted here from Captain of the 
Guards to Enrico’s butler — 
lights the kilted Lord Arturo 
Bucklaw’s cigarette with a ciga- 
rette lighter, and Christmas-tree 
lights descend for the wedding 
scene, we know we're not in the 
19th century at all but in some 
opera-director Neverland. 

One staging idea that might 
actually have worked had it been

planned with greater subtlety con- 
cerned what Lucia can do during 
the trills and roulades (with flute) 
of her Mad Scene. Most colorat- 
uras dart about the stage chasing 
some invisible bird. Alden has 
Dominique Labelle holding the 
large carving knife she’s just mur- 
dered Lord Arturo with and jab- 
bing it at the terrified wedding 
guests (all presciently dressed in 
black) in time to the music. Too 
many notes, too many jabs — the 
startled looks of the guests punc- 
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tuate the Mad Scene with guffaws. 

So here we are again at the 
Boston Lyric Opera, where who- 
ever oversees such decisions can’t 
seem to tell the difference 
between a good idea and a trendy 
one, especially the ill-conceived 
attempt to turn a colorful enter- 
tainment like Lucia into some- 
thing falsely serious, heavy, and 
drab (with a touch of incest). 
When the director and his design- 
ers appeared for their curtain call, 
the ovation for the singers and the 
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conductor precipitously cooled. 

Let’s close our eyes, then, and get back 
to the singers. If two of them weren’t so 
good, you could dismiss this production 
out of hand. But it has the one indispens- 
able element of a good Lucia: a great 
Lucia. Dominique Labelle, once one of 
Phyllis Curtin’s prize students at BU, has 
developed into one our most prized 
singers. Her lyric soprano is so much 
warmer and more richly textured than 
most coloraturas, you might not expect 
her to be warbling this role. Yet how 
thrilling to hear her dazzling and complex 
musical embellishments (and all in charac- 
ter), and how glorious to hear a full-out, 
beautifully rounded high E flat at the end 
of the Mad Scene (a note I wish she’d hold 
just a bit longer, though, to nail the over- 
the-top grandeur of Donizetti’s climax). 

From her first entrance Labelle suggests 
Lucia’s vulnerability, and everything else 
she does builds from that. The shuddering 
trills in her first aria, “Regnava nel silen- 
cio,” gorgeously executed, set the Gothic 
tone more vividly than anything we have to 
look at. And she’s repaid for her vocal and 
dramatic gifts by being stuck in a grim 
Victorian dress, under an ugly wig, and 
with Halloween make-up, having to nego- 
tiate that radically raked stage. 

At least she has a co-star of comparable 
gifts. Tenor Stephen Mark Brown makes a 
dashing and a sympathetic hero, the 
bereaved and betrayed Edgardo. He has a 
firm, clear, even, silvery tone, bottom to 
top, estimable if not exactly radiant. He 
poses like tenors of old, but there’s also an 
earnestness of expression and real convic- 
tion in his phrasing. Edgardo’s last-act sui- 
cide aria, in the graveyard where Lucia is 
being buried, is one of the glories of bel 
canto opera, and Brown sang it with power 
and passion. Lots of people never hear this 
aria because they think the opera ends with 
Lucia’s Mad Scene. Met tenor Barry 
Morrell used to stab himself at the top of a 
long staircase then roll down the whole 
flight of steps just to get the audience’s 
attention. Brown rolls just one step off the 
edge of the stage onto the apron, where the 
graveyard was placed. But no one would 
have dreamed of leaving. 

With regard to the music, this was a fair- 
ly complete Lucia. I’m happy to have heard 
the “Wolf Crag” scene in the third act, in 
which Enrico and Edgardo plan their duel. 
At least it gives Edgardo a little more to 
sing. It also gives Enrico more to sing. 
Eduardo del Campo is a sturdy baritone 
with a good snarl, but his low notes bottom 
out early, and his high notes tend to be 
loud, dry, and flat. 

There was good support from Frank 
Kelley (Normanno), Kelly Anderson 
(Raimondo, the Ashtons’ chaplain), 


Ruthann Manley (Alisa, Lucia’s compan- 
ion, her small part here worked up to make 
some proto-feminist statement by having 
her hand Lucia’s carving knife to Edgardo 
with the suggestion that he use it on him- 














self), and especially bright-voiced Mark 
Evans as the hapless bridegroom, Arturo, 
whom Lucia stabs on their wedding night 
(he and Labelle are married in real life, too). 

The chorus was tighter than usual at 
Lyric productions. And Stephen Lord led 
an atmospheric orchestral performance, 
with Linda Toote the Mad Scene flutist and 
Martha Moor the haunting harp soloist in 
the haunted fountain scene. (Remaining 
performances at the Emerson Majestic are 
this Friday evening, October 24, and 
Sunday afternoon, October 26.) 


KEITH LOCKHART conducting the New 
England Conservatory Orchestra seemed 
like a great idea. Give the kids the experi- 
ence of working with a celebrity; and give 
the celebrity a chance to do something for 
his new community. But the resulting con- 
cert a week ago Thursday — Lockhart’s 
first “serious” classical concert in Boston 
— was an ordeal. After all, this aggregation 
— one of three recently reconceived NEC 
student orchestras and one of drastically 
mixed levels of experience — had been 
playing together for barely a month. Even 
after five rehearsals with Lockhart (and 
three advance “preparations” by the BSO’s 
Ronald Feldman), they were far from ready 
for a major public event. 

Lockhart got them through the bobbled 
solos, ragged ensemble, queasy intonation, 
and unbridled loudness that often mark 
student performances (though not usually 
at NEC). But you also had the feeling that 
with his limited range of gestures (toes 
together — rise and dip; toes apart — rise 
and dip; elbows flapping a kind of funky 
chicken) and relentless square tempos (his 
priority was evidently keeping the group 
together), he wasn’t likely to teach them 
much about phrasing, style, or what makes 
Dvorak’s Carnival Overture, Copland’s 
Appalachian Spring, and Beethoven’s 
Pastorale such different pieces. Under 
these conditions, though, even Toscanini 
might have looked bad. 


ESTHER BUDIARDJO’s piano recital 
the following night was another story. A 
Celebrity Series “Emerging Artist,” 
Budiardjo, born 24 years ago in Jakarta, is 
one of the marvelous protégées of Russell 
Sherman and, for the last decade, 
Sherman’s wife, Wha Kyung Byun. The 
program was unusual, beginning with six 
Mendelssohn Songs without Words, Opus 
30 (a little stiff — the best being the 
Venetian Gondola Song), and George 
Perle’s elegant Six New Etudes (1984), 
more fancifully played: that herky-jerky 
Gigue; those obsessively fluttering, sinister 
butterflies in Papillons; the keyboard- 
sweeping Perpetuum mobile, with 
Budiardjo playing the notes so fast (and 
playing every one of them) they sounded 
like glissandos. 

The first half ended with Balakirev’s 
Islamey: Oriental Fantasy, a nominee for 
the most difficult piano solo ever written. 
Budiardjo’s technique is stag- 
gering, but she also made the 
swirl of notes a real dance, full 
of color, piquancy, and charm. 
She returned from intermission 
with no less than Beethoven’s 
Diabelli Variations, in a perfor- 
mance of unhurried ease that 
was also a study in contrasts: 
moments of exquisite delicacy 
— now poignant, now playful 
(the hilarious seesawing of 
overblown and mousy chords 
in the 13th variation) — alter- 
nating with moments of elegiac 
solemnity, passages of great 
brilliance with passages of 
touching simplicity, grand dec- 
larations with sudden oases of 
pure calm and deep contempla- 
tion. Each variation had _ its 
clear and separate identity, yet 
they all added up to a large, 
unified vision of life in a com- 
plicated world.

the Engine Room (Columbia) brims with 
the stuff. Love for his family and his roots. 
For his hometown: San Pedro, California. 
For music and the process of making it, and 
all the friends and allies he’s shared that 
with. And, most poignantly for longtime 
fans of Watt’s work, love for his lost friend 
the late D. Boon. Boon was someone who 
fell out of the sky — or at least a tree — to 
knock Watt unconscious and set him upon 
the road of his somewhat charmed life. 
What greater gift could a friend bestow? 

That Watt treasures the gifts that have fall- 
en to him is evident on nearly every one of 
Engine Room’s 15 songs. His everyman’s 
voice sounds relaxed and content — at peace 
with his history and accomplishments and 
place in the universe. When he sings “I’m a 
lucky man” in “The Boilerman,” which cele- 
brates his meeting Boon, it’s a touching 
expression of honesty — the equivalent of a 
gospel singer testifying for Jesus. 

It’s tempting to call this the bassist/ 
songwritcr’s lcast-calculated work since his 
days with guitarist Boon and drummer 
George Hurley as early-’80s punk torch- 
bearers the Minutemen. Especially since 
Engine Room follows Ball-hog or Tugboat?, 
Watt’s 1995 solo debut, which was bol- 
stered by an unignorable cast of alterna- 
rock heroes including Eddie Vedder and J 
Mascis. But that would be an exaggeration, 
because Watt’s latest is a concept album — 
a punk-rock opera. 

At least, that’s what he calls it. 

This CD is a loose autobiography that 
ranges from his lineage, with tales of his 
father’s growth to manhood, to his days 
with Boon discovering punk rock and then 
wallowing in it as they created some of the 
best modern music made in the USA. 
Engine 
setting as a metaphor for navigating the 
oceans of life — ends with Watt’s realiza- 
tion that he’s found his place creatively and 
maybe even found himself.

Capt'n Mike’s punk-rock opera

In the case of Mike Watt, it’s love. His new Contemplating 


when I spotted him slouching on some 
empty beer cases next to the bar — as the 
college DJs and other attendees grooved on 
their first time hearing opener Ric Ocasek 
spiel out Cars songs — I asked him watt’s 
watt with the “rock opera” thing. 
“Punk-rock. PUNK-rock opera!” he 
said, pointing between my cyes. “Punk. 
That’s very important. You watch.” 
| did. And it was touching to see this pio- 
neering flannel wearer singing about his 
world and — at the same time — winging it 
musically. He spent as much effort thump- 
ing bass and projecting his guts into the 
microphone as he did cueing drummer 
Stephen Hodges and guitarist Joe Baiza 
(former Saccharine Trust and Universal 
Congress of . . . genius, who was new to the 
music). There were passages of gentle 
improvisation, then enough punk thunder to 
bring a less-mannered crowd to the throes 
of moshing. There were also sound effects 
— waves splashing, valves being turned — 
that reminded me of an old radio play. 
There’s no rust — and no obvious learn- 
ing curve — on the album, however, where 
Watt’s joined by Hodges and guitarist Nels 
Cline (who was on the Ball-hog or 
Tugboat? tour and plays with the Geraldine 
Fibbers). In his liner notes, Watt says the 
CD is “one whole piece that celebrates 
three people playing together.” Indeed, few 
rock trios since the Minutemen (and before 
that the Jimi Hendrix Experience) have 
vibed so eloquently. The music here seems 
a combination of Watt’s every influcnce, 
from three-chord punk to free jazz to light 
opera to avant-skronk. Watt's the glue, 
playing rolling phrases on his tuned-down 
bass that establish the mood for each song. 
Hodges commands a masterful palette of 
insinuating thumps, coloring Watt's lyrics 
with percussive notions or snapping the 
trio in fresh directions. Cline, however, 
provides the big thrills, whether using sub- 
tle swells of volume to illuminate the arrival 
of a new idea in Watt’s narrative or cxplod- 
ing like the raga-influenced love child of 
Hendrix and Sonny Sharrock. 
Contemplating the Engine Room is the 
kind of work rarely found in rock anymore. 
How often, when listening to the radio, do 
we understand what the artists behind the 
songs really think and feel? Here, Watt's 
opened up his heart. Have a look. *

Morris 
accelerates and decelerates 
against the prevailing tempo 
to create a unique sense of 
elastic tension. He traces 
erratic, unpredictable 
melodic contours full of 
breaks and discontinuities 





Busy body 


Joe Morris gets around 


BY ED HAZELL Has any other improviser had a year 
comparable to that of guitarist Joe Morris? It’s doubtful.

tions he makes between 
seemingly disparate phras- 
es. In a Morris solo, chains 
of short, tightly packed, invitingly rounded 
phrases erupt with startling force into nasty 
spikes of agitated, wide intervals. 

But for all his volatility, Morris never 
loses track of a performance’s overall 
shape. That's thanks in part to his compo- 
sitions: he excels at structures that both 
guide and liberate musicians. The several 
sections of “You Be Me” not only provide a 
narrative framework for the soloists but 
also help drummer Curt Newton and 
bassist Nate McBride shape the underpin- 
nings of the music and unify the entire per- 
formance. “Deep Discount” allows for 
duets between Maneri and McBride, and 
between Morris and Newton, that afford 
the piece an uncluttered yet varied flow. 

It’s the conversational give-and-take 
within the group that makes You Be Me 
such a satisfying experience. On the collec- 
tively developed “Real Reason,” the instru- 
mental colors bleed into one another with 
deceptive ease. The band proceed in paral- 
lel voicings — or else the jagged, broken 
lines fit together like a puzzle whose pieces 
are continually changing shape. This is a 
group with flexible interconnections that 
stretch and bend but never break. They 
hold most tightly together at precisely those 
moments it seems they must fly apart. This 
sense of communion comes from more 
than craft; its origins lie in a fundamental 
spirituality at the heart of music in the 
African-American tradition. 

Morris and pianist Matthew Shipp estab-

from the opening seconds of Thesis. On 
Morris’s 1996 quartet release, Elsewhere 
(Homestead), they displayed the same 
exhilarating willingness to take risks and 
challenge each other. On Thesis, the pair 
seem guided not by conscious design but by 
more mysterious and powerful forces. 
Which isn’t to say there’s not a high level of 
conscious artistry present in this darkly 
beautiful, even majestic, album. Once 
again, Morris’s unique rhythmic and 
dynamic inflections create an instantly iden- 
tifiable sound. Shipp’s expansive vocabulary 
embraces classical elements as well as jazz, 
and the rhythmic precision of his playing 
also points to new ways to swing the music. 
But what sets this performance apart is the 
daring, headlong way they throw them- 
selves on the moment. An uncanny intuitive 
link — built on mutual trust, faith in a high- 
er power, reckless abandon, who knows? 
— seems to tether them together even on 
furiously energetic tracks like “Thesis,” 
“The Wand,” and “Simple Relations.” 
Shipp’s recent series of duet recordings has 
paired him with bassist William Parker and 
saxophonists Rob Brown and Roscoe 
Mitchell, but this meeting with Morris may 
be the best so far. cs

Four sides of Riverside jazz 


BY RICHARD C. WALLS 7he Riverside Records Story (Fantasy) is 
a four-CD compilation documenting the history of one of the three 
New York-based jazz labels that dominated the post-bop heyday of the 


50s and early '60s, that period 
when the radicalism of Charlie 
Parker had settled into being the 
genre’s lingua franca and the 
avant-garde was still avant-garde. 
The other two labels had very dis- 
tinct styles. Blue Note’s signature 
duality developed from the stan- 
dards set by the polished vigor of 
Art Blakey’s Jazz Messengers and 
the insinuating funk of Jimmy 
Smith. Prestige, known without 
malice among musicians as the 
“junkies’ label,” stockpiled pick- 
up blowing sessions and 
bequeathed to history reams of 
John Coltrane’s first-draft tran- 
scendentalism. But Riverside 
never had a solid identity. Some 
greats passed through, a couple 
dozen acknowledged classics 
were made, but mostly it was 
mainstream, very tasty product 
that fell somewhere between Blue 
Note’s well-oiled presentations 
and Prestige’s ad lib excesses. 
The two relatively long-term 
and ranking stars of the label were

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Thelonious Monk and Cannonball 
Adderley. Although Monk’s most 
innovative sides were done for 
Blue Note in the late "40s and 
early ’50s, Riverside is the label 
where he made his bones, evolving 
from a striking curio to an 
acclaimed artist worthy of joining 
the mighty Columbia roster. 
Riverside producer and auteur 
Orrin Keepnews was determined 
not merely to record Monk but to 
put him across to the audience; to 
that end he first introduced him 
playing standards and Ellington 
songs and then showcased him in 
a variety of (sometimes cross-gen- 
erational) contexts, including 
solo. This way the listener could 
hear how Monk’s personal con- 
ception both adapted and persist- 
ed, the way his own rules of logic 
interlocked with the more “nor- 
mal” musical world. Keepnews 
didn’t set out to compromise 
Monk, only to show that the 
pianist could be one of the guys 
(sort of). And it worked. 
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Cannonball, of course, didn’t 
need any help getting across; and 
of all the Pantheon figures who 
passed through Riverside, he 
alone left behind his undisputed 
very best. Guitarist Wes 
Montgomery was another label 
regular, establishing his personal- 
ity on a variety of straight-ahead 
sides before moving on to more- 
commercial settings at Verve and 
finally superstardom at A&M. 
Likewise, pianist Bill Evans made 
his debut as a leader for the label, 
and that was followed by a series 
of landmark albums, but he didn’t 
really become an essential play- 
boy-pad accessory till after he 
signed with Verve. 

Keepnews himself has put 
together and annotated the 
Riverside box, dividing it into four 
sections that he admits are rather 
arbitrary. The first, “Some Magic 
Moments,” is an_ inexplicable 
combination of some of the label’s 
more commercial efforts 
Mongo Santamaria’s version of 
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MONK’S MAN: Riverside producer 
and auteur Orrin Keepnews was deter- 
mined not merely to record Monk, but 
to put him across to the audience. 





After a trio of tracks 
called “The Art of Col- 
laboration” we come to 
“The Heart of the Matter,” 
37 cuts that make up most 
of disc three and all of disc 
four (around two hours), 
in the process illustrating 
the elusiveness of River- 
side’s identity. If there’s a 
theme (a big if), it’s little- 
sung heroes. Keepnews 
often gave leads to artists 
who had made carcers as 
supporting players. Pia- 
nists Elmo Hope, Kenny 
Drew, Don Fricdman, and 
Bobby Timmons are 
placed front and center to 
shine. Alto-saxophonist 
Ernie Henry and bassist 
Sam Jones get leading 
roles. But there’s also a 
clutch of biggies — Milt 











Herbie Hancock’s “Watermelon 
Man,” Adderley disappearing into 
the big-band kitsch of “African 
Waltz,” Johnny Lytle’s loungy 
“The Village Caller” — with clas- 
sics like Evan’s “Waltz for 
Debbie,” Cannonball’s “This 
Here,” and Monk’s playfully sin- 
ister “Brilliant Corners.” 

The second section, “Some 
Major Players,” makes more 
sense. It offers three by Monk 
featuring, respectively, Coleman 
Hawkins, John Coltrane, and 
Gerry Mulligan; one by Clark 
Terry featuring Monk; two apiece 
by Wes and Cannonball; Evans’s 
extraordinary “Peace Piece”; and 
“The Freedom Suite,” an expan- 
sive work by a major player who 
had a spotty association with the 
label, Sonny Rollins.

Jackson, Coleman Hawk- 
ins, Art Blakey, Chet Baker 
— and stars-to-be, notably singers 
Mark Murphy and Abbey Lincoln. 
Meanwhile Budd Johnson and 
Zoot Sims bring up the rear guard 
while George Russell (Eric Dolphy 
in tow) hacks a path in the avant. 
Keepnews is to be congratulat- 
ed for maintaining his label from 
its official beginning in °54 to its 
demise in 63 and for having now 
devised this appropriate tribute. 
The Riverside story secms to have 
been largely improvised, and this 
scattershot collection of talent 
reflects that. Jazz fans, of course, 
will already have much of this 
material, but for others it’s a good 
introduction — not just to a vari-

ING (Merge). This Chapel Hill four- 
some have been doing what they 
do so well for long enough now 
that it’s all too easy to take their 
patented brand of emotionally res- 
onant hum-and-buzz indie rock for 
granted. (Consistency may not 
breed contempt, but it sure isn't the 
best way to make headlines.) 
Which may explain why singer/gui- 
tarist Mac McCaughan is now find- 
ing inspiration in the example of a 
semi-obscure jazz saxist from 
Georgia. “Are you bitter/Are you 
tired/is your jaw permanently 
wired/From years of explaining 
how you feel?” he asks against a 
backdrop of tuneful, churning gui- 
tars on “Song for Marion Brown.”

But bristling guitars, 
rippling melodies, and sharp song- 
writing are still what define 
Superchunk — consistently.

MAN (Alligator). Not only are most 
of the formative Chicago blues 
players gone, but the generation 
that learned directly from them is 
also dwindling. The state of harp is 
especially dire. Junior Wells lies in 
a coma. James Cotton still blows 
with vigor, but his throat's been 
savaged by illness. Which leaves 
Carey Bell to carry on both blowing 
and singing, harp and soul. 

The best tunes on his latest are 
all beauty and sadness. “Tear- 
drops” is especially tender, with 


| Bell’s harp choking on the song's 


soured romance and waxing elo- 
quent soliloquies of heartache to 
the subtle accompaniment of a 
band of Chicago session aces. 
There are plenty of hard-grooved 
numbers like “My Love Strikes like 
Lightning” and the shuffle “Good 
Lover” to lighten up the heavy 
blues. The instrumental “Double 
Cross” teams a chipper melody 
with good ol’-fashioned virtuosity. 
But it’s in entries like “Hard 
Working Woman” (about a woman 
leaving an abusive relationship) 
that Bell rings out best, his deep 
voice and full-bodied harmonica 
plumbing the ache. Throw in the 
more up-tempo “Love Her, Don't 
Shove Her” and you find Bell also 
espousing a fairly progressive 
agenda for a 60-year-old biues- 
man.

OFTEN OUT (Mother/isiand). U2 
may have miscalculated the pub- 
lic’s response to their “PopMart” 
tour, but they certainly didn't mis- 
judge the potential of this Sheffield 
foursome — one of the first acts 
signed to the band's Mother label. 
The Longpigs know how to sound 
at once expansive and controlled. 
Singer Crispin Hunt's soaring, glit- 
ter-flecked voice and broad arcs of 
melody swoop toward the edge of 
histrionic excess — then pull back, 
reined in by hooks and the disci- 
plined grandeur of the music. The 
shimmery bounce of the La’s-like 
“She Said” and the sashay-swag- 
ger of “Happy Again” (guitarist 
Richard Hawley does a great Mick 
Ronson here) are drawn in strong, 
vivid colors before the band begin 
to add glass-clear harmonies and 
an oceanic undercurrent of atmo- 
sphere.

But his motivations are a 
little removed from body-oriented 
club dance tracks. This is primarily 
contemplative stuff, wedged firmly 
in the world of art, where the 
pieces Marclay works are objects, 
better suited to the gallery or the 
performance space than the sound 
lab. Which doesn't mean this com- 
pilation of album-based work from 
the early ‘80s isn't a gas to hear, 
with its nutty, sampled juxtaposi- 
tions of jazz, pop, classical, and 
experimental riffs and sounds from 
disparate recordings captured on a 
two-track tape. It does not groove 
and it does not create ambient (or 
illbient) vistas; on the other hand,

Stockholm 67, a legendary live 
recording of the Electric Prunes in 
Sweden, documents a group freed 
from the burden of crafting coher- 
ent pop tunes, and sounding 
Stooge-like in a way that the 
Nuggets version of “| Had Too 
Much To Dream Last Night” simply 
doesn't. On “Get Me to the World 
on Time,” the rhythm section 
enters the same throbbing Fun 
House the Stooges would three 
years later. As for lead guitarist 
Ken Williams, well, here he is 
indulging in the kind of feedback 
freakouts that Iggy and his cohort 
wouldn't put on vinyl for another 


two years.

Domination). Pram represent the 
experimental arm of Too Pure, the 
British label behind like-minded 
retro-futurists Stereolab and Laika. 
Tossing aside traditional pop struc- 
ture and instrumentation in favor of 
a jazz-infected carnival rife with 
theremins and toy pianos, the 
Birmingham combo shine brightest 
when pitting their instrumental stew 
against Rosie Cuckston’s surreal 
lyrics and girlishly exotic voice. 

In this reissue of their 1991 
debut EP (previously available only 
on vinyl and through the mail, and 
here buffed up with bonus tracks), 
Pram are noisier than usual, offer- 
ing clamorous drones and trash- 
can percussion in place of the cir- 
cus keyboards and smooth vocals 
that dominate later albums. The 
eerie atonality and dark edginess 
of Gash capture the paranoia lying 
at the heart of those later albums. 
Transmitting dark emotions 
through a playful lens makes Pram 
consistently intriguing, even in the 
fledgling stage documented here.

*x*x*1/2 Horace Tapscott, 
THOUGHTS OF DAR ES SA- 
LAAM (Arabesque). Pianist 
Horace Tapscott has spent a life- 
time playing jazz in LA, where he's 
mentored many musicians who 
have gone on to widespread fame 
— including saxophonist Arthur 
Blythe. But the same recognition 
has eluded Tapscott. One can only 








hope that this album, his second 
for Arabesque, will make it clear 
that, famous or not, he’s one of the 
most accomplished pianists and 
composers in jazz. 

He’s especially adept at blend- 
ing the tonal and melodic liberties 
of free jazz with the swing rhythms 
and song forms of hard bop. On 
“Bibi Mkuu: The Great Black Lady” 
and “Social Call,” an overlooked 
gem by bop saxophonist Gigi 
Gryce, his most adventurous pas- 
sages are grounded by bass 
vamps and post-bop drumming. He 
can also take an affectionate, 
funky original like “Willetta’s Walk,” 
or Sonny Rollins's classic “Oleo,” 
to extremes where more conserva- 
tive players would never dare go. 

Bassist Ray Drummond and 
drummer Billy Hart are perfectly in 
synch with Tapscott’s approach, 
supporting each of his excursions 
to the post-bop frontier. If you think 
there's nothing new to be done 
with music in the bop tradition, 
check out the populist avant-garde 


of pianist Horace Tapscott.

Jones (Chiaroscuro). A hilarious 
Type A personality, Mike Jones 
runs the requisite laps up and 
down the keyboard. The latest 
“find” of producer Hank O'Neal, 
whose label boasts scores of solo 
albums by Earl Hines and Dave 
McKenna, Aunning Wild is a 
recording he unearthed of a live 
date in a Buffalo club. Like most 
solo pianists from New England 
who play standards, Jones echoes 
McKenna, particularly in the ener- 
getic yet legato use of the stride 
left hand.

When the Chippen- 
dale dancers bump and grind into 
town, the laid-off Gaz (the versa- 
tile and charismatic Robert 
Carlyle, who was Begbie in 
Trainspotting) gets to thinking:

off — that is, go the “full monty?” 
The cast includes Dave (Mark 
Addy), a sensitive lug impotent 
because of his gut; Gerald (Tom 
Wilkinson) their 50ish pink-slipped 
supervisor; Lomper (Steve 
Huison), an unassuming depres- 
sive; Horse (Paul Barber), who, 
uh, isn’t hung like one; and Guy 
(Hugo Speer), who is, to judge by 
the gape-mouthed expressions 
whenever he drops his drawers.

They’re agents 
for a secret organization control- 
ling resident aliens — the outer- 
space kind. It seems UFO cultists 
have been right all along: for 
decades the Earth has been a 
refuge for extraterrestrial émigrés.

Or saw the 
Bug, a Carnivorous cockroach ter- 
rorist the size of a T. rex who, dis- 
guised as a farmer, comman- 
deers a roach exterminator's van 
and heads for Manhattan, where 
he (it?) plans to assassinate a 
member of an alien royal family, 
thus inciting an intergalactic con- 
flagration, or something.

Jeremy Brock’s intriguing period 
piece chronicles the reign of 
Queen Victoria (Judi Dench) fol- 
lowing the death of her husband, 
Prince Albert. Comfort for the 
mourning monarch comes in the 
form of John Brown (Billy 
Connolly), a fiery Highlander 
called into the queen's service, 
where he quickly ascends to the 
post of her personal servant and 
most influential confidant. His 
Rasputin-like irreverence and dis- 
dain for court protocol coupled 
with Her Majesty's prolonged 
absence from duty and rumors of 
an affair between them all gener- 
ate such a political backlash that 
Parliament ponders the disestab- 
lishment of the British monarchy. 
If the premise sounds familiar, it's 
only a gender toggle and a few 
decades removed from The 
Madness of King George, com- 
plete with an army of power-hun- 
gry servants and vulturistic off- 
spring. Still, the acting by Dench 
and Connolly is superb, and 
Anthony Sher drolly undercuts 
each scene as the politically 
savvy prime minister Disraeli.

The protagonist this time is a mid- 
dle-aged businessman, Shohei 
Sugiyama (Tampopo's Koji 
Yakusyo), who tries out ballroom 
dancing for the wrong reason: he 
has the hots for the instructor, 
Mai Kishikawa (Tamiyo Kusa- 
kari). Shall We Dance? is stirring 
wher Shohei’s longing to dance 
shatters the Japanese mold of a 
lifetime of anguished conformity:

Director and co-screenwriter (with 
Frank Barhydt) Robert Altman 
has thoroughly Altmanized nine 
short stories and one poem by 
Raymond Carver, weaving them 
into a three-hour-plus funky fugue 
of 22 lives. The result is brilliant, 
frustrating, and outrageous; it 
explodes Carver's homespun 
haiku with perverse and puckish 
invention. Among the many stars, 
Tom Waits plays a boozy chauf- 
feur married to waitress Lily 
Tomlin; Andie MacDowell and 
Bruce Davison are parents to a 
little boy hit by Tomlin’s car; 
Matthew Modine is the doctor 
who treats the boy; Jack Lemmon 
is Davison’s father. The film 
offers scenes of hypnotizing, 
sometimes unbearable dramatic 
intensity where the characters 
stand naked (sometimes literally). 
And in that, Altman achieves gen- 
uine Carver minimalism: he strips 
the world of its irony, chaos, and 
chance and reveals its human 
soul.

Terms of 
Endearment with a middle-class 
Chicago black family instead of 
an upper-class Southern white 
one, Soul Food is a feel-good, 
feel-bad, then feel-good-again 
affair that packs in as many 
crises into two hours as it can. 
The food hits the fan for the clan 
when the family matriarch, Big 
Momma (irma P. Hall), slips into 
a coma. As she lies still in the 
hospital, daughters’ Teri 
(Vanessa Williams) and Maxine 
(Vivica A. Fox) bicker over 
finances while third daughter Bird 
(Nia Long) copes with her hus- 
band’s criminal past and present: 
The men married to the daugh- 
ters try to help, but their poor 
advice, infidelities, and other 
screw-ups only make matters 
worse. It's finally up to Maxine'’s 
pint-size son Ahmad (Brandon 
Hammond) to persuade the fam 
to get together for some good 
down-home cooking at a recon- 
ciliation Sunday dinner. It’s hard 
not to connect with the cute little 
kid with a Big Momma-size heart. 
Unfortunately, by having Ahmad 
narrate ad nauseam, writer/direc- 
tor George Tillman Jr. piles too 
much on the boy’s plate. Add that 
to all the soap-opera dribble and 
saccharine R&B and this film 
leaves you with an upset stom- 
ach.

(1997). Emir Kusturica’s 1995 
Cannes Paime d'Or winner 
begins with the Nazi air attack on 
Belgrade in 1941, an extraordi- 
nary sequence in which a city is 
turned to surrealist rubble. His 
two liquor-breathed, unshaved 
protagonists, Marko (Miki 
Manojlovic) and Blacky (Lazar 
Ristovski), join Tito’s Communist 
guerrillas, but they’re in it for the 
money, the babes, the alcohol, 
the chance to be violent at will. 
The war ends; Marko, however, 
persuades a cellar hideout of 
Serb refugees that the fighting 
continues, and for 16 years they 
continue to manufacture muni- 
tions — which Marko sells for 
personal gain. He keeps Blacky 
in the basement, so he can run 
around with Natalija (Mirjana 
Jokovic), Blacky’s sexy, terminal- 
ly untrustworthy, actress girl- 
friend. Blacky is thought dead; 
statues are erected in his memo- 
ry, and hilariously corny partisan 
films celebrate his World War II 
heroics. Kusturica’s Serbian 
nationalist politics may offend, 
and the conclusion of the movie, 
in which he tries out some con- 
demn-both-sides anti-war stuff, 
seems hypocritical and bogus. At 
169 minutes, Underground also 
needs a trim of its incessant bar- 
room celebrating. Otherwise, it’s 
a pretty sensational movie, 
Coppola-like hallucinatory, and 
everyone should see it.

**xU-TURN (1997). Drifter Bobby 
Cooper (Sean Penn) finds himself 
stranded in Arizona, waiting for 
repairs on his vintage Mustang. 
He meets Grace McKenna 
(Jennifer Lopez), a hot-and-both- 
ered beauty who neglects to tell 
Bobby she’s married, to local 
real-estate tycoon Jake McKenna

Grace then tries to hire 
Bobby to kill Jake. Bobby tries to 
flee, but his own poor decisions, 
the hostility of assorted townsfolk, 
and outrageously bad luck foil his 
every attempt.
